Things Blow Up for No Reason 

Still weekly, free, and a little stunned, we enter our 25th year

In roughly five weeks, The Austin Chronicle 
will begin its 25th year of publishing. 
Certainly, time has both raced forward at the 
speed of light and dragged as interminably as 
the second hand making its way around the 
classroom clock about 15 minutes before the 
end of school. (Digital clocks don’t offer the 
beyond-water-torture experience of watching 
that second hand move in slow motion, each 
second painfully clicked off.) Often, it has 
been both at the same time. 

My thoughts are specific and impossible, 
focused and contradictory, questions and 
statements. Where did the time go? How did 
I get so old? I can tell you exactly where the 
time went. 

The time has passed. It seems amazing; it 
seems dull; it seems ordinary. Day follows day; 
the accumulation both numbs and surprises. 

None of us expected to be around this long 
when we started the Chronicle. Most didn’t 
figure to stay even a year. We thought Austin 
needed a paper like this, so we figured we’d 
launch it until it was steady on its feet. Then, we 
almost all figured, we’d go off to do whatever it 
was that we were going to do with our lives. 

We were living two or three or four to 
a place; bookshelves were plain wooden 
boards, concrete blocks, and heisted milk- 
carton crates. There was no holy vision or 
tremendous sense of destiny, no celestial 
visitation or moment of true clarity. The 
evolution was so mundane, so of a bunch 
of older slackers (in Richard Linklater’s 
film’s sense of the word) who dabbled and 
dawdled. As far as ambition, intention, and 
vision go, The Austin Chronicle was poorly 
served at its birth, its needs ill-considered 
and the events below mundane. 

There was no money, which meant a lot 
of what we ate the Chronicle got in trade for 
advertising, and not uncommonly we’d visit 
the office at night, searching for something, 
almost anything, to eat. 

Time passed; things changed. It was strange 
and it was wonderful. It was tragic and it was 


hard. It was noble and we had met the enemy, 
proving Walt Kelly’s Pogo right once again. 

People will often ask me what is next for 
the Chronicle. I give as honest an answer as 
I can: That, as with my 15-year-old son, I 
really do have minimal control, much less of 
any kind of a plan. The Austin Chronicle is its 
own entity. Truly hundreds, if not thousands, 
of people, events, politics, and culture - as 
well as banging off truly random, floating 
social asteroids - all made, and continue to 
make, an impact on its course. The paper is 
an organic and vibrant entity; there is neither 
one hand, nor even many different hands, on 
any kind of steering device. 

I trust the Chronicle to hew to its course 
much more than I trust any individual, includ- 
ing not only, and perhaps especially, Nick 
Barbaro and me. (I have to also note that I trust 
Nick Barbaro and myself - as well as Roland 
Swenson, Michael Schwarz, Carol Flagg, and 
other staff - more than I trust anyone else.) 

More than once, this column has trum- 
peted the Chronicle’s new, interactive features 
and its overall commitment to interactivity 
with our readers. More than once, I’ve been 
mostly wrong. 

On the outside of any publication/product, 
what you see is a sleek, coherent, almost 
symmetrical package. Inside it seems more 
like an unrelenting combination of the 
worlds depicted in Willy Wonka scenarios, 
Winsor McKay’s work, and Betty Boop car- 
toons. Strange creatures pop in and pop out; 
unidentifiable objects pour down on one’s 
head; strange chutes lead to stranger dead 
ends; no line is defined, no surface unmov- 
ing. Things blow up for no reason; organic 
objects meld into inorganic ones; work disap- 
pears or mutates into something completely 
different from what it was. The very fluidity 
makes traction hard and navigation impos- 
sible. There is rarely any quiet, any stillness, 
any time for distanced contemplation. There 
is always motion; there is constant noise both 
of the world and inside one’s head. 


The Chronicle Web site now has a click- 
through for readers’ Forums at the top of the 
home page, marked by a bullhorn with the 
copy “Sound Off! Chronicle Forums.” 

This leads to the Forums page, where there 
are many different topics of discussion (Arts, 
Music, Film, Food and Drink, and a few politi- 
cal ones). “Postmarks” (letters to the Chronicle ) 
are now posted there as well. In order to offer 
your own post or respond to someone else’s 
and/or to respond to “Postmarks,” readers no 
longer need register or remember a password. 
For consistency, you have the option of reg- 
istering, or - to imagine one’s self a media 
guerilla - you can remain unregistered, always 
using different names. 

The strength and identity of the Chronicle 
has always been that it is a paper of and for the 
community of people who read it. The ease of 
interaction now available because of the Web 
insists that we must invite our readers to more 
aggressively and readily join the discussion/ 
dialogue/debate. The secret ingredient here 
has always been, and still is, you, the readers. 
The more we can offer readers’ thoughts, sug- 
gestions, and opinions as part of the ongoing 
dialogue, the better it is for the Chronicle. 

We are hoping that this ease of offering 
your thoughts in the Forums and in the online 
“Postmarks” discussion proves to be just our 
first step into the brave new world of interactivi- 
ty. This is perfect Chronicle timing: Just as inter- 
activity becomes completely commonplace, 
with even preteens offering such on their sites, 
we decide to tackle it as if we were off on an 
adventure into the mysterious and unknown. 

Production Manager Karen Rheudasil Barry, 
Webmaster Brian Barry, and Managing Editor 
Cindy Widner have really driven this edge 
of the project, though so many others have 
played important roles or contributed creative- 
ly that noting only a few is really inadequate. 

In general, Widner does much, if not most, of 
the “Editor” work it is assumed I do. We go back 
to working at The Daily Texan together, more 
than 2 Vi decades ago. Often, Cindy was my 


boss. Even then, she favored Barbaro over me. 
Okay, so everybody did. I didn’t care, but I was 
afraid that it might have gone to Nick’s head. 

Marketing Director Erin Collier does the 
rest of whatever work it might be assumed 
I do. If only she would write “Page Two,” 
as I’ve often asked her, I could disappear. I 
haven’t asked Widner to author “Page Two” 
because she’d likely take me up on it. 

Twenty-five years into a paper’s life, the 
staff’s lives are impacted in many ways. The 
longer a staffer is here, usually, the more true 
that proves. 

“Page Two,” for example, is written by the 
“me” I’ve always been (as I’ve also always 
changed), but at the same time the column’s 
author is fictional and unreal - some kind of 
“other” occupying too much space and stink- 
ing things up. This is for a number of reasons. 

There is an authorial voice that might be 
close to, but is never exactly the same as, the 
writer’s. It is the nature of columns and col- 
umn writing. But mostly because of the read- 
ers’ own writers, the work of writers exists as 
it is read and received in their heads. 

A column like “Page Two,” by definition, is 
my opinion. Nevertheless, when writing it I 
am often tempted to qualify ideas by writing 
“I think” or “in my opinion.” Given my overall 
writerly awkwardness, the last thing I need is 
another annoying tic. Still, there are all kinds of 
variants to my opinions or positions: with some 
I’m more comfortable, others are more specu- 
lative, and some are just suggestions. Endless 
qualifiers are boring and bad writing; without 
them, the most tentatively offered essay sounds 
arrogantly dispensed with absolute certainty. 
I’m not asking for sympathy or understanding, 
but just offering up a qualifier as to why I don’t 
regularly include even more qualifiers. 

Back when the Chronicle briefly had a show 
on talk radio, one week I was attacked both in 
the paper for not using the phrase “I think” 
more in “Page Two” and by a caller on the radio 
who was annoyed that I said it so much.

But, ultimately, the reader decides. He or 
she can re-imagine, misunderstand, hate, 
inflate, distort, construe, and misconstrue the 
writer and the writing. Almost always, the “I” 
readers think is doing the writing is disassoci- 
ated from the person writing. They imagine 
writers’ lives to be exaggerated: more pathetic 
and craven, more exciting and enriching, 
more deliberate and corrupted than they 
actually are. 

John Irving used to say that what a writer 
wrote should be the best part of them. You 
should always be a bit disappointed when 
meeting a writer you favor, he argued. The 
work of writers is almost always more clearly 
defined and dramatically emphasized than 
are their lives. This is the accident of creation, 
but it has little repercussion in reality. 

Twenty- five years gone, I find I am often 
perceived in ways that emulate the distor- 
tions of funhouse mirrors. Oddly - given 
that I express my opinions in this column 
on a regular basis and in a notably verbose 
way - what I find most astonishing is how 
many thoughts I’ve never expressed that are 
assigned to me. Much of this is the general 
political stereotyping now being engaged in 
by all, not as an ancillary of politics but as 
the heart and soul of it - almost completely 
trumping the idea that great government 
is some compromise reached after prin- 
cipled and honest disagreement and debate 
among citizens. 

I’ll write more on this topic in the weeks 
ahead. 


But I must say there’s something entertain- 
ing about all this. Cruising blogs is especially 
fun. Remember, “Even Hitler had friends” is 
offered in regard to my life. Someone states 
my position on global warming when I’ve 
never articulated one. There is a widespread 
acceptance that I’m some kind of Socialist/ 
Communist/Marxist who hates capitalism 
and despises profit because I believe in a 
strong social safety net and government play- 
ing a major, necessary, and needed role. 
Forget that I’m a successful, entrepreneurial 
capitalist. Ignore that I passionately and com- 
pletely believe in the economic, social, and 
political ideals upon which this country is 
based - a democratic, constitutional republic 
form of government with an emphasis on 
checks and balances, an independent judi- 
ciary, and universal suffrage for all citizens. 
Yes, the reality can be very different, but the 
vision is profoundly noble. 

The Bush administration, its right-wing 
base, and the hard religious right, by misrep- 
resentation and nonchalant social brutality, 
are trying to violate, deconstruct, and destroy 
these very ideals. At one time, I would have 
unhesitatingly bet on the triumph of the 
U.S. Constitution. Instead - given the exten- 
sive damage, so carelessly executed, and 
the Roman Coliseum-worthy, bloodthirsty 
verbal encouragement, approval, and urging 
of their supporters - my heart is heavy, and 
I am lacking hope. Still, in a way, that is why 
we’ve produced and continue to produce this 
paper: open dialogue as hope, discussion as 
information, action as resistance. The Austin 
Chronicle - weekly and still free. ■

Come on Ms. Futrell, Mr. Garza, and City 
Council: Thoroughness is good, but it should 
be levied “across the board,” not in one 
specific case that is most likely motivated by 
personal bias. 

Austin needs a chief for APD who is strong, knowl- 
edgeable, and able to bring community consensus 
to the difficult issues of suspects and defendants 
with racial and mental health concerns. 

Undermining a key contender for this position 
will absolutely guarantee that the best candi- 
dates for chief will not even bother to apply, as 
their decisions will be constantly micromanaged 
by city administration.

Biases Lose Readers 

Dear Editor, 

Over the weekend, a friend brought a pub- 
lished reader's comment about your coverage 
of the Back Room closing to my attention 
[“Postmarks," July 14]. After reading the letter, I 
decided to add a few comments of my own: 

1) Freedom of the press is a right retained by 
those who own the press. Therefore, the Chronicle 
is not required to cover what happens to the Back 
Room or any other Austin music venue. 

2) The Austin Chronicle is primarily regarded 
by readers as an arts-and-entertainment paper. 
So, by barely mentioning the closing of a venue 
such as the Back Room, your paper places its 
credibility as an authoritative source of Austin 
music news in doubt. 

3) For years, The Austin Chronicle has gen- 
erally ignored (heavy, extreme, etc.) metal. 
Consequently, the Chronicle lacks credibility with 


metal fans, and there are at least a half-dozen 
metal-oriented music papers available in Austin 
which command greater respect and interest than 
the Chronicle among thousands of music fans. 

I think losing the Back Room as a music 
venue is a big entertainment-news item, and 
the loss will have a major (negative) short-term 
impact on Austin's music scene. 

For as long as I've lived in Austin, the Back 
Room has been the main venue for hard rock, 
heavy metal, and other extreme music. Austin 
has scores of places that feature live music, but 
for myriad reasons, the Back Room was the only 
place that was consistently interested in featur- 
ing heavy metal or similar music genres. I hope 
at least one Austin venue decides to become a 
heavy/extreme metal replacement site. 

The Chronicle may elect to ignore heavy/ 
extreme metal music and continue focusing 
on emo, pop, folk, and similar genres. But you 
risk following America’s daily newspapers into 
oblivion and irrelevancy (consider: hardly any- 
one under 40 even reads the Austin American- 
Statesman these days). 

It’s your choice. Freedom of the press guar- 
antees you can print what you want, but it can’t 
guarantee readership.

More on Helmets and the Law 

Dear Editor, 

Re: Against Helmet Law, '‘Postmarks,” July 
7: In her most recent letter, Amy Babich states 
there is “no law requiring adults on motorcycles 
to wear helmets.” In truth, Texas law does 
require adult motorcyclists to wear helmets. 
However, the law also provides exemptions to 
that requirement for riders who can meet certain 
criteria - a popular option. 

Babich also claims “motorcycle helmets are 
much more effective than bicycle helmets.” 
Evidence suggests otherwise. The best top- 
of-the-line motorcycle helmet (which can cost 
upward of $400) is not certified to protect in 
crashes over 13 miles per hour. In addition, 
according to the manufacturers themselves, that 
high-dollar helmet can be rendered completely 
useless if it rolls off your motorcycle and hits the 
garage floor. How effective is that? 

Finally, contrary to her assertion, riding a 
motorcycle is no more dangerous than riding 
a bicycle on public roads, and might be less 
so. Yes, just like bicyclists, we are targets for 
oblivious, cell-phone-yakking, and/or drunken 
auto drivers, and if we crash, we suffer the 
same injuries. That's why most experienced 
motorcyclists wear boots, long pants, long- 
sleeved shirts or jackets, and gloves to protect 
their hands in a fall. How often do you see a 
bicyclist so protected? 

Another factor, which might help keep us just 
a little safer than bicyclists, is that our machines 
are bigger, frequently louder, and equipped with 
headlights and loud electric horns - all of which 
help get a motorist's attention in traffic. Our 
machines also have the power to pull away from 


tailgaters and other menacing drivers. It’s still a 
struggle to survive, but I’d rather take my chanc- 
es on a motorcycle than a bicycle any day! 

On one point Babich and I agree. Even though 
I don’t ride bicycles, and have no intention of 
starting, I oppose mandatory helmet laws for 


adult bicyclists, as a matter of principle. It has 
never been the government's duty to protect 
adults from their choices, and, so long as 
America brags of being “the land of the free,” it 
never will be.

The Law Wins Again

I was hoping to read many comments and 
experiences in this week's Chronicle about 
the “antics” of Williamson County and how 
they have deprived so many destitute individu- 
als of their rights, liberties, and freedoms by 
denying them their right to a court-appointed 
attorney. In all of my “experiences” with WilCo, 
they have never offered or asked if I wanted 
or needed a court-appointed attorney. I have 
requested a court-appointed attorney at least 
four times, proved I couldn't afford an attor- 
ney, filed motions and the paperwork with the 
district clerk, suffering from PTSD, complete 
financial breakdown, couldn’t work and still 
denied a court-appointed attorney. To top that 
off, after being denied an attorney, the judge 
tossed me in jail (child-support issues) and 
said I had three days to appeal his ruling from 
the cell. I've been in the courts many times 
in Williamson County, and not once have I 
been offered the required paperwork to file 
for a court-appointed attorney and have never 
seen or heard WilCo offer it to anyone else at 
the magistrate level or in court. Williamson 
County plays by its own set of rules and will 
continue to do so until someone with clout 
stands up to the plate for all of us little guys. 
The same thing applies to the Texas attorney 
general's child-support division, which rules 
the courtroom and plays by their own rules, 
ignoring procedures, liberties, and rights. The 
old story of “I fought the law and the law wins” 
is true in this Texas county. Suing them in their 
own yard? Good luck on getting a fair trial. My 
hat goes off with many thanks to the Texas 
Fair Defense Project in their attempts to bring 
these matters to the public eye.

St. Petersburg, Russia. 


A batch of redistricting proposals made neces- 
sary by the Supreme Court rejection of the state’s 
South Texas map was submitted last Friday, and 
GOP leaders decided that Travis Co. doesn't need 
representation - their map would have the county 
represented by three GOP Congressmen from 
elsewhere. The county’s response and numerous 
competing proposals are flying through federal 
court, where responses are due tomorrow (Friday). 

The latest gubernatorial campaign-finance filings 
show incumbent Rick Perry still with a comfortable 
lead, Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhorn running 
hard, and Democrat Chris Bell finally accumulating 
some green firepower. For more detail, see

Down the ballot, local Dems Donna Howard (HD 48) 
and Mark Strama (HD 51) are winning the money 
race, but the bigger news is a curious penury: HD 
48 challenger Ben Bentzin has about twenty bucks 
to his campaign name. See “Where’s Ben?” p. 18.

Also in local education news, a new organization called the 
E3 Alliance, for Education Equals Economics, aims to tack- 
le the growing divide between Austin's economic aspirations 
and the number of students making it through college. The 
Austin Community College District, UT Austin, and the Austin 
Area Research Organization founded the alliance, which will 
be led by Austin entrepreneur Susan Dawson. “Central Texas 
faces a steady loss in household income, reaching $2.4 bil- 
lion annually by the year 2040,” said Dawson, “unless we 
align all the components of our regional education system." 
The organization will examine Austin’s schools, from pre- 
school through high school, to identify and share the practic- 
es that prepare students for higher education. - M.M. 

Six weeks after firing their top executives, two local TV sta- 
tions have new general managers. KEYE, the local CBS- 
owned and -operated station, promoted station manager 
Amy Villarreal to the top post last week. As station manag- 
er, Villarreal primarily served as director of sales, a posi- 
tion that has been vacant since October. Finding a new 
sales manager will be a top priority, she said. Villarreal, 
who said she has a “mentor relationship” with Steve 
Mauldin, president of CBS's Southwest region, replaces 
her old boss, Mike Reed, who was jettisoned by CBS after 
two years at the helm of the station. Meanwhile, local NBC 
affiliate KXAN has hired Eric Lassberg, general manager 
of the WB affiliate in Wichita, Kan., to be its new head 
honcho. Lassberg, who replaces Carlos Fernandez, has 
run the Wichita station since 1999. The Austin job is 
"especially appealing to me because I went to the 
University of Texas,” he told the Wichita Business Journal.

Blue Goes 
Red 

Perry, Dewhurst, and 
Craddick may do to Austin 
what DeLay only tried

The Republican state leadership has done 
plenty of silly things on the road to re-redistrict- 
ing, but as far as I recall they hadn’t yet lost a 
congressman. The Capitol big shots - Gov. Rick 
Perry, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, House Speaker 
Tom Craddick, and Secretary of State Roger 
Williams - managed that singular feat last 
week, in their submission to the federal court 
considering how to redraw the state congres- 
sional map to satisfy the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
narrow ruling that CD 23, currently represent- 
ed by Henry “the Anglos’ Best Friend” Bonilla, 
violates the Voting Rights Act. As you probably 
don’t recall, CD 23 is in South and West Texas, 
anchored in San Antonio, whence it slices 
through the most Republican portions of the 
Hill Country before tip-toeing around Laredo 
as though the incumbent might be allergic to 
its mostly Hispanic residents. 

They are certainly allergic to him, voting over- 
whelmingly in recent years for Anybody-but- 
Henry, which is explicitly why the Lege redis- 
tricters had cut them out of Bonilla’s district 
and loaded him up with Anglo Republicans. 
The Supreme Court, which otherwise shrugged 
at minority-vote dilution - especially of African- 
American votes - in North and East Texas, 
couldn’t quite stomach the blatant vote-crack- 
ing in Webb County. That’s why Perry et al.

will be back in federal court on Aug. 3, when 
a three-judge panel will consider theirs and a 
dozen other proposals to fix the problem in CD 
23. (The state leaders, with the drafting help of 
Attorney General Greg Abbott, are responding 
as individual defendants, not the state of Texas 
- if they did the latter, they’d have to preclear 
their plan with the Department of Justice . . . 
and who knows where that might lead?) 

Abbott and the Costellos managed to keep 
track of Bonilla, but they somehow managed to 
lose Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett, misplacing him 
northward a couple of miles into the CD 10 
district of Rep. Michael McCaul. Patting them- 
selves on the back for not “pairing” incumbents 
(by which they mean Republican incumbents), 
they write, “The one exception is Congressman 
Lloyd Doggett, who . . . physically resides in 
District 10. ...” Doggett in fact lives in the

central East Austin portion of the current 
CD 25, having moved there from near 
West Austin when the same geniuses and 
the GOP Lege decided it would be salu- 
tary for Austin voters to be split among 
three congressional districts. When he 
heard about the latest mistake - which 
in its clumsiness gives away the garishly 
partisan intentions of the proposed map 
- Doggett joked to the Statesman, “This 
sounds like the same folks the who think 
Tom DeLay lives in Virginia.” 

Carpetbags and Scalawags 

I can understand how Tom Craddick 
might be too distracted at the moment 
to keep track of Doggett’s address. The 
Speaker’s real busy right now, super- 
vising the million-dollar, lobby-funded 
renovation of his Capitol residence, 
complete with two (2) $1,000 toilets. 

And arguably Gov. Perry is somewhat 
preoccupied with the annoying spec- 
tre of Carole Keeton Strayhorn, the 
Grandma Who Just Won’t Go Away. But 
certainly Abbott, Dewhurst, “Bottom 
Dollar” Williams, and Solicitor Ted Cruz 
aren’t so busy with govematin’ that they couldn’t 
check a directory (or make a phone call) to confirm 
whether Doggett had absentmindedly moved to 
Pflugerville. But they remain single-mindedly intent 
on using this last-but-not-least round of map-draw- 
ing to complete the jig-sawing of Travis County that 
they hadn’t completely managed before. 

Should they get their way, the only deep-blue 
Democratic county in Texas (and by the way the state 
capital) will be represented in Congress for the rest 
of the decade by three Republican incumbent car- 
petbaggers: Bonilla and CD 21’s Lamar Smith (both 
based historically and physically in San Antonio), 
and McCaul, who at least has Austin roots, although 
his voting base in the rubber band CD 10 is in the 
northwest suburbs of Houston. (It’s only McCaul’s 
money that’s native to San Antonio, via his father-in- 
law, Clear Channel CEO Lowry Mays.) 

Asked a couple of years ago, in the middle of the 
Lege redistricting fiasco, if he thought it appropriate 
that Austin should be split among three congres- 
sional districts, Craddick replied, “Midland has 
been split right down the middle for years.” At 
least the speaker made it plain that it’s all about 
political payback; the GOP brief accompanying the 
Abbott map is full of transparent sanctimony about 
respecting the Court’s decision and avoiding viola- 
tions of the VRA, blah blah blah. . . . 


Keeping Austin Weird 

Although we can surmise that Perry et al. enter 
the courtroom with a rhetorical advantage, the 
judges are under no obligation to accept their 
map, the various alternatives proposed by LULAC, 
MALDEL, the Democratic plaintiffs, the directly 
affected Republican congressmen, or, certainly, 
Travis County (with maybe the city of Austin 
thrown in, still to be determined at press time). 
The judges could pick a map, ignore all the maps, 
draw their own, or even kick it back to the Lege 
to attempt yet something else. (The latter is least 
likely, because of the time required to prepare 
new ballots for open primaries in November, in 
whatever multiple districts are finally affected by 
the changes.) 

The Supreme Court, virtually deadlocked by a 
combination of political cynicism and indecision, 
gave little guidance on CD 23, and none at all on 
Doggett’s CD 25. They only noted that the latter was 
an incompetent and probably illegal substitute for 
gutting the former, as an Hispanic-opportunity dis- 
trict, and they presumed CD 25 would accordingly 
be redrawn - somehow. It’s that “somehow” that’s 
now on the GOP block - and if you’re within the 
sound of my voice, be aware you’re being punished 
once again for voting the wrong way. ■

The Heat Wave Top 10 

What did I do on my summer vacation? Wait - I didn’t have one. No traveling to 
exotic locales like Nebraska or New Mexico, a la Brewster McCracken or Lee 
Leffingwell. No exciting elective surgery, like that lucky dog Betty Dunkerley. No, BTP 
dutifully slaved away, compiling this council cheat sheet in the confines of his boiler- 
room office. (If you think I’m joking, stop by - but don't expect a chair.) 

So, from within our twilit, musty summer dungeon, we present council's Top 10 
Heat Wave Headaches: 

1) Re-re-redistricting: Council addressed this Wednesday, in a special meeting over 
the latest GOP-gerrymandered map. Necessitated by the Supreme Court’s ruling 
that South Texas be redrawn - and other dominoes follow - Attorney General Greg 
Abbott's map turns Travis County into a three-way wankfest among Republican incum- 
bents. [Wednesday afternoon the council voted to object, strongly.] 

2) Yo, Taxi!: Just as controversy from the Roy’s Taxi/Yellow Cab merger diminished, 
the Urban Transportation Commission takes up the franchise lottery, considering a 
merit-based system. Like - wow! - ranking applicants on qualifications. Will they 
have guidelines in place before next week, when the drawing is scheduled? We give 
it 6-5, against. 

3) Vote for (Just) Mel: Freshman member Mike Martinez tossed the flaming jalape- 
no - single-member districts - into In Fact Daily last week. Martinez wants a task 
force to consider the question, including the possibility of a mixed (district/at large) 
system. It will not be a Happy Meal: His colleagues reacted as though he’d suggested 
something really radical, like campaign finance limitations on PACs. 

4) Chain Saw Massacre: To prevent “over-pruning” by Austin Energy - a term defined 
by its proximity to your front yard - a Tree Task Force report was delivered to the 
Land Use and Transportation commission May 8. A month later, it was passed to Toby 
Futrell, en route to council. Whatever they decide this year - it’s definitely an evergreen. 

5) Cop a Plea: When Leffingwell requested a feasibility study on rolling marshals, 
parks, and airport police into the APD, the Statesman conjured a police-union plot. 
Turns out, unbeknownst to council, the city manager was already mulling related ques- 
tions, and when the bureaucratic dust settled, parks police chief Darryl Lewis had 
stepped down. Maybe the actual feasibility report won’t disappear so quietly. 

6) Drink Really Deep: The corollary to council’s recent water-plant decision - going 
ahead with Water Treatment Plant 4 instead of Green WTP - is an ambitious policy of 
water conservation, with a goal of 10% use reduction in 10 years. The next green 
war: on thirsty St. Augustine. 

7) The Shadow of Moriarty: WTP 4’s lightning-fast reversal of fortune over Green 
raised the usual contracting questions. Whatever else happens, Clean Water Program 
Director Bill Moriarty’s still-pending lawsuit against the city could shine a useful 
light. Moriarty says he was forced out by better-connected contractors - at a mini- 
mum, the process needs sunlight. 

8) Butting Bicycle Heads: Ex-mayor Bruce Todd credits his cycling helmet with sav- 
ing his life earlier this year, and wants to spread the safety - over the loud and rising 
objections of many cyclists. That building cacophony? Be ready for marathon August 
24 helmet hearing. 

9) Saving Save Our Springs: Post the Props knuckleduster last spring, Leffingwell 
assembled a stakeholder group to draft an alternative ordinance to protect 
Barton Springs. That should surface soon (along with what, if anything, the council’s 
pursuing for open government). 

10) Bottom Line Time: Considering the ink we’ll inevitably spill over the budget, 

this week we’ll keep it short: Council’s looking to increase public investment, and will 
likely reap higher property tax income while still moderately cutting the rate. It sounds 
reasonable: The real challenge will be selling it to anti-tax hawks at the Statesman 
and the radio talk shows, who don't do reasonable. - Wells Dunbar

Maybe you've ended up going home with some real animals thanks to one of 
the many dating services that utilize a personality-matching questionnaire. 
Well, that's precisely the goal of the Meet Your Match Canine-ality 
Adoption Program, a new assessment tool designed to properly match the 
expectations of new pet owners with the behavior characteristics of available 
shelter dogs. The Austin Humane Society, a nonprofit, no-kill shelter is the 
first organization in the state to participate in the program, developed in con- 
junction with the American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Meet Your Match scores, categorizes, and color codes dogs based on friend- 
liness, playfulness, and energy level and asks adopters to complete an 18- 
question survey to determine what dog will meet their expectations, experi- 
ence, lifestyle, and home environment. Unleashed June 15, the program has 
resulted in a record 32 adoptions in its first weekend (double the usual 
number), a total of 130 dogs in June, and at least 7,070 so far this month, 
according to AHS spokeswoman Lisa Starr, who added that the program has 
helped reduce returns.

Austin Police reported on July 12 the arrest of one of the city's 
"major" crack distributors, busted in connection with a "disturbance 
with violence" call placed by a South Austin business. Police arrested 
35-year-old Kevin Ray Landry - who was initially taken into custody 
for providing an alias to officers - on crack possession with intent to 
distribute charges after police found approximately 10 grams of the 
drug on him and then later discovered in his car an additional 17 crack 
"cookies" - solid crack cocaine pressed flat like a wafer cookie - that 
he had allegedly conveniently stored inside a Pringles potato chip 
container. According to police, Landry's arrest "will have an impact" on 
crack distribution in A-town. "It is believed," police report in a press 
release, "that Landry has been actively involved" in crack dealing in 
Austin for "an extended period of time" - an allegation strong enough 
to at least get Landry written up on federal drug charges, which - in 
true punitive spirit - carry the promise of a lengthy prison term.

Democrat Chris Bell and independent Carole Keeton Strayhorn each saw 
marked gains in their fundraising efforts in the first six months of the year, 
but Gov. Rick Perry still leads the pack in campaign cash while indie hopeful 
Kinky Friedman is outpacing his rivals in online contributions. Campaign 
finance reports released Monday for the five candidates in the governor’s 
race show Perry took in $4.7 million in the first half of 2006, while Strayhorn 
raised $3.1 million. At the same time, Bell raised more than $1.6 million 
and Friedman collected more than $1.5 million. Libertarian James Werner 
reported less than $2,000. What matters most, however, is the amount of 
cash the candidates had on hand June 30, the last day of the fundraising 
cycle. Perry reported $10 million in the bank, followed by Strayhorn with 
$8.1 million. Bell is left with $654,000 while Friedman has $491,000 on 
hand. Monday also marked Bell's debut of a TV spot running in every major 
market in Texas except Houston, the former congressman’s hometown. The 
ad features a supersized Bell towering over several Texas landmarks - from 
the state Capitol to Palo Duro Canyon - urging voters to “Think Big” in revo- 
lutionizing the state’s public education system. "Preparing our kids for col- 
lege should be more important than teaching them to take standardized 
tests," Bell says in the ad. - Amy Smith 

Also in political fundraising news, state Rep. Lon Burnam, D-Fort Worth, 
Austin attorney Buck Wood, and several public watchdog groups have asked 
the Texas Ethics Commission for an official opinion that may explain why 
the agency allowed a state official to withhold the amount of a $100,000 
check on his financial disclosure reports. The issue, which sprang to life ear- 
lier this year, stems from a check that wealthy Houston homebuilder Bob

Perry gave to Bill Ceverha, a member of the state Employees Retirement 
System board. Ceverha, an appointee of House Speaker Tom Craddick, is 
the former treasurer of a Tom DeLay fundraising committee, Texans for a 
Republican Majority, which played a questionable role in the GOP sweep of 
the Legislature in the 2002 election. The PAC’s efforts ultimately landed 
both Ceverha and DeLay in deep legal trouble. Ceverha has fared better on 
the state regulatory front, thanks to the TEC's selective enforcement of its 
own rules pertaining to disclosure requirements of state officials. In 
Ceverha’s case, the agency allowed him to describe a gift as a “check,” with- 
out having to list the six-figure amount. It was only after some media hell- 
raising that Ceverha came clean with the value of said check. - A.S. 

The State Board of Education can declare victory this week - albeit a bit 
late - in its tangle with soon-to-be-former Rep. Kent Grusendorf (R-Arlington). 
SBOE members were bemused, and a bit miffed, last session when 
Grusendorf, a former SBOE member himself, proposed using the Permanent 
School Fund to buy laptops for schoolchildren. The technology bill would 
have been Grusendorf's legacy for his two decades in the Legislature, but 
SBOE members would have none of it, and Attorney General Greg Abbott 
appears to agree. In a decision released Tuesday, Abbott said textbook 
funds cannot be diverted to buy technology, an opinion that delighted SBOE 
Chair Geraldine “Tincy” Miller of Dallas, who said technology can comple- 
ment textbooks but it certainly cannot replace printed instructional material.

San Antonio Democratic Rep. Leticia Van de Putte will assume her new 
role as president of the National Conference of State Legislatures when the 
bipartisan group meets in Nashville next month. Van de Putte will be the 
first Hispanic president of the nonprofit organization, which serves as the 
voice of 7,382 legislators, according to a NCSL press release. Van de Putte, 
a pharmacist, is serving her fourth term in the state Senate. - A.S. 

U.S. District Judge David Hittner issued a preliminary injunction July 13 in 
class-action suit Watson v. FEMA. ordering the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency to reimburse hurricane evacuees receiving temporary 
federal housing assistance based on fair market rent numbers, which are 
determined nationwide by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. Fair market rent in the Austin-Round Rock area for fiscal year 
2006 is $658 for a one-bedroon apartment, and $804 for two bedrooms.

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HD 48: 

Where's Ben? 

At a time when most political campaigns 
are shifting into high gear, Republican Ben 
Bentzin - six months ago considered the 
favorite to capture the state House District 
48 seat vacated last fall by GOP incumbent 
Todd Baxter - has all but disappeared from 
the playing field. 

By most indications, the former Dell execu- 
tive closed shop on his campaign shortly after 
losing to Democrat Donna Howard in the 
Feb. 14 special runoff election to decide who 
would serve out the remainder of Baxter's 
term. Floward won handily, with 58% of the 
vote, and went on to represent the West/ 
Northwest Austin district in the April special 
legislative session on school finance. Despite 
the defeat, Bentzin and the Republican Party 
brass vowed to press on to the general elec- 
tion in November. Facing no opposition in the 
March primary, Bentzin automatically became 
the party’s nominee for the Flouse seat, yet 
his campaign Web site hasn’t been updated 
since he conceded the February runoff. 
Moreover, Bentzin’s latest campaign finance 
report to the Texas Ethics Commission 
shows him with just $20.33 in his shoe box, 
compared to the $20,000 balance he report- 
ed eight days before the February runoff. 

Rumors have Bentzin desperately looking 
for an escape route - perhaps with a face-sav- 
ing gubernatorial appointment to a state 
board or commission - while Travis County 
Republican Party officials seek a replacement 
nominee to run against Floward, who now 
holds the advantage of incumbency. Floward’s 
latest Ethics Commission filings reflect a cam- 
paign balance of $64,719. 

Travis County Republican Party Chair Alan 
Sager, who was out of the country last week 
attending a nephew's wedding, provided a 
brief e-mailed response to the Chronicle, 
though he did not specifically address wheth- 
er Bentzin has abandoned his bid for FID 48. 
“Mr. Bentzin is in Europe on vacation for 


another 10 days and I have not spoken to 
him since he left in late June,” Sager wrote. 
(Serious candidates in competitive races 
don’t ordinarily take European vacations four 
months out from November.) Sager was more 
blunt when asked his views on Floward’s legis- 
lative performance thus far. “I have no doubt 
over the long run, if reelected, she will give 
Travis the usual left liberal votes, including 
raising taxes, killing job creation, coddling crim- 
inals, and protecting trial lawyers,” Sager said. 

For a district theoretically drawn to favor 
Republicans, FID 48 voters - among the 
wealthiest and most educated in the county - 
don’t necessarily share Sager’s sentiment 
toward Democrats. Time and again, election 
and polling results have shown that voters in 
this district are more apt to vote the candi- 
date rather than party affiliation. The Howard 
campaign’s latest poll results of 400 likely 
voters not only give her a double-digit lead 
over Bentzin, the findings also reflect a GOP- 
leaning district not altogether pleased with 
the party leadership, from the White House to 
the state Capitol. The telephone survey, con- 


ducted July 11-13 by Hamilton, Beattie & 
Staff, a Democratic polling firm based in 
Washington, D.C. and Florida, turned up a 
59% negative job rating for Gov. Rick Perry, 
and a 69% negative job performance for the 
Republican-controlled Legislature. President 
Bush, the Lone Star state’s favorite son, 
didn't fare much better, picking up a 52% 
unfavorable rating from HD 48 voters. 

“While voters are poised to reject Ben 
Bentzin for a fourth straight time,” said 
Howard strategist Kelly Fero, “Donna is run- 
ning hard to deliver her message of positive 
change and counter his inevitable negative 
attacks.” Given Bentzin’s lackluster effort to 
date, Howard may not have to run that hard. 
On the other hand, Bentzin’s personal wealth 
could easily resuscitate the campaign in short 
order, which is why Howard hasn’t planned 
any leisurely jaunts abroad. 

If indeed Bentzin is angling for a gubernato- 
rial appointment, Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos, D- 
Austin, says he isn’t aware of it. Tradition and 
political courtesy usually calls for the home- 
town senator - Barrientos, in this case - to

have the final say on prospective appointees 
to state boards or commissions. That would 
mean Barrientos would be called on to give 
Bentzin - who ran a negative campaign against 
him in 2002 - a ceremonial thumbs up, or 
down, on a former political foe. “Nobody has 
talked to me about it," Barrientos said. “Ben 
Bentzin has not asked for advice from me or 
anything like that. The governor hasn't called 
me either.” The veteran senator, who will retire 
at the end of the year, resisted taking a shot 
at his one-time opponent. “I’m going to be 
respectful of the process,” he said. 

As Tom DeLay and the Republican Party of 
Texas recently discovered in federal court, 
resigning from the ballot to make room for a 
replacement nominee requires more legal jus- 
tification than a candidate’s desire to throw in 
the towel. 

Former Lt. Gov. Bill Ratliff, a Republican 
who frequently found himself at odds with the 
right-leaning leadership, said he has no first- 
hand knowledge of Bentzin being in line for an 
appointment, but he suggested that such a 
move could raise some interesting legal ques- 
tions. “I think the question, at least for the 
court is, is he ineligible to continue to be a 
candidate, or is he ineligible to be appointed 
to a position until he resigns from the ballot?” 
Ratliff said. “I would imagine that a court 
would have to decide that.” 

Taking the scenario a bit further, Ratliff said 
a replacement candidate would be fighting an 
uphill battle against Howard. “There's pre- 
cious little time for a replacement to do any 
good,” he said. Ratliff, for the record, is sup- 
porting Howard in November. - Amy Smith 


A Fetus Is a Fetus, or Is It? 

The way the Texas District and County Attorneys 
Association sees it, doctors who perform late-term abortions 
or who perform abortions on minors without parental consent 
are now eligible to receive the death penalty thanks to several 
changes in law instituted by legislators during the last two leg- 
islative sessions. At least it appears that is what the TDCAA 
is telling its member prosecutors, argues State Rep. David 
Swinford, R-Dumas, in a formal Request for Opinion 
penned to Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott late last 
month. It is an opinion that not even Swinford, chair of the 
House State Affairs Committee - which regularly considers all 
things fetus-related in its regular legislative business, and 
isn’t exactly known as a bastion of forward, progressive think- 
ing - appears to share. At issue are two laws: The first, 
passed in 2003, defines a fetus as “an individual,” and the 
second, passed last year, makes it a crime to perform third-tri- 
mester abortions and abortions on minors without parental 
consent. Together, TDCAA’s Shannon Edmonds wrote in the 
association’s biennial legislative update, the legal changes 
mean that doctors who perform the outlawed procedures - 
and, thus, according to state law, intentionally kill a child - are 
now eligible to face capital murder charges and possibly a 
death sentence. By “changing the definition of ‘individual’ ... 


to include ‘an unborn child’ at any stage of development, the 
legislature expanded capital murder to include the killing of 
that unborn child,” reads the recent TDCAA handbook. 

Changing the law to grant personhood to fetuses has had 
at least one other apparently unintended consequence, as evi- 
denced in Panhandle 47th District Attorney Rebecca King, 
who penned a letter to “all physicians” practicing in Potter 
Co. (part of Swinford’s district) informing that the new fetal 
personhood law meant they would now be required to report 
to law enforcement any pregnant woman that they know is or 
has used illegal drugs during pregnancy. Under King’s reason- 
ing, the new law meant that women who’d used drugs while 
pregnant could be prosecuted for “delivery” of narcotics to a 
minor. (See, “Save the Fetus - From Mom?” Sept. 10, 2004.) 

In that case, fetal-personhood law author Rep. Ray Allen, 
R-Grand Prairie, called King’s reasoning nonsense and asked 
Abbott to weigh in on the interpretation conundrum. In January 
2005 he did, ruling in favor of Allen, concluding that the law 
did not mean that docs had to report the moms to the fuzz. 
Now, Swinford is asking for a similar opinion that would favor 
his interpretation that the changes in law do not make doctors 
eligible for the death penalty. To suggest they are, Swinford 
writes in his June 26 letter to Abbott, is simply wrong: “In my 
judgment, Mr. Edmonds’ interpretation ... is not supported by 
Texas law or well-established cannons of statutory construc- 
tion," he wrote. Instead, Swinford argues, the penalties for 


breaking the laws applied specifically to doctors rest within 
the Occupations Code. In the case of banned abortion proce- 
dures, that would be a Class A misdemeanor or a third-degree 
felony, depending on the circumstances. “There is no evidence 
- and Mr. Edmonds identifies none - that the Legislature 
intended to bring such conduct within the scope of the crimi- 
nal homicide statutes and to so interpret [the law that way]

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EMSs Let 'em rest 

Beginning July 23, Austin-Travis Co. EMS 

paramedics will have a new, more flexible 
work-scheduling system designed to reduce 
fatigue brought on, in part, by spotty or nearly 
nonexistent downtime or sleep for medics 
working the city's busiest central stations. 
Although the change is designed to bring 
relief to an overloaded contingent of medics - 
and likely will - the real work of alleviating the 
load is yet to come, as the department seeks 
to fill a growing number of medic vacancies. 

At press time, the department had 45 open 
positions - and that number will only increase 
in the months to come, says EMS union presi- 
dent Chebon Tiger, as the city adds addition- 
al ambulances to its force. A total of six new 
trucks are needed to handle call volume, Tiger 
says, meaning that, in total, Austin-Travis Co. 
EMS will soon (most likely during the next fis- 
cal year) have just over 100 vacant positions 
that need to be filled. That’s no small task, in 
part because there is a nationwide paramedic 
shortage; indeed, says Tiger, almost 70% of 
local medics come to the city from out of 
state (as did Tiger, who is from Oklahoma). 
“We are way short on people,” he says. 

But with a progressive - and seemingly, 
startlingly, unbureaucratic - approach to rede- 
fining the medics' work schedules, and with 
the support of city management, Tiger and 
others say the department is well on its way 
to relieving the strain on its workforce while 
growing a better and more redundant system 
to serve the ever-increasing workload. 

According to the results of a workforce 
study, conducted by shift-work consulting firm 
Circadian Technologies and presented to the 
city’s EMS Oversight Committee on June 27, 
paramedics working 
out of the city's busi- 
est stations receive 
little or no downtime

duty medics catch more than seven hours of 
sleep a night. Moreover, the results of a ques- 
tionnaire given to the ATCEMS’ 263 paramed- 
ics revealed that more than 50% of the medics 
reported having to work 48 hours or more con- 
secutively within a month; one-third reported 
having to work 27 hours or more straight, with- 
out sleep, in a single week. 

In order to better distribute the workload 
and provide more downtime, the department 
this month will institute a new work schedule, 
driven in large part by paramedic scheduling 
preferences. At the busiest stations, medics 
will work no more than 12 hours at a time - 
the maximum amount of time that the vast 
majority of medics (71.5%) said was safe to 


spend taking calls in the busiest of stations. 

A combination of 24-hour and 12-hour shifts 
will be used to provide around-the-clock cover- 
age for each of the 32 EMS stations. “Right 
now [the scheduling changes] look like a 
good idea - reducing work hours is [always] a 
good deal,” says Tiger. “[But] as with any 
change, people have had some reservations.” 
(The department plans to continue its evalua- 
tion of the scheduling changes, Tiger said, 
and in December medics will have their first 
chance to “rebid” their work schedules.) 

While the new schedule is a great first step 

- and may buy the city some time - a 
revamped work schedule alone is not enough 
to cure EMS' staffing woes, Tiger says. 

Indeed, while the medics, on the whole, 
report a “healthier lifestyle” than the average 
in Circadian’s database, the study notes that 
many medics work 60 hours or more each 
week, and that the “majority [of Austin’s med- 
ics] report there is excessive [overtime]” - a 
clear signal that staffing is stretched thin. 
Fortunately, that reality is not lost on city 
management, says Assistant City Manager 
Rudy Garza, and City Manager Toby Futrell’s 
draft budget to council will contain a number 
of measures to increase staffing and overall 
system redundancy. In a July 11 memo to 
council, Garza explained that recruiting and 
hiring is “the most significant” challenge for 
EMS, and that one of the "symptoms of being 
unable to fill all our positions, yet maintain 
the high level of customer service we provide, 
is a heavy workload on existing personnel.” 
The vacancy and attrition rates for EMS are 
significantly higher than the citywide average 

- a 16.5% vacancy rate compared to 10% 
citywide, and an 8.3% attrition rate in EMS 
versus the 7.5% citywide average. Still, Garza 
says he’s optimistic about the changes he 


anticipates over the next year - including a 
proposed hiring bonus, the addition of a new 
“floating” ambulance unit to provide addition- 
al coverage in the city's busiest areas, and a 
plan to partner with AISD to create an intro- 
ductory emergency-medicine class for high 
school seniors. Additionally, he said, the city 
will explore the feasibility of creating a finan- 
cial program to help pay for EMS classes at 
Austin Community College for students 
who've finished the AISD high school class 
and are interested in pursuing a paramedic 
career. The goal, Garza says, is to “grow our 
own" paramedics. “This is a great opportunity 
for us and for our young people.”

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GOP Redistricting: 

Hosing down the ballot 

In the old-school bare-knuckle combat of partisan politics, 
the concept of Travis County without a Democratic congress- 
man would be unthinkable. 

As Travis County Democratic Party Chair Chris Elliott 

pointed out, this is a county where no Republican now claims 
a countywide office, where two county House districts drawn 
for Republicans now belong to Democrats Mark Strama and 
Donna Howard, and where the GOP has failed to field a can- 
didate when a Senate seat opened up for the first time in two 
decades. Among the state's urban counties, Travis County is 
the most liberal. 

But the political implications that would follow from three 
Republicans - Henry Bonilla, Lamar Smith, and Michael 
McCaul - all based elsewhere and all representing Travis 
County (as the state has proposed in its latest re-redistricting 
map) aren't simply a question of the county’s representation 
in Congress. In the world of old-fashioned partisan politics, 
the changing of the guard has down-ballot implications, too. 

Nowhere has the "down-ballot'' issue been more apparent 
than in North Texas, where Congressman Martin Frost once 
served as the godfather of the Texas Democrat Party, before

he was paired with and defeated by Congressman Pete 
Sessions. Frost was the consummate partisan politician. He 
rallied, bullied, and shored up support for Texas Democrats - 
and opposition to the new Congressional map - more strongly 
than any other elected official. He raised the money. He stirred 
up the troops. He protected state and federal candidates in 
marginal districts with funding. He made sure the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee knew the most impor- 
tant races in the state. 

One Democratic consultant called him “the Tom DeLay of 
the Democrats without all the ethical baggage." And while no 



one has compared Lloyd Doggett to Martin Frost, the con- 
cept of a congressional protector is one that has strong 
appeal for most local and state candidates. Voters turn out at 
the polls when a strong, recognizable candidate they support 
is at the top of the ballot and when the money is flowing in 
the races, say observers. 

Not only is it bad that the districts in Travis County would be 
all Republican, said Frost’s former chief of staff Matt Angle. 
It’s a greater disadvantage because they would be safe 
Republican districts. “When you start drawing districts that 
are safe Republican or safe Democrat, there’s no incentive to 
raise and spend money in the fall," Angle said. “So in the 
absence of strong congressional races, you have to fall back 
on state, county, and local candidates to raise all of their own 
money. That’s why safe districts hurt as much as they help.” 

Local Democratic consultant Peck Young said a Republican 
Congressman at the top of the ticket could be a hassle for 
Strama and Howard, especially when those who vote GOP 
here are likely to be hardcore, straight-ticket voters. On the 
other hand, Young also noted that Travis County voters of 
whatever party are generally more sophisticated and informed

than voters elsewhere and more likely to be outraged by the 
way congressional districts have been redrawn. 

“This is not a city where you have Democratic voting for 
some of the traditional reasons, like a big labor community,” 
Young said. “This is a city where a lot of our Democrats are 
highly educated, liberal, if not radical, voters. They’re active 
voters. Republicans may end up regretting that they turned the 
Democrats in the county mad and mean.” 

One Democratic consultant predicts the opposite effect 
on down-ballot races in Republican districts, especially if the 
Republicans are highly partisan. Kelly Fero, who has had 
huge success in placing moderate Democrats like Strama and 
Howard into districts equally split between Democrats and 
Republicans, said that voters are now fleeing the partisan 
extremes. The day of reckoning for the ultrapartisans is com- 
ing, Fero said. 

“I don’t see Republicans at the top of the ticket helping or 
hurting. In fact, if they’re ultrapartisan in nature, it might help 
push some independents into the Democratic column,” Fero 
said. “The fact is, most voters fall into the missing middle. 
They're looking for someone pragmatic, not political.” 

FairVote, a nonpartisan think tank out of Washington, 
called for redistricting to be done at the federal, not state, 
level in a news conference on Capitol Hill on Tuesday. 

Executive Director Rob Richie said the overarching partisan 
goals of political parties - to create safe districts for incum- 
bents - often leads to voters (especially voters of color) who 
have no hope of ever impacting an election. 

“The fact is that most races aren't competitive. Most peo- 
ple realize that their vote matters in very few races, and I think 
that leads to people who don't participate at all,” Richie said. 
“The point is that we need to be creating elections where all 
the players are trying to help you participate in the process, 
so that you have elections that matter, and that’s what we 
haven’t done. We haven't had a conversation about that part 
of elections." - Kimberly Reeves

Goose Creek 
Police Geese

Nearly three years after police in the 
Charleston, S.C., suburb of Goose Creek 
made an early-morning, guns-drawn raid at 
Stratford High School on an ultimately futile 
hunt for student marijuana, cash, and weap- 
ons stashes, the ACLU announced last week 
that a federal court had at last approved a 
“landmark” settlement with students who 
sued school officials and police that, in part, 
incorporates a federal consent decree reinforc- 
ing the students' Fourth Amendment rights. 

Former Stratford principal George 
McCracken (who resigned shortly after the 
raid debacle) precipitated the raid by calling 


police to ask for their help with the school’s 
“drug problem." Unfortunately, police created 
a far bigger problem for local officials when 
they stormed into the high school at 6:40am 
on Nov. 5, 2003 - recorded by school surveil- 
lance and police cameras - forcing students 
to the ground, handcuffing them, and holding 
guns to their heads while police searched 
backpacks and lockers in for contraband; they 
found nothing. Although African-American stu- 
dents made up less than 25% of the school 
population, minority students were a majority 
of those detained in the raid, in part because 
of the district's busing policy, which meant 
that certain students regularly arrived at 
school well before the rest of the student 
body. “I felt like I had less rights than other 
people that day," 16-year-old Joshua Ody said 
in a press statement. 

In the aftermath of the raid, the ACLU’s 
Drug Policy Litigation Project took the 
case on behalf of 20 individual students, fil- 
ing suit in December 2003, arguing that the 
students’ right to be free from unlawful 


search and seizure had been violated and 
that police had used unnecessary force dur- 
ing the dawn raid. On July 11, the ACLU 
announced that it had reached a settlement 
deal that includes a $1.6 million fund to pay 
for counseling for the affected students - 
money awarded in individual damages to be 
paid by the Goose Creek PD and the city - 
and the institution of a consent decree that 
declared the raid unconstitutional and that 
bans the future use of such raids. Indeed, the 
decree bans police from conducting law- 
enforcement activity on school grounds with- 
out a warrant or probable cause. “Goose 
Creek students now have a unique place in 
our nation,” Graham Boyd, director of the 
ACLU's Drug Law Reform Project said in a 
press release. “They are the only students in 
the nation who have complete protection of 
their Fourth Amendment rights of search and 
seizure” while on public school property. 

It was also a good week for drug reformers 
up in Alaska, who claimed victory July 10 in 
the state’s renewed fight over whether pos- 


session of small amounts of marijuana by 
adults should be recriminalized. For years 
Alaska courts have ruled that the state's con- 
stitution - which outlines a firm right to priva- 
cy - means adult possession and use of 
small quantities of pot is beyond the reach of 
criminal law. Or so it was until Alaska Gov. 
Frank Murkowski signed into law on June 2 
a bill to recriminalize pot possession; the 
ACLU reacted quickly, however, filing for an 
injunction that was granted by a state superior 
court last week. Until the Alaska Supreme 
Court says otherwise, Superior Court Judge 
Patricia Collins ruled, no state court has the 
ability to overturn the high court’s 1975 ruling 
(in a case styled Ravin v. State) and to 
recriminalize pot possession and use by 
adults at home. "Unless and until” the 
state's highest court “directs otherwise, Ravin 
is the law in this state,” Collins wrote in her 
opinion. Not surprisingly, the state is expect- 
ed to appeal.

Constable loses again 

Last Friday, July 14, Judge James Clawson Jr. ruled 
for the third time in favor of Williamson Co. over 
Constable Gary Griffin, granting a motion for summary 
judgment in the 368th District Court. Had Griffin pre- 
vailed, his lawsuit accusing the county of illegally cutting 
his budget after adoption would have commenced on 
August 25. Instead, declared a defeated but undeterred 
Griffin, “We're going to Austin" and the 3rd Court of 
Appeals. “I haven’t had my day in court yet.” To the 
county, Griffin's suit is over. To Griffin, it has just begun. 

“This case will be historic,” said Griffin’s attorney Bill 
Aleshire, former Travis Co. judge. Griffin sued 
Williamson Co. and its Commissioners Court because 
the court gutted his office budget after he redeployed 
mental-health deputies to other duties on October 19. 3 
“Gary was between a rock and a hard place,” Aleshire 
said. He argued to the court that the county had long 
planned to take over mental-health response, and, there- 2 
fore, Griffin created no grave emergency justifying the 
budget cut, which has been the county’s official position. The 
key legal issue - one with statewide constitutional implica- 
tions - is whether a commissioners court can cut a budget 
after adoption. “If the county prevails, a radical change will 
give county commissioners unprecedented power,” Aleshire 
said. “Elected officials will have lost their independence.” 

The potentially landmark case had disconcertingly humble 
beginnings on Friday. The first words out of Clawson's mouth 
were that this was a temporary injunction hearing - not a 
request for summary judgment. “My heart sank,” Aleshire 
said, at Clawson’s mistake, if Clawson was absentminded, 
County Attorney Jana Duty appeared virtually indifferent; 
throughout the proceedings she was mute, often staring at 


the ceiling, and leaving the county’s defense to its hired 
guns. Clawson sided with the county down the line, essen- 
tially ruling that commissioners courts are due greater legal 
deference than district courts, though Aleshire had argued 
adamantly to the contrary. When Aleshire asked why Clawson 
refused to grant a single objection listed in Griffin’s 
response to the county’s motion, the judge responded, “I 
don't want to do the 3rd Court's work for them,” adding cryp- 
tically, “I've lost all sympathy for those guys.” Aleshire said 
that deference is normally owed the plaintiff’s case in a 
summary judgment hearing, with the presumption that in 
most instances the complaint at least deserves a hearing. 
Clawson ruled otherwise. 


The county’s attorney, Steve Mierl, argued that 
motives shouldn't matter to the court, despite the 
media’s "spin” that the case is in essence an intra- 
county “grudge match.” (“That's exactly what it is,” 
Griffin said.) Indeed, the short, sterile proceedings 
masked an apparently vengeful case history. For exam- 
ple, the 70% cut to Griffin’s budget seemed intended 
to incapacitate his office, said another of Griffin's attor- 
neys, former Texas Attorney General Jim Mattox. 
Griffin’s defenders argued that the conflict is in part 
the aftermath of the downfall of former Sheriff John 
Maspero, investigated by Griffin's office before 
Maspero’s resignation; followed by Griffin's subsequent 
support of sheriff candidate Jim Wilson against the 
eventual winner, current Sheriff James Wilson (no 
relation). Factions on and off the Commissioners Court 
dais have chosen sides - with the result that county 
mental-health response has been compromised. 

As a result, the county has lost “the best mental- 
health detail in the state,” as Jim Wilson put it. In 
eight years, no one sued Griffin nor died in his 
office’s custody - a claim that can no longer be 
made for the county's subsequent record. In court, 
even Mierl backhandedly dubbed Griffin's deputies 
“brain surgeons” compared to the sheriff's “general practitio- 
ners" - although in order to make the argument that by rede- 
ploying his resources, Griffin had created a mental-health 
emergency that required the county's budgetary response. 

Mierl insisted that Griffin, in suing the county, effectively 
wants his $400,000 back in a “gunnysack.” Aleshire respond- 
ed that that is only an ancillary aim. Griffin would like one dep- 
uty and one clerk in the new budget and would never have 
sued if the court had granted that one request after the funds- 
transfer. Aleshire conceded that Griffin will probably never get 
mental health back. “Gary gave his heart and soul to mental 
health. The only way he’ll get it back is if the people want it,” 
Aleshire said. - Patricia J. Ruland 
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Another Weird 
FLDS Update 

Seth Steed Jeffs, younger brother of fugi- 
tive polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs - lead- 
er of the Mormon offshoot sect the Funda- 
mentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints - was sentenced July 14 to three 
years probation and fined $2,500 for hinder- 
ing law enforcement efforts to find his bro. 
Back in November, Seth Jeffs was arrested in 
southern Colorado along with his nephew, 
Nathaniel Steed Allred, after they were pulled 
over by cops on suspicion of drunk driving. 
They weren’t drunk: Allred quickly told the 
cops that the SUV they were driving was Seth’s 
and that his uncle had paid him $5,000 to 
provide him with “sexual services" - a favor that 
apparently caused the vehicle swerving that a 
passing motorist mistook for drunkenness. 

The cops obtained a warrant to search the 
car, where they reportedly found several hun- 
dred sealed envelopes addressed to 
“The Prophet” or to “Warren Jeffs, 
along with several cell phones, 
roughly $140,000 in cash, and a 
glass jar affixed with a picture of 
Warren Jeffs’ mug and labeled 
“Pennies for the Prophet." 

Before long, authorities realized 
the prophet in question was the 
missing Warren Jeffs, who has 
been on the lam for nearly a year, 
fleeing state and federal charg- 
es related to his arranging, and 


performing, marriages between married men 
and teenage girls. 

The booty Seth and Nathaniel were hauling 
seemed clearly destined for the prophet, and 
when Seth Jeffs told authorities that he was 
a mere “messenger” for the FLDS, transport- 
ing the goods to a church bishop at the 
church’s compound in the West Texas town of 
Eldorado, a flash of rumors took off, sug- 
gesting that Jeffs could be back in Texas, 
hanging at the gated Yearning for Zion 
ranch. The feds quickly got involved, filing 
charges against Seth Jeffs for concealing the 
whereabouts of a fugitive. But if Seth Jeffs 
knows where his big bro is hiding out, he ain't 
tellin’ - under questioning, Seth Jeffs report- 
edly told the FBI that he didn’t know where 
his brother was and that even if he did know, 
he wouldn’t tell: “The prophets are often per- 
secuted," he said - and ultimately pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 

Prosecutors sought a three-month prison 
term for the younger Jeffs, but U.S. District 
Judge Robert E. Blackburn dismissed the 
possibility and instead actually had praise for 
Jeffs, who Blackburn reportedly said was 
trying to remove himself from the FLDS. 
“I must not and will not visit the sins 
of your fugitive brother on you," 
Blackburn said. Exactly what Jeffs did 
to convince Blackburn he is trying to 
distance himself from his FLDS family 
is unclear, but reportedly, Seth told the 
court that he knew “what I did was 
wrong as I was doing it, but I didn't real- 
ize the severity of what I was doing.”

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Taxi Lotto No Go? 

“Look at Miss America,” says Mariam 
Nwoko, president of the United Cab Drivers 
Association. It's Tuesday evening, and on the 
eighth floor of city building One Texas Center, 
she’s elucidating the shortcomings of the 
city’s cab selection process. “They begin with 
125 applicants. Once they reach the TV level, 
there’s only 50, but by the end of that same 
night, not but one can be Miss America. 

There's no way all three can be qualified.” 

What Ms. Nwoko was telling the assem- 
bled stakeholders, in her own colorful way, 
was that the current system of approving 
new taxi franchises - a lottery - is bogus. 
She’s not alone. The Tuesday night meeting 
was the first of several to be steered by mem- 
bers of the Urban Transportation 
Commission as they hope to come up with | 
an alternate selection process. But time is § 
running out: The lotto drawing is tentatively “ 
scheduled for next week’s council meeting, < 
July 27. Almost unbelievably, a major urban 
transportation decision could be left to the 
luck of the draw. 

The franchise debate springs from another 
contentious skirmish: the acquisition of Roy’s 
Taxi by Yellow Cab, a move that gives Yellow 
approximately 80% of the market. With many 
drivers unhappy to work for Yellow, and only a 
sprinkling of new permits going to Austin 
Cab, City Council proposed the formation of a 
third cab company. Three groups - Capital 
City Cab Company, Longhorn Cab, and 


Lone Star Cab Company - submitted appli- 
cations, vying for the 55 new taxi permits. 
Cleared to enter the city's lottery, they were 
found equally qualified. 

But they weren’t found on equal footing 
after being graded and ranked against one 
another; the approval simply means they 
meet the city's minimum set of qualifications. 
This bizarre system, which might appear 
archaic, was only adopted in 2003, another 
busy year for cabs: Yellow merged with com- 


petitor American Cab, and akin to today's 
taxi shuffle, Lone Star Cab applied for a new 
franchise. Lone Star was turned down, but 
some say the lotto system was created with 
the little guy in mind. “One of the reasons the 
lottery was recommended was because of the 
suggestion it would give a smaller company 
an opportunity to compete in a situation like 
this,” says Morris Poe, a public works 
employee. “I think that’s why [council] put [it] 
in there at the time.” 


Mike Martinez, a new council addition, 
doesn’t share his predecessors’ enthusiasm. 
Last week, he asked City Manager Toby 
Futrell for a legal opinion on changing from 
the lottery to a more merit-based system. “I’m 
not changing the rules in the middle of the 
game,” he says, believing the three applicants 
to be suitably qualified. “But we just do not 
do that with anything else I'm aware of. If 
we're going to continue being in the regulatory 
industry ... we need better policies than pull- 
ing a name out of a hat." 

Michelle Brinkman, chair of the Ground 
Transportation Subcommittee reviewing the 
possible changes, agrees. But she's also 
quick to recognize her group's limitations as 
an advisory group to council. “We do not 
mean to undermine the City Council, or any- 
thing like that at all. But our job is to advise 
them." The Urban Transportation Commission 
actually denied the sale of Roy’s to Yellow, but 
council saw things differently. “We had passed 
on that back in May [Roy's sale to Yellow],” 
Brinkman says. “In our view, that was proba- 
bly not the best action. But we’re just trying to 
study the situation right now.” 

And with the help of drivers, managers, and 
manager wannabes, her committee soldiered on 
Tuesday night. On a dry-erase board, she listed 
“the meat”: minimum qualifications to be con- 
sidered, like experience, finance, and criminal 
history. But then she turned to “the gravy,” enu- 
merating other considerations, like an accessibil- 
ity service plan, environmental incentives, and 
cultural competence. “Now we're starting to 
sound like Austin,” she said. - Wells Dunbar

ABC television will pro- 
vide special programming for the four-minute 
pumping segment - and ABC will also sell 
the ads that’ll be spaced into each segment. 
Already, such outfits as Pepsi, Goodyear, and 
Allstate have signed up. 

Great. Now, instead of four minutes of bles- 
sed silence, we get to spend the time hear- 
ing a sales spiel from an insurance company. 

By the way, you won’t be able to switch off 
the TV, so they’ve got you captured. Not to 
worry though, the CEO of Gas Station TV 
says, “We will not overadvertise.” 

Hey, Knucklehead - the very presence of 
TV ads in a gas pump is overadvertising! And 
lest you think that these four minutes will be 
the only intrusion into your few moments of 
solitude, another company is installing TVs in 
supermarket checkout aisles.

Las Manitas and its neighbors 
for the future of downtown 

If we lost Las Manitas Avenue Cafe, would 
Austin lose a piece of its funky, authentic 
soul? Is it ridiculous to consider an enchilada 
joint a cultural institution - even if it has 
been a favorite hangout of Austin movers-and- 
shakers for 25 years? Will Austin have made 
a bargain with el diablo if we let Austin’s only 
full-time downtown child-care center - and 
a whole row of historic Congress Avenue 
storefronts that house unique, locally owned 
businesses - be displaced or demolished in 
the name of progress? 

Or, on the other hand, do we all just need 
to grow up as a city and accept the inevitability 
of change? Does Austin stand to gain so much 
from economic development and a denser 
downtown that we shouldn’t let a few small 
businesses stand in the way? 

Those are the questions in the downtown air 
in response to the news that three synergistic 
businesses in the 200 block of Congress - Las 
Manitas, Escuelita del Alma Learning Center, 
and Tesoros Trading Company - will lose 
their leases in February. The Finley Company, 
which owns the property, told the tenants this 
week that a deal has been struck with White 
Lodging Services Corp. to develop a multistory 
hotel on the site. White’s local representative, 
Richard Suttle, assured the tenants the devel- 
oper “wants to work with them” in its plans 
for the hotel. (Further details were not available 
at press time.) In addition to the 1900s-era 
low-rise buildings along Congress, the Finley 
Company owns most of the entire city block

between Second and Third streets, extending 
back to Brazos. 

On a map compiled recently by the 
Downtown Commission (see “Downtown’s 
Tall Order,” June 23), this block appears to 
be the only one remaining on Congress that 
potentially could take a full-block project of 
Frost Bank Tower proportions. According to 


the commission, under existing central busi- 
ness district zoning (which allows an 8:1 
floor-to-area ratio), achieving the mayor’s 
stated goal of housing 20,000 additional 
Austinites downtown would require develop- 
ing enough new eight-story residential build- 
ings to fill approximately 20 full city blocks. If 
every nouveau urbanite also expects to keep 


and park a car, their parking spaces alone 
would require 10 full city blocks of 10-level 
garages. (The mayor, aware of this foreboding 
arithmetic, has taken to singing the praises of 
the car-free life.) 

In 2006, the financing is flowing to devel- 
op tall new residential towers and multiuse

Higher Ground: 

Two more Congress towers 

Realtor Kevin Burns, principal of UrbanSpace Realtors, lives, eats, and 
breathes downtown living, and when he talks about downtown Austin, he 
talks “fundamentals.” “I’ve studied Austin, Dallas, and Houston, and Austin 
has the best fundamentals,” Burns says from his office on West Fifth Street, 
ticking off the reasons. “In terms of size and proportion, there’s an ability 
to truly walk across downtown Austin. It’s safe. It doesn’t have a large sup- 
ply of inventory that is dormant, or dead blocks, like Dallas or Houston. You 
have the Town Lake trail running through it. It’s ideal.” Burns says Austin was 
already a 24-hour downtown before residents began filling the lofts. 

The downtown living trend began with a handful of smaller projects, 
then gathered steam with the Nokonah (Ninth and Lamar) and Austin City 
Lofts (West Fifth). The city estimates 1,385 apartment and condominium 
units - both in downtown proper and along Town Lake - are under con- 
struction or recently completed, and another 2,500 units are potentially in 
the pipeline. 

The two most ambitious projects are planned for Congress Avenue, what 
Burns calls “the signature address” in downtown Austin. The Congress 
Avenue Condominiums, developed by Benchmark Land Development and 
designed by Ziegler Cooper, would rise more than 40 stories at the north- 
west corner of Congress Avenue and Second Street. The project would be 
primarily residential, with first-floor retail below 250 condominiums. 

The proposed Fifth and Congress, at the northeast corner of its name- 
sake streets, would sit adjacent to the Bank of America building and 
become the city’s tallest high-rise at 47 stories. It’s an ambitious combi- 
nation of 1 million square feet of retail, office and residential space 


designed by Pelli Clarke Pelli Architects, one of the most prominent archi- 
tects in the world. The Texas Capitol notwithstanding, developer Tom Stacy 
intends to create the signature building on Austin’s signature street. 

At one time not so long ago, the 11 stories of the 95-unit Nokonah 
sounded beyond the reach of the Austin residential market. The 14-story 
Austin City Lofts was impossible to imagine. Both are now filled. Today the 
talk in Austin downtown development is of buildings that are 40 to 50 sto- 
ries tall, a sign of the easier lending practices in the downtown living mar- 
ket and the success of existing projects. 

Perry Lorenz, who developed the Nokonah and is now developing the 
Spring point tower, says Austin is perceived as a dynamic city both inside and 
outside development circles, and perception is a hard driver when it comes 
to development in the residential market. “Downtown development seems to 
be cooling off in other cities, we hear, but there seems to be no cooling off in 
Austin,” Lorenz says. “Austin is thriving right now, and if you asked, ‘When 
does it stop?’ I don’t know. There’s no indication right now it is.” 

City Planner Michael Knox, who also serves as the city staff liaison to 
the Downtown Commission, has charted downtown development across a 
number of years and noted the pent-up demand for residential units 
downtown. Still, Knox calls the growing ambition of downtown projects a 
sign of evolution rather than revolution, and he maintains a healthy 
amount of skepticism for just what might occur, depending on the market: 
“It is a wait-and-see situation when it comes to downtown living.” 

Charles Heimsath of Capitol Market Research has suggested that the 
absorption of downtown living units is a healthy, yet modest, 300 per year. 
That means that developers have put about six years’ worth of units on 
the ground in a space of about three years; another eight years of units to 
absorb is on the drawing boards. Somehow, units are going to have to get 
a lot more popular and simultaneously affordable, or some of those resi- 
dential units are simply not going to get built. - Kimberly Reeves 
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Las Manitas, the Perez sisters, and a usable past

As Congress Avenue is Austin’s 
Main Street, Las Manitas is our main 
street cafe - the hangout where every- 
one in town meets, greets, exchanges 
gossip, and maintains the ties that 
bind. If Las Manitas does indeed 
qualify as a “cultural landmark,” per- 
haps this is why. In its own funky 
“Keep Austin Weird” way, it achieves 
the very goals championed by urban 
planners. Consider, for example, a 
thoughtful urban planning guide 
commissioned by the city - “Heritage 
Austin: A Community-Based Vision.” 

It addresses the precise issue raised 
by pending redevelopment of the 
Las Manitas block: How can we best 
develop downtown Austin while pre- 
serving our city’s unique character? 

By respecting existing residents, foster- 
ing diversity and interaction and using 
downtown as a gathering place for the 
whole community, we can support a rich 
and unique cultural environment that 
will benefit us all. 

- “Heritage Austin: 

A Community-Based Vision” 

When a town’s hottest power 
breakfast sets you back just $4.40 
(two potato-and-egg tacos with cof- 
fee), every citizen has elbow-rubbing access 
to power. Part of what makes Las Manitas “so 
Austin” is that it’s egalitarian. In Houston and 
Dallas, the power lunches happen in exclusive, 
expensive restaurants. Here, Mayor Wynn and 
his assistant Matt Curtis hold daily morn- 
ing meetings over the same coffee as the rest 
of us. Out on the steamy patio, high-dollar 
attorneys sit at a picnic table across from the 
construction workers finishing out the lawyers’ 
new offices. The humble intimacy of the cozy 
booths and close-set tables makes it feel like 
everyone’s at the same party. 

“They’ve created a perfect mix of the whole 
Austin scene, bankers to bohemians, exist- 
ing in harmony for a brief moment in time,” 
observes regular Chula Reynolds over lunch. 
“For the authenticity of the Austin experience, 
there’s just no comparison.” 

“You always see well-known business people 
here, the politicos and the style makers,” adds 
her dining companion, Sophia Collier. “More 
deals - the deals that have built Austin - have 
been cut in this place than anywhere else.” 

“At any booth and at any time, the stories 
of Austin are being told,” Kirk Watson says by 
e-mail. “From those in Austin who have very 
little to those who are quite powerful, Las 
Manitas feeds them all and in different ways. It 
is one of those places like the Town Lake hike 
and bike trail or Barton Springs pool that you 
can see the varied people and weaves of Austin. 
And, you can just feel Austin’s unique sense of 
happiness with who and what it is. 


“Las Manitas feeds my need to be around 
authentic happiness. (Plus, I love the enchi- 
ladas aguacate.) The atmosphere is authentic, 
which I think makes it so comfortable. It also 
creates the greatest irony. The place itself is no 
bull, but the regulars produce some of the best 
bull in town. It is a place of little pretension 
itself, with a crowd pretentious enough to go 
there in hopes of just being seen.” 

A Circle of Artists 

Communication across boundaries can connect 
the divided parts of our community toward their 
common goal of a healthy and prosperous city, 
and downtown is the logical place for those inter- 
actions to take place. - “Heritage Austin” 

Lidia and Cynthia Perez started out as entre- 
preneurs selling tacos from a stand on the 
Drag. When they rented the old Avenue Cafe in 
1981, lower Congress was “mosdy patronized 
by the winos and derelicts.” But they took the 
place because the rent was all they could afford 
- $250 a month. Back then, there were hardly 
any other restaurants downtown, and no cheap 
Mexican places. They couldn’t afford the $40 
to have the old “Avenue Cafe” sign removed, so 
they added the words to the restaurant’s name. 
For operating cash, they brought in a partner 
who cashed out her teacher retirement account, 
and borrowed money from their parents. 

But it was really the dream of opening La Pena 
that drove them. Both women had been active 
continued on p.30

projects downtown. As Austin strives to hit the sweet spot 
of urban density, it’s a seller’s market. Over the years, the 
Finley Company has gradually bought individual properties to 
assemble a large tract, nearly a complete city block. Whether 
or not this particular deal comes to fruition, it seems inevitable 
that redevelopment of the block will eventually happen - and 
happen big. 

Separately owned are the historic buildings that house the 
nonprofit Latino arts organization La Pena and the neighbor- 
ing Copa Bar & Grill, a multicultural club known for its salsa 
nights. The La Pena building, on the SE comer of Congress 
and Third, is the only one with a protective city historic land- 
mark designation. Lidia and Cynthia Perez, who also own Las 
Manitas (but not its building), purchased the circa- 1881 former 
railroad hotel with the help of a local philanthropist in 1995. 
Originally the Pearl House, it was known as a house of ill repute 
in the Twenties, a Chinese restaurant in the Thirties, and even- 
tually housed the original Avenue Cafe. Cynthia Perez says they 
have no intention of selling the La Pena building. 

The Copa building is owned by real-estate investor Mary 
Ogden, who has told her tenant that she has no plans to 
sell. While it lacks historic landmark designation, the build- 
ing was once part of the railroad hotel next door. General 
manager and co-owner Silvio Ramos points out that the 
Latin nightclub (formerly Palmetto’s) has been at the same 
location for more than 20 years, and it was the first to bring 
salsa music to Austin. Copa hosts special events with food 
and music for different cultural communities - Colombian, 
Venezuelan, Costa Rican, Brazilian - reggae, and even a 
Sahara Night. Ramos is not happy about losing his neighbors 
and is concerned about Copa’s future: “It would be really sad 
for them to just disappear. But money talks, and small busi- 
nesses lose out.”

Tim Finley, who sits on both the Downtown Austin Alliance 
Board and the Downtown Commission, has declined requests 
to discuss his early-stage deal, or who the buyer/developer 
might be. “No one thinks the Finleys are bad, or are doing 
anything they don’t have a right to do,” noted Dina Flores, 
executive director of Escuelita. “They are nice people, a long- 
time Austin family who have eaten at the restaurant and always 
been very cordial,” agrees Cynthia Perez. But the uncertainty of 
what’s to come is worrying them both. 

Escuelita, the city’s only Spanish-immersion preschool pro- 
gram, serves over 100 children. Las Manitas makes lunches for 
the children, who learn about art at La Pena; the restaurant staff 
get a break on tuition. “We believe there should be children 
downtown,” said Flores, who has a master’s degree in early 
childhood education. Demand is high for the well-regarded 
center, which currently has a two year-waiting list of preschool- 
ers (among them U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett’s granddaughter). 

But the threat to Las Manitas is the three-alarm enchilada. Since 
1981, the restaurant has earned a special place in Austin’s heart. At 
breakfast and lunch, the long, narrow storefront space is continu- 
ally a-babble with conversing politicos and lawyers, wheeler-dealers, 
environmental leaders, creative types, UT students, and ordinary 
folk. Part of the “Austintatious” fun is spotting celebs like James and 
Larry McMurtry, Sam Shepard, Owen Wilson, David Byrne, and 
black-clad touring musicians (“The unofficial hangover outpost of 
most SXSW attendees,” according to the festival’s interactive blog). 

“Losing Las Manitas is the greatest threat to my enjoyment 
of Austin that I can possibly imagine,” said Texas Monthly Editor 
Evan Smith, who eats-and-meets at the restaurant almost daily. 
(It’s a “Mas Manitas” day when he stays through both breakfast 
and lunch.) “I’ve lost sleep over it! Just to keep me out of their 
hair, they better keep this place open! Closing Las Manitas 
would be a terrible blight on the culture of the city.” 


A Chance to Get It Right 

There’s still plenty of time to get creative in finding solutions 
for the block, its buildings, and its tenants. The process of get- 
ting the city variances required to build taller than CBD zoning 
code currently allows, and to complete a project design, could 
take a year or more. “I’ve talked to the owner a couple of times, 
and to my knowledge there’s not an inked deal,” said Charlie 
Betts of the Downtown Austin Alliance. 

As a downtown development case study, what Austin has here 
is a chance to get it right. If Austinites can come together to forge 
a creative, collaborative solution for this high-profile block — and 
there’s no reason why we can’t, barring unanticipated intransi- 
gence among the various stakeholders — then we’ll have one 
cool model for next-era development. For growing into a “world- 
class city” while preserving our own unique laid-back character. 
And for moving beyond development vs. preservation gridlock. 

On behalf of the mayor’s office, Downtown Principal Planner 
Michael Knox has said, “We will ask the developer to consider 
putting the new buildings next to and behind the small buildings 
that Las Manitas and the other small businesses are in.” (See 
“Dear Mayor Wynn,” left.) Architecturally speaking, it would be a 
challenge and expensive - but certainly possible - to incorporate 
the historic buildings into a new project of a much larger scale. 

Each tenant is looking at options. All would love to stay 
where they are, but all are planning for the likelihood of a move. 
One possibility would be to come in as ground-floor retail ten- 
ants for the new project, if the space were made affordable. Said 
a knowledgeable Austin developer, “I can’t imagine a single user 
that wouldn’t want to have them.” 

At Tesoros, the contingency plan is to move the retail store to 
the company’s wholesale location at 506 Baylor, near the Whit 
Hanks West End retail complex. But Tesoros wholesale manager 
Adrian Gutierrez (who has two children enrolled in Escuelita) 
said he would miss the sense of community among businesses 
on the block. Much of the foot traffic at the global arts-and- 
crafts store comes from locals, tourists, and conventioneers 
who make a Tex-Mex pilgrimage to Las Manitas, then stop by 
Tesoros. “We would definitely consider a chance to stay down- 
town, but whether or not the timing could work, who knows?” 
said Gutierrez. “We have to accept the change that happens.” 

At the child-care center, parents have begun to energetically 
seek positive solutions. A leader of the group is Jim Walker, who is 
putting to use his experience crafting collaborative civic compro- 
mises over the past 1 1 years as a neighborhood representative for 
the Mueller Airport redevelopment project. In addition to Walker 
and his wife, Scheleen, the parent-teacher committee includes 
Hector and Lydia Ortiz (a former city Planning Commission 
member) and former City Council member Raul Alvarez and

his wife, Theresa. Other Escuelita parents include Alejandro 
Escovedo and the producer and drummer for his band. 

Walker reports that their committee is “actively engaged in 
examining a number of alternate scenarios for the future of 
Escuelita.” That includes looking into the economics of relocat- 
ing downtown, and whether affordable space could be obtained. 
Escuelita hopes to stay in its building at least through August 
2007 - to give the children and their families a full school year. 

As for Las Manitas, the best option may be to move into 
the historic building that currently houses La Pena. The Perez 
sisters have consulted with architect and longtime regular 
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A Downtown Plan: 

Who decides?

What role, if any, should the city of Austin take in helping small, locally owned businesses like Las 
Manitas, Escuelita del Alma, Copa, and Tesoros stay downtown? Should it step in or stand back? 

“This situation raises interesting policy questions on many levels, and we’re going to have to strug- 
gle through that,” concedes Michael Knox, the city’s principal downtown planner. “What is government’s 
role when an important community asset is privately owned? We have policies in place for designating 
historic landmarks, but ‘cultural landmarks’ don’t really have a process. So council faces a lot of tough 
decisions that are one-of-a-kind.” 

Even the criteria for historic landmark des- 
ignation are plenty subjective. A property can 
be so designated if it has “community value” 
and “historical associations.” Playing devil’s 
advocate, real estate broker and developer 
Robert Knight asks, “What does it take to 
become an icon? Is it time, who ate there, 
what they did, or is it just if the glitterati want 
it to be so? Is Matt’s an icon? Is Maudie’s? 

Is the Cedar Door? At which location? 

“Is every place Lady Bird ever ate an icon?” asks Knight, whose past clients include the Finley 
Company. “If not, what makes some icons and others not? Is the Austin Country Club, founded in 
1899, an icon? Is every place Willie ever sang? Who decides?" 

Knox notes that a whole shelf in his city Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services Office is 
taken up by the plethora of downtown plans, master plans, guidelines, and reports issued over the past 
20 years. Yet council still has no definite rule to apply when, say, a quality day care center loses its 
lease in a privately owned, quasi-historic building. 

Knox hopes that the city’s new Austin Downtown Plan - to be created by a fresh team of urban plan- 
ners selected by council this summer, and paid for with $400,000 allocated for Neighborhood Plans - 
will finally provide council with a set of clear, consistent principles to guide decision making. (See 
www.ci.austin.tx.us/downtown.) “City departments and developers need to know what the rules are,” 
Knox points out. Charlie Betts at the Downtown Austin Alliance says the same is true for the property 
owners that DAA represents. 

At this juncture, Knox explains, “Council wants something that can actually change the code - that’s 
adoptable, implementable, and specifies zoning changes. We need to determine which parts of the 
past plans are still relevant. Where are we going? We need to get it in the code, because we’re going 
there pretty fast.” - K.G.

Robert F. Smith to determine whether a move 
would be economically feasible. As he eats 
freshly made corn tortillas sprinkled with salt 
(“Ninety percent of people don’t know how 
sublime these are eaten hot”), Smith envi- 
sions a nearly exact re-creation of Las Manitas 
I, brought to life in the La Pena building as 
Las Manitas II. The project would involve gut- 
ting the building and adding a second dining 
room or restaurant upstairs. Smith even envi- 
sions restoring the original balcony, which 
extended over the sidewalk on Third Street, 
as an outdoor dining area. But Cynthia says, 
“At this point, all I know is that it’s going to 
cost a whole lot, and I don’t know if we can 
afford it. I’m hopeful, but I’m skeptical.” 

Bob Wynn, a co-founder of Colliers Oxford 
Commercial and a Las Manitas patron for 21 
years, points to parallels with Taco Xpress, 
the funky neighborhood eatery run by Maria 
Corbalan. In order to win support from the 
neighborhood and City Council to develop 
its South Lamar site as a new Walgreens, 
developer David Darr agreed to set aside 
land (to be owned by Corbalan) for a new 


Taco Xpress. Rather than putting the humble 
taqueria out of business, the deal has allowed 
it to triple in size. 

Wynn is optimistic that Austinites can 
mobilize to work out a similar accommoda- 
tion in this situation: “You’d be hard-pressed 
to find a place that stirs more emotion than 
Las Manitas.” 

Ultimately, of course, the chips are in the 
hands of the landowner and developer. Friends 
of the Finley family describe them as a very 
private, but willing to sit down and work 
things out. One business associate said, “This 
is an opportunity ripe for compromise. Unless 
you get a polarized situation, where someone 
files with the Landmark Commission to have it 
zoned historic, over the Finleys’ wishes.” 

“If we can get people to start imagining 
what the win-win-wins can be, then we can 
have a productive dialogue,” said Walker. “We 
all have to think about it a little harder. And we 
have to be willing to talk to one another.” ■

in the Chicano student movement of the 1970s; 
Cynthia had recently returned to Austin by way 
of Berkeley and South America, where she was 
excited to discover coffeehouse-like penas that 
brought people of all backgrounds together. So it 
was fully by design that Las Manitas and La Pena 
became gathering spots where people debate 
ideas and discuss social change. 

Started in 1982, La Pena is a nonprofit cultural 
and educational organization with a mission “to 
support artistic development, to provide expo- 
sure to emerging local visual artists, musicians, 
poets and other performing artists, and to offer 
Austin residents the full spectrum of traditional 
and contemporary Latino art.” It was granted 
arts umbrella status from the city of Austin in 
1986. Most of the profits from the restaurant 
over the years have gone back into their arts 
organization and true-blue political activism. 

“Nobody has embodied Austin’s brand of 
grassroots activism better - with grace, deter- 
mination and consistency, against all odds, for 
so many years - than Cynthia and Lidia,” says 
Chula Reynolds.

Others see it differently. “Those Las Manitas 
sisters try to parlay their cult status into political 
clout,” objected one longtime player in down- 
town development. “They stick their noses into 
everything, where it doesn’t belong. But don’t 
quote me! I’d rather go lay down in a fire-ant 
bed than incur the wrath of those sisters.” 



Migas Amigas 

Austin’s diverse citizenry must be recognized as a 
unique and valuable resource. We should foster that 
diversity by ensuring opportunities for people of all 
cultures and income-levels.

Over a late breakfast of eggs scrambled with 
fresh tomatoes, onions, and serrano peppers, 
Ruben Ramos - the Grammy-Award winning 
Tejano music legend - reminisces about washing 
dishes at the old Avenue Cafe in the late 1950s. 
The son of migrant workers, Ramos spent his 
childhood following the cotton crop moving 
across Texas. After years of missing school to 
help his family pick cotton, a stable restaurant 
dishwashing job offered a huge step up. 

Eating with him is Rick Fuentes, the young 
accordion-player in his band, who confesses 
that this is his first time at Las Manitas. 
They’re with Josh Lopez, a singer featured on 
the Austin-produced inspirational Christian TV 
show Alabanza Real, which airs on TBN Enlace 
worldwide. “I love bringing all my friends 
here,” says Lopez as Fuentes pulls out his CDs. 
“I love the family feeling.” 


“The sisters have been good friends to us, to 
our community,” notes Ramos. During 1997’s 
SXSW for example, Las Manitas hosted an 
intimate acoustic show that brought together 
an all-star Tex-Mex assemblage. That coming 
together of diverse Tejano-influenced artists 
(Ramos, Rick Trevino, Joe Ely, Los Lobos mem- 
bers, Freddy Fender, and Flaco Jimenez) led 
to their recording Los Super Seven, a dynamite 
album that won a 1998 Grammy Award. 

“This year, Cynthia and Lidia were instru- 
mental in setting up our first University of 
Texas appearance - Los Grandes de la Musica 
Tejana,” adds Ramos. “I love them both for 
what they do - always helping in some way.” 

The Neighborhood Store 

Small businesses are a vital component of a 
sustainable economy. They develop from within 
the community, filling identified gaps and solidi- 
fying our economic base. They can also often 
become “seed” projects or “incubators” that spur 
additional investment and new businesses.

The seventh and eighth of nine children 
bom to immigrants from northern Mexico, the 
Perez sisters grew up in a Hispanic community 
on the west side of San Antonio. Their parents, 
Ana Maria Coronado and Porfirio Perez, began 
life in America as pecan shellers and had only 
third- and seventh-grade educations respec- 
tively. Yet they believed a strong work ethic 
could lead to a better life. 

The Perez padres supported their family of 
11 by running a Mexican bakery and comer 
store. From the 1940s on, it served as the 
neighborhood community center. Senora Perez 
raised nine children and worked every day in 
the family business, yet always made time to 
help her neighbors. Cynthia and Lidia remem- 
ber their mother, now in her 90s, exhorting 
them to “work hard for ourselves and for our 
people.” Las manitas (little hands, sisters, bud- 
dies) grew up working in the family business, 
alongside their brothers and sisters. 

“My mother knew everybody - she was the 
neighborhood interpreter, translator, and writer 
of letters,” said Cynthia. “She gave people food 
on credit. Like to the migrant worker families,

who could only afford to pay her back when 
they returned to San Antonio after following 
the crops. She helped people get money orders, 
get their citizenship, and became godmother to 
many children in our neighborhood. 

“We hated all that hard work growing up 
- and all that extra work helping other people!” 
Cynthia says, shaking her head. “We went to 
college and swore we would never do such hard 
work again, that we’d never ran a store or a res- 
taurant like our parents. But now we’ve turned 
into the epitome of what our parents were,” 
Cynthia chuckles. “I guess you have to get to a 
certain level of maturity to appreciate what was 
going on in your own damn house.” 

Waitstaff at Las Manitas wear a T-shirt bearing 
a collegiate-like crest for the “University of Rice 
and Beans.” (It was inspired when Cynthia’s 
young daughter, Alma, saw a sign for prestigious 
Rice University in Houston and asked, “That’s 
all they have there - rice? No beans?”) 

When they hire unskilled young people, 
“We don’t let them stay as dishwashers,” Lidia 
asserts. “We’re always coaching them, teaching 
them, promoting them up the line.” Capable 
kitchen staff are encouraged to become waitstaff, 
to help them improve their English and their 
confidence. Staff are encouraged to go to college. 
“I tell them, you can be a worker, a manager, or 
an owner - take your pick,” says Cynthia. 

The sisters love to tell about restaurant gradu- 
ates like former cashier Felix Fuentes, who went 
on to Stanford and the Wharton School of 
Business. At the University of Rice and Beans, “we 
have lots of those success stories,” says Cynthia. 
“This is a hard place to work, and I’m a hard-nose 
with them, but they often come back and thank 
me.” Former employees have gone on to open 
their own catering companies, taco stands, and 
restaurants, such as El Sol y La Luna, on South 
Congress, just a few blocks away. ■

Got a Light?

Tonight I make the sort of announcement 
usually designated “a public service.” Since I 
am not yet required to wear a label on my fore- 
head or a placard around my neck, it is only 
fair to warn you: I am a danger to your health. 

I smoke cigarettes. 

If ever you enter my apartment, you will 
risk intense exposure to secondhand smoke, 
which, the Surgeon General has recently con- 
cluded, is an even more hazardous hazard than 
we thought. I read somewhere that spending a 
full night in a place as dangerous as my apart- 
ment will subtract two full minutes from your 
life. I like to think I’m worth that, but hey, it’s 
your life, and those last two minutes in the 
old age home or in that hospital with various 
machines and tubes attached to your person 
may be precious, so best give it some thought. 
I don’t desire to rob you of anything, even two 
minutes’ worth - hence this public-service 
announcement. 

I offer the small comfort that your appear- 
ance in my apartment is unlikely. See, I’m a 
Scorpio and, especially as we age, Scorpios 
are famously standoffish. Also, I’m Sicilian. 
There are few things more rare than crossing 
a Sicilian’s doorsill unless you’ve undergone 
the equivalent of pricking your finger, swear- 
ing the oath of Omerta on pain of death, and 
otherwise proving that you won’t be a pain 
in the ass. We’re really awful that way. Think 
I’m kidding? I have a very close relative, we’re 
related by blood - in fact, we have the same 
mother and father - and I have never seen the 
inside of this relative’s apartment. Never. And 
that’s when we’re getting along! But this rela- 
tive knows I’m a pain in the ass. We Sicilians 
are like that. 

So I probably won’t endanger you in par- 
ticular. Still, one never knows. Lillian Heilman 
said, “Crazy people are crazy all the time,” to 
which I add: Dangerous people are dangerous 
all the time. No getting around it: I am a haz- 
ard to your health. 

It is perhaps in bad taste, but I must admit 
that I find amusing such headlines as I’m 


about to report: “Tobacco Will Kill 1 Billion in 
the 21st Century” (CNN, July 10). 

For the sake of argument, let’s say they know 
what they’re talking about. I propose a coun- 
ter-headline: “The Universe Will Kill Everyone 
Bom in the 21st Century”! The universe is 
like that. It killed or is in the process of killing 
everyone bom in the 20th century, the 19th, 
the 18th, and on and on back to when people 
didn’t even know what century they were in 
because they hadn’t figured out how to count. 
The universe makes life very interesting - to 
cop a line from Babylon 5, “Isn’t the universe 
an amazing place? I wouldn’t live anywhere 
else!” - but the universe demands payment for 
being so entertaining: 100% casualties. 

Headlines like CNN’s - and they are legion 
- present themselves as though if tobacco 
didn’t kill you perhaps you’d live . . . forever? 
We forget the lesson a crusty old coot once 
told me: “You’re bom with a hand grenade up 
your ass. And you never know when or why 
it’ll blow.” 

A billboard I saw recently (I didn’t take 
notes, so I may be getting the numbers wrong, 
but this was the gist): “One out of Four 
Women Will Die of Breast Cancer.” OK, cancer 
is no joke. It’s killed my friends and my fam- 
ily. The joke is the billboard’s and headline’s 
unconscious implication. Tobacco may kill 
1 billion in the 21st century, many will die of 
breast and prostate cancer, all kinds of cancers, 
but I look at that billboard and think: I hope 
they beat breast cancer but, if they do, a more 
pertinent headline will remain: Four out of 
Four Women Will Die. So will four out of four 
men. The inconveniently inserted grenade will 
blow eventually. 

Ban me from restaurants, bars, beaches, 
parks - I’m a hazard, and the present con- 
sensus is that hazards must be banned. I do 
believe these venues will be less interesting 
without me, but, hey, you’ll get a few extra 
years in the nursing home, where you’ll be 
lucky if your kids visit once a month and 
luckier still if you can remember who you are. 


(If you have enough money, the place may 
not even stink and the attendants may give 
a damn.) So, ban me. I have no objection to 
being banned, nor to higher tobacco taxes (if 
the money goes to education). My one and 
only objection is to the way the tobacco haz- 
ard, and all other hazards, are presented. The 
headlines, and the slant of the news stories, 
imply that without tobacco or cancer we’re less 
likely to die. Ban what you please, but . . . you, 
in particular, are going to die. Me too. And it 
likely won’t be easy or pretty. 

To put it mildly, we’re not very consis- 
tent about our health preoccupations. Our 
inconsistency presents some queer sights. For 
instance, in Los Angeles, in an expensive 
part of town, there’s a boulevard called San 
Vicente. Lovely place. Two lanes of traffic run 
on either side of a substantial grassy “island” 
studded with trees and wide enough for maybe 
eight or 10 people to walk abreast. Joggers jog. 
Power-walkers walk powerfully. Mothers wheel 
strollers. And four lanes of busy traffic rush by 


on either side. I bet those joggers, power-walk- 
ers, and moms would not let me smoke in their 
homes. But as they take their healthy strolls 
and runs, they breathe a concentration of 
exhaust fumes engineered to be almost scent- 
less (as far as our urbanized nostrils are con- 
cerned). Those fumes are really bad for you. 
There’s a little label on every gas pump telling 
you how bad. It makes no impression. The 
joggers and power-walkers especially scoop the 
fumes into their lungs with every deep aerobic 
breath. The poor little babies are breathing the 
stuff! And everybody’s just sort of unconscious 
of it. When I lived in L.A. I asked my MD and 
then my acupuncturist if 20 minutes on that 
island, especiallyjogging, wasn’t the equivalent 
of smoking a pack a day. They both said the 
same words: “At least.” 

Another strange sight and occurrence. 
There’s a school where I love to teach. It’s a 
marvelous place. Great kids, dedicated teach- 
ers. The school is on a lovely hillside in a 
well-heeled suburban neighborhood. There’s a

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wide driveway up the hill and a traffic circle at 
its top. For about 20 minutes before 8am, and 
another 20 minutes or so after 3pm, a long 
line of mostly SUVs idles and/or slowly rolls 
up and down the hill as parents transport their 
kids. Used to be, in an area by the main office 
enclosed by a high plank fence, teachers and 
staff who smoke could smoke on our breaks. 
There were always a few passionate puritans 
who wanted to ban us, but they weren’t suc- 
cessful until (I’m told) a parent and/or parents 
smelled cigarette smoke wafting over the fence. 
We hazardous teachers - or rather, our smokes 
- were banned. Fine. But no one has addressed 
how for 40 minutes a day the air is thick with 
the scentless (to us) exhaust from two lines of 
slowly rolling and idling SUVs and cars (one 
going uphill, one downhill), while children, 
parents, and teachers inhale a concentrated 
cloud of deadly glop. 

In fact, we breathe this stuff by the lungful 
every time we drive. Or sit idling in traffic. Or 
walk the streets of any major city. 

Where’s the Surgeon General’s report on 
that? Where are the headlines and billboards? 
Are there studies of the effects of our daily and 
(in urban areas) constant exposure to these 
deadly fumes? If they exist they don’t get much 
coverage. I’m a news addict, I scan two or 
three major newspapers a day, I read at least 
two news magazines a week, I’ve been doing 
so for years, and I’ve seen not one mention of 
this health hazard. As I write, the World Flealth 
Organization is calling on all nations to ban 
smoking in all public buildings, workplaces, 
and “public spaces.” Fine. Where are warnings 
on exhaust fumes? 1 guess the Surgeon General 
wants us not to fear our major mode of trans- 
port. Breathe all the crud we can as long as it’s 
good for the economy. 

Americans inhale a constant toxic mix of 
illusions of safety and illusions of fear, a brew 
more dangerous to the polity, to the world, 
and to our physical and mental health than 
all the cigarettes ever lit. Meanwhile, most 
real and present dangers go unaddressed and 
unnoticed - though they are right under (and 
in) our noses, our food, our entire way of life. 
Ban tobacco. Fine. You’ll spend more time in a 
nursing home than me. But the reason for the 
publicity about banning tobacco is that it’s an 
easy target and gives you the illusion of being 
safer when you’re really, really not. 

For myself, I’ll take these lines from 
Ursula K. Le Guin’s earthy translation of the 
Tao Te Ching : “To live till you die/is to live 
long enough.” ■

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AN ARABIAN MIDSUMMER NIGHT'S DREAM: Magic carpet ride 



A crew of patches is gathering to 
rehearse a play - a familiar scene from 
Shakespeare, but this month it’s being 
played out in a whole new way and place. 

Tongue and Groove Theatre, in conjunction 
with Ararat Restaurant, is inaugurating a 
new outdoor performance space, Theatarat, 
with an hourlong, 19-person, belly-dancing, 
scimitar-wielding production of An Arabian 
Midsummer Night’s Dream. 

The show is directed by Tongue and 
Groove artistic director David Yeakle, who, 
after 11 years of renting playing space, is 
glad to find a theatrical home at Ararat. 

Given his interest in physical theatre, dance, 
mask, mime, and spectacle, Yeakle would be hard-pressed to find a bet- 
ter spot. Ararat’s back-yard-turned-theatre comes bearing its own brand 
of magic. The stage is no mere stage. It is 180 degrees of entertain- 
ment possibility. There’s a bower for Titania, a house for the 
Mechanicals, a platform for the sultan ... the 60-foot acting space even 
allows room for an oasis, white sand, and a mirage or two. 

The Chronicle chatted with Yeakle about the inspired endeavor.

Austin Chronicle: What’s the story behind Theatarat? 

David Yeakle: We built a small stage at Ararat last September for our 
production of The Head, Hands, and Toe Show il. After that closed, we 
talked about future productions and how both entities could benefit 
from the collaboration. Months later, I presented the idea for An Arabian 
Midsummer to Kelly Abshire, the proprietor. She introduced me to artist 
Corey Van Zandt, who had recently submitted a proposal for transform- 
ing their back yard into an Arabian wonderland. We hit the ground run- 
ning. On the first workday, a feller named David Lee showed up out of 
nowhere and started trimming trees, jackhammering the patio, and fix- 
ing drainage problems like the Tasmanian devil cartoon character. With 
a few more hardworking volunteers, the transformation really began to 
take place. 


AC: Why the Arabian-themed Midsummer? 

DY: The Arabian theme seemed just right for the show and perfect for 
Ararat. I briefly consulted with our pal, Steve Moore, on some dramatur- 
gical issues. Steve was immersed in the study of Islamic culture and 
the Middle East. His sound advice was to keep it storybook-style, which 
we have. 

AC: Your production has an enormous cast of actors and dancers. What 
sort of spectacles can the audience look forward to seeing? 

DY: Puck rounds the earth on a flying carpet; Phiiostrate wields a mean 
scimitar; Oberon arrives in a puff of smoke. There are several produc- 
tion numbers, and all of them include many beautiful, belly-dancing 
harem girls. Harnessing and guiding the contagious energy conjured by 
a large group of performers is a wonderful challenge. The results are 
often mighty awesome. 

Though the show takes place at a restaurant, it isn’t dinner theatre. 
Ararat is serving inside while the play is performed outside. Audience 
members wishing to dine should do so well before the show’s 9pm 
start or just after curtain. (Tickets are two-for-one if you have dinner 
before or after the show, but you must have reservations.) - H.K.

AMERICAN REPERTORY 
ENSEMBLE'S DIALOGUES: 

The art of conversation 

Dialogues, by their nature, require more 
than one party. They're all about the back-and- 
forth, the give-and-take, the exchange when 
separate perspectives or ideas or talents are 
brought together. David Justin and Rob Deemer 
know that all too well; for a year, the two have 
been setting up a dialogue between their artis- 
tic disciplines - dance for Justin, music for 
Deemer. Now, these worlds already have a 
long tradition of conversation, but in perfor- 
mance, usually with dancers onstage and 
musicians in the pit, the physical separation 
and focus on the visual has left the conversa- 
tion feeling largely one-sided. Justin, who 
teaches in the UT Department of Theatre & 
Dance and is artistic director of its Dance 
Repertory Theatre, and Deemer, who received 
his doctorate in composition from UT and cur- 
rently chairs the composition department at 
the University of Oklahoma, sought to create a 
true dialogue between music and dance via an 
ensemble of artists from both worlds who 
would share the stage in concerts. 


Their brainchild, the American Repertory 
Ensemble, debuts this week with an eclectic 
program that ranges from Balanchine's “Pas 
de Deux,” danced to Tchaikovsky and arranged 
by Deemer for string quartet and piano, to 
John Cage’s “In a Landscape” to the Joe 
Cocker tribute “Just a Regular Joe," featuring 
Justin’s choreography to six of Cocker’s signa- 
ture songs. If that doesn’t sound like your typi- 
cal pairing of dance and chamber music, well, 
it won’t look like it either. “There are no accom- 
panists here,” Deemer says. “Everybody’s 
onstage at the same level.” Mostly, the musi- 
cians and dancers are performing in separate 
areas but not always. In one piece, the musi- 
cians set down their instruments and do a few 
moves choreographed by Justin, and in “The 
Unknown Soldier," with music by Deemer, even 
the composer gets into the act, reciting text 
and performing some of Justin’s steps. “We're 
doing our best to break down those boundar- 
ies” between musicians and dancers, he says. 
“I’ve been pushing everyone to see each other 
so that the dancers are aware of what the 
musicians are doing and the musicians are 
aware of what the dancers are doing.” 

It helps that they have a roster of stellar 
professionals, from the local scene - the 


Tosca String Quartet; pianist Michelle 
Schumann; Ballet Austin dancers Eric Midgley 
and Aara Krumpe - and across the country: 
Misa Kuranaga and Gabor Kapin, Boston 
Ballet; John Welker and Christine Winkler, 
Atlanta Ballet; Ikolo Griffin and Jennifer 
Goodman, Joffrey Ballet; Kathi Martuza, 

Daniela Deloe, and Brennan Boyer, Oregon 
Ballet Theatre. “We’re not seeing this as a 
pick-up group,” notes Deemer. “This is an 
artistic endeavor of the highest quality. If 
you’re putting together a group for a gig next 
weekend, you get who you can. We were 
looking for people who can play at the highest 
level anywhere.” 

And anywhere, it turns out, includes 
Scotland; ARE's four performances in Austin 
will be followed by five at the famous 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival. That’s a nifty gig for 
its premiere season, but for Deemer and 
Justin, it's not about the venue as much as 
the conversations - those between music and 
dance and those between artists and audienc- 
es, wherever they may be. - Robert Faires

SUMMER YOUTH 
THEATRE'S 'THE VISIT': 

Kill Schill? 

For 15 years, Vortex Repertory 
Company’s Summer Youth Theatre has 
been not patronizing kids. On the con- 
trary, this program has historicaily cho- 
sen challenging and significant material 
for its participants to tackle, works rang- 
ing from Bertolt Brecht's The Good 
Woman of Setzuan to Sophie Treadwell's 
Machinal. In keeping with tradition, this 
year's production will be Friedrich 
Durrenmatt’s The Visit, a play written in 
1956 about vengeance, greed, and a 
morally bankrupt world. 

Summer Youth Theatre provides a the- 
atre experience to youth ages 13-17 for 
free. After auditions and interviews, a 
group of teens are selected for the 
Summer Youth Company, which spends 
seven weeks working on all aspects of 
the production, from set construction to 
publicity to performance. Adult actors 
play certain parts so that the young art- 
ists can work side by side with profes- 
sionals. This year actress/composer 
Content Love Knowles (Dark Goddess, 
Sleeping Beauty, “Time Alphabet”) plays 
a role at the center of Durrenmatt's play: 
a woman who returns to her hometown 
and presents its impoverished citizens 
with a sickening ultimatum. 

The Visit is eerily poignant. Listening to 
it, one hears discussions of desire mas- 
querading as need, of power masquerad- 
ing as goodwill. The citizens cry, “There 
is no reason for our poverty; we suffer 
from a mysterious blight.” So the wealthy 
Claire Zachanassian offers the townspeo- 
ple a large sum of money on one condi- 
tion: They must murder her former lover, 
the town’s beloved shopkeeper, Anton 
Schill. Although the citizens are initially 
horrified by her demand, The Visit charts 
their slow crawl toward justification. Even 
Schill’s family is warped by the desire for 
cars, fine furs, and French lessons. 

Taylor Flanagan, a spunky girl sporting 
a faux-hawk, is playing the town’s profes- 
sor and playing the role as it was origi- 
nally written: for a male actor. She is not 
intimidated by the task at hand. Her past 
roles have included Quince and Falstaff. 
“I’ve been typecast as an old man,” bub- 
bles the 17-year-old. 

When asked about The Visit and its 
complex themes, Flanagan doesn’t bat 
an eye. "The play is very important for 
the time we are in right now. After 9/11, 
suddenly there was this idea of spying 
on your neighbor. But if you take away 
one person’s rights, who’s next? These 
townspeople want their rights upheld, 
but they don’t mind taking away Schill’s. 

I guess that’s how it is in wartime. 
Everyone is thinking about life and 
death and what they would give up in 
that situation.” 

So Taylor and her cohorts fearlessly 
move forward with this mature material. 
Their energy and ferocity make it worth 
your while to get over to the Vortex and 
listen to a 50-year-old play that still 
has teeth. - Hannah Kenah

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Just an Old-Fashioned Cat 



Eartha Kitt is one funny dame 

Her patented growl is as much a calling 
card as any of her top-selling hits. She’s a lus- 
cious, leggy performer, just shy of becoming 
an octogenarian. She spent time on a sitting 
president’s enemies list. And Austin Cabaret 
Theatre is bringing her to town for a gala 
fundraiser. While this teasing temptress - once 
dubbed the “most exciting woman in the 
world” by Orson Welles - has some striking 
similarities to last year’s ACT gala star, Carol 
Channing (another gravel-throated 80-year- 
old with a packed resume, great gams, and a 
history of pissing off chief executives), she’s 
her own cat and shows no signs of putting 
that purrrrrrr to rest. Of course, we are talking 
about the one and only Eartha Kitt. 

From humble beginnings - raised in the cot- 
ton fields of South Carolina, then sent to live with 
an aunt in New York City, where she got her first 
break with Katherine Dunham’s modem dance 
company - Kitt rose to a triple-threat career in 
music (I Want to Be Evil, Love for Sale, Folk Tales 
of the Tribes of Africa), television (I Spy, Batman), 
and theatre (Timbuktu!, Follies, and, most recent- 
ly, The Wild Party, Cinderella, and Nine: The 
Musical). Kitt continues to confound and delight, 
with surprise undertakings, such as her turn 
behind the mic as the voice of the villainous 
Yzma in Disney’s The Emperor’s New Groove and 
its sequels. (“[Children] know my name, and 
they ask me to say one of the fines. ‘Pull the lever! 
Wrong lever!’ Things like that. I love it. It means 
that I’m still alive and still wanted! It means that 
10 years from now, I’ll still be working. I am also 
going to continue in the television version, The 
Emperor’s New School. There is no other Yzma!”) 

That voice! That simmering cauldron of tim- 
bre, volume, and tone creates a lively interview. 
Text on paper cannot suitably convey the lyrical 
lilt of Miss Kitt’s delightful command. Imagine, 
dear reader, a woman as melodious and as ani- 
mated as the characters her trademark tones 
bring to life. 


Most recently, Kitt has been a fixture on 
the NYC nightclub scene. Her regular residen- 
cies at the Cafe Carlyle serve as a base to her 
touring appearances and voiceover work. She 
offers insight into her love for standards and 
reluctance to perform today’s pop hits. The 
Austin show may well be an extension of her 
nightclub act, but so far, she’s not talking. 

“I want to surprise you!” she insists. “I am 
singing a variety of all sorts of things - songs

that I have not sung in years, old standards. 

. . . The words that are being written today, I 
have a hard time recognizing that as a part of 
me. However, I do think Sting writes beauti- 
fully for the pop world. And Sondheim writes 
beautifully for the theatre - but you can’t 
sing his songs! I love him as a writer, as a 
composer, but it’s very difficult to sing him. 
There are one or two of his songs - “Send in 
the Clowns,” I wanted to change it to “I am 
here” instead of “maybe next year.” I always 
want to sing [and she does]: “I - I am here!” 
[laughter] Because what we all go through . . . 
we all turn out to be a clown of some kind 
or the other in somebody’s eyes. And feel 
rejected in our lives. But I haven’t bothered 
to ask him about it because he wanted to 
sue me when I rewrote the words to “I’m 
Still Here” [from Follies] . But I love his work 
still. Even after he sent me a cease-and-desist 
letter! [laughter] I love that man; I like him 
as a person, and I like him as a thinker. He 
writes fantastic things like Into the Woods 
and, what’s the other one I love? That’s great 
[pause] - you know, where they kill the peo- 
ple and make hamburgers out of them? - and 
Sweeney Todd. Brilliant! But who can sing the 
songs?! Like the national anthem. That’s it! 
Oh my God! Have you ever tried to sing the 
national anthem?!” 

I Feel the Eartha Move: 
Haunting, Not Flaunting 

Kitt’s mid-1980s foray into pop-dance 
music, via the hit single “Cha Cha Heels” with 
the Bronski Beat, solidified her place in the 
pantheon of camp, but she was not thrilled 
with what she considered the “disrespectful” 
tone of certain lyrics and songs. Has that put 
her off modem pop music? 

Earth Kitt: I’m not a joiner. I don’t follow 
the herd. And if I happened to have fit “in” 
for a moment or two or three or four, I’m 
very grateful. The fans I 
received by making those 
records have treated me 
well. I was introduced to 
a new audience, and I’m 
grateful about that. But I 
don’t think I have to go 
out of my way to say, “Oh 
my God, I’m not selling 
a record, now I’d better 
go this way, I’d better go 
that way.” Don’t be afraid 
of saying what you feel. 
I don’t think you have to 
hit anybody over the head 
with whatever it is that you want to say, and 
you don’t have to use four-letter words to do it 
either. And you don’t have to be using women 
in this kind of [pause] oh-so-derogatory [way] . 
It is heartbreaking! It shows disrespect for the 
woman, no matter what kind of music or what 
they’re trying to say. Of course, it’s easier to 
make money if you’re cheap. I’ve never sung 
a risque song in my fife . . . that I know of. If I 
sing a song, I never think of it as being risque. 


Austin Chronicle: Where is that line between allur- 
ing and appalling? Are there any new artists getting 
it right? Anyone doing it with class and panache? 
[You can almost hear the smirk.] 

EK: Classssss? And panache are you saying? 
Who? Who?! WHO!! [laughter] Yes! Oh my 
God, I can say no! And at the same time, I 
can think of somebody in the business who is 
relatively young, like Shakira. I think she’s kind 
of classy. But you see, if you’ve got talent, you 
don’t have to mb it in my face by taking your 
clothes off. Now, of course, I tease, too, because 
everybody says I’ve got beautiful legs. I tease 
my men with that, and I think it’s fun, but I 
wouldn’t go any further than that, like ripping 
off my clothes or showing much more than the 
audience would feel comfortable with. Now I’m 
not dealing with the right or wrong of it, but I 
don’t think it’s necessary. You know, you don’t 
have to be flaunting in order to be haunting. 

If you think in terms of teasing and leaving it 
at the proper borderline, then that’s haunting. 
And if you leave it there, they will leave with 
the feeling that they got excited. One time, 
a woman in the audience sitting right by the 
stage - and I was teasing her man - she said, 
“Oh my husband has gotten so excited!” And I 
said, “Can he afford both of us?” She whispered 
to me through her husband, “Yes, I think so!” 
[laughter] There was a lady in Houston [back 


in the late Sixties] , she was about my age, and 
she said, “Oh Eartha, what you are doing for 
me tonight!” And as a result, she invited me 
to supper! Which I thought was wonderful! I 
love when people do like that. I love it when 
the women particularly have a good sense of 
humor. Because when all is said and done: 
The fact is you are going to enjoy this, not me, 
because you go home with him, I don’t. I’m 
only helping you! [laughter] Now, these women 
had a sense of humor, and I love it! 

The World According to Eartha: 
Kitt on Current Events 

Back in 1968, Kitt was invited to a luncheon 
hosted by Lady Bird Johnson at the White 
House. The guests were invited to offer ideas 
about the problems facing inner-city youth, 
and Kitt connected those problems to the 
Vietnam War. She was subsequently blacklisted 
and left to live in professional exile in Europe. 
It nearly killed her career. How does she feel 
about the situation now on this occasion of 
traveling to the hometown of Mrs. Johnson? 
EK: If she had a good sense of humor, she’d 
look me up. 

AC: Would you receive Mrs. Johnson if she cared 
to visit?

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I let him know: I appreciate the fact that you are fighting for 
our safety and fighting for our comfort. Bottom line: I don’t 
think that we as Americans in general appreciate this country 
as much as we should. I’ve been in other countries. I’ve been in 
Iran. I was a friend of the sister of the shah of Iran: Eva. I had 
the same feeling . . . Let me put it this way: I was in Morocco. 
And those little children who are making rugs with their tiny 
tiny fingers because their fingers are so nimble and small that 
they are the only ones who can make these rugs. I felt like that 
was me when I was picking cotton in South Carolina at that 
particular age. Five and 6 and 7. But it was not funny living in 
squalid conditions. And when I hear good things in Iraq, I think 
we don’t hear about it because of ratings. But people say to me, 
“Don’t you think this government is very secretive?” They are 
too young to remember back to World War II, when we said, 
“Loose lips sink ships.” Well, I’m quite sure that there is a lot 
of stuff going on that we don’t know anything about. And a lot 
of it I don’t think we should know . . . well, some of it. 

AC: But wouldn’t she agree that there are a lot of disenfranchised, 
discontented people out there? And legitimately so? 

EK: Discontent very often makes geniuses. Walk more! Drive 
less! Eat less! Walk more! And stop griping! 

One Eartha at a Time: 

How Kitt Manifests Her Philosophies 

Aside from her three autobiographies [Thursday’s Child 
(1956), Alone With Me (1976), and I’m Still Here: Confessions of 
a Sex Kittm (1989)], Kitt shares more of these personal philoso- 
phies in her latest book, Rejuvenate (It’s Never Too Late) (2001). 
How does she sum up her personal philosophy? 

EK: My fans asked me to write about: How do you do what 
you do at the age you are? Use your common sense! It’s not a 
matter of being fanatical about it, but common sense is com- 
mon sense. Use your common sense. Walk more; eat less! Some 
people feel, “I don’t have time to go to the gym; I don’t have 
time to do my exercises today.” Well, rather than waiting at 
that bus for 10-15 minutes, you can walk to the next bus stop 
and get there just in time. Kill two birds with one stone: You’ve 


EK: Of course, I have nothing against 
Mrs. Johnson. I understand that she owns 
television and radio, and they might have 
kept me off the air. I’m not sure about that, 
however. But look, we have to go through 
what we have to go through. Nobody in 
this world is going to go through this life 
without having a setback of some kind or 
another. But that day at the White House, 

I was asked to give my opinion. [Her voice 
conveys a distinct sense of betrayal and 
sadness for being misunderstood.] I don’t 
just let my opinions out. And I still feel that 
it was the right thing to do because I was 
against the Vietnam War after it had gone 
on for so long. I think we know differently 
now that we stayed there too long. 

But this is a different kind of war, Iraq, 
to me. You see, we the people ask too 
much from the government. We drive our 
big cars. We never want to walk; we want 
to ride everywhere. And I say if you don’t 
want us to go to war for oil, to have our 
comfortable life energywise, why don’t you 
do more for yourselves? Drive less, walk 
more; eat less, walk more! But we don’t do 
enough for ourselves; we just want to blame 
blame blame, and then we get mad at the 
government, and we get mad even at God! 

We Americans are saying, “You want to dig 
for oil? Not in my back yard. You’re going to 
kill the trees, you’re going to kill the birds. 

We should get the oil from outside of the 
country.” Why? Don’t we have enough? It is 
a dangerous thing for us Americans to feel 
that we never have enough of whatever it is 
that we are entitled to. Instead of feeling that we have to go to 
war to get what we feel we are entitled to, then pick up a shovel 
and start digging. Work for it. Why do we need for it to come 
out of Saudi Arabia? All the way from there? Now, if we don’t 
win that particular situation - we have to go to Venezuela. 

And all of these countries are teasing us anyway. Now, look at 
Korea. She wants attention! Did you ever see the film The Mouse 
That Roared ? Well, there you are. It’s about a tiny country that goes 
to war with America so that we’ll take care of them for the rest of 
their life. But in real life, it strips this country of its own values 
- materially as well as morally. People start feeling that the govern- 
ment is wrong, and they blame the government for everything. 

I have a soldier friend - well, I don’t really know him; he’s 
a fan, and he sent me, all encased in a picture frame, a flag. It 
said, “This flag was flown especially for Eartha Kitt over Iraq.”

saved a few pennies and lost a pound or two. 
I’m talking about walking, not dragging. 

AC: Weren’t you diagnosed with cancer? 

EK: Colon cancer ... I don’t want to talk about 
that. Everybody knows about that anyway. 
Well, it’s not a matter of me talking or not 
talking about it, it’s a matter of realizing that 
I am not sitting around moping about it. I am 
eating the right kind of foods. This morning I 
had oatmeal and two boiled eggs and a piece 
of salmon and half a grapefruit. I eat more or 
less like that all the time. I have vegetables 
growing in the garden, so when they’re ready, I’ll be eating from 
the garden! I stay away from processed foods, but I’ve always 
been like that. I’ve always said, “Stay away from processed foods 
because you don’t know what’s in that box!” Even if you have 
to go shopping more than one or two days in the week to get as 
fresh food as possible. Around here we have a farmer’s market, 
so what I don’t have in my garden I will go there and buy the 
food - mom-and-pop grown food. 

AC: What haven’t you done that you wish to do? 

EK: Live performance is so honest because of its immediacy 
from the audience. The audience is your best director. Live 
performance to me means that I’m growing all the time. So 
that’s what I want to keep doing. I’m going to be 80 years old 
on the 17 th of January. Traveling is not as exciting as it used to 
be! If I get to the point where I don’t want to travel as much as 
I do now, maybe I’ll get into a little theatre directing. I hear so 
many actors. They don’t know where the important words are, 
and they haven’t analyzed why they are saying that line. I’d just 
ask them: Where is the most important word in that particular 
phrase, and what is the meaning of what you’re saying? Even 
singing songs. I hear lots of singers. They’re singing, and they 
don’t know what the hell they’re talking about! Aaaaaaah! I just 
want to scream! The wrong word is being emphasized. I see it 
because I watch a lot of the great old movies: Mildred Pierce; 
Now, Voyager ; the Godfather series. I learn a lot from the direct- 
ing. Not that I ever want to be a serious director in that way. 
But you know, you never know. I would probably be directing 
children. I love working with children. 

AC: Would you consider revisiting your role as Catwoman? 

EK: Oh! I loved doing Catwoman! Why not? But I probably 
would do it now as the mother of the cat. I love doing the 
character. I didn’t have to think about it: I didn’t try to be a 
cat, I am a cat! 

AC: On the Web, you were voted favorite Catwoman of all time: 
How does that feel? 

EK: Rrrrrrrrrrraaaaaaaaawwwwwwwwwrrrrr! ■

THE RISE TO POWER OF ALBERTO 
GONZALES 

by Bill Minutaglio 
Rayo, 368pp., $24.95 

Despite Bill Minutaglio’s admirable 
approach, many interviews, and access to a 
wide range of documents, Alberto Gonzales 
rarely comes into focus in his first biography. 
Gonzales' story is almost a cliche of the 
American Dream, his being a Horatio Alger 
emergence from the poverty of a migrant 
worker’s son’s upbringing to the office of attor- 
ney general. But, of course, it’s all more com- 
plicated than that. More than his background 
or his positions in politics and law, he is prob- 
ably most known for the torture memos, docu- 
ments denying the applicability of the Geneva 
Convention with respects to al Qaeda and the 
Taliban, documents used, many believe, to 
pre-emptively justify atrocities such as 
Guantanamo Bay. The President's Counselor 
attempts to uncover the inner thoughts and 
motivations of Gonzales, who Minutaglio 
claims has the ear of the president. 

It's a difficult task, especially since 
Gonzales is most often described as secre- 
tive. And, in the end, this trait provides one of 
the most problematic and fascinating aspects 
of the book. Amid the first chapters, no one - 
classmates, teachers, or friends - seems to 
have a single, specific story to tell about him. 
Instead, we’re left with vague, strikingly similar 
assessments from his acquaintances: He was 
reserved, competitive, analytical. No one 
knows him well, and it’s hard not to sympa- 
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thize watching Minutaglio try to define this 
apparent cipher. In the first third of the book, 
Gonzales appears as only a peripheral figure in 
his own story. We get side stories about 
Gonzales’ hometown of Humble, his father, 
Houston, Fort Yukon, and Rice University. But 
around the time he attends Harvard Law, his 
secrecy begins to feel increasingly extreme. At 
Rice, his friends don't know about his marriage. 


Later, his friends and colleagues are not cogni- 
zant of various dramatic events in his life, 
including his divorce, his ex-wife’s death, and 
the death of his brother. Surely, this isn’t typical 
behavior, and, in the end, it appears indicative 
not only of Gonzales’ character, but of what 
made him attractive to Bush in the first place. 

As Gonzales assumes increasingly presti- 
gious positions - first in Bush’s governorship 
and then in his presidency - the analysis of 
his past begins to be replaced by an explora- 
tion of larger, more political events that 
Minutaglio succinctly and effectively explains; 
although, in some cases, sentences and

authorial asides are repeated unnecessarily. 
In discussing the controversial and morally 
ambiguous death penalty and torture 
memos, the book tries to place Gonzales’ 
actions in context of his character, but this is 
not a “fall from grace” story, since we don’t 
see any evidence of an earlier idealism to be 
corrupted. It’s also not really a “rise to 
power” story because it’s just not clear what 


power Gonzales has ever had in shaping policy. 
In fact, despite Minutaglio’s assertion that 
“Bush was almost always predisposed to fol- 
low what Gonzales recommended," the evi- 
dence within the text suggests it’s more likely 
that Gonzales does what Bush tells him and 
that his usefulness is not to make decisions 
but to justify decisions already made. 
Therefore, while it’s an understandable tactic 
to overstate Gonzales' importance, it's not 
wholly convincing. Even during his most signif- 
icant actions under Bush, it's not difficult to 
assume that if Gonzales had not played his 
part in these events, someone would have 
been found who would. 

In fact, one of the successes of this biogra- 
phy is that it provides a clear study of how 
cronyism works in the White House. As 
Minutaglio writes about Gonzales, “There were 
always better legal minds around him - even 
he knew it.” More than anything else, he 
embodies the attributes cherished by this 
president - secrecy, loyalty, and obedience - 
and, by examining his career, Minutaglio 
affords us a view into how the administra- 
tion's policies have been defined by accep- 
tance rather than dissent. Only once or twice 
in the biography do we see Gonzales make 
political decisions independent of Bush, and 
only in these instances do we gain a brief 
glimpse into his beliefs. But these moments 
are rare, and, if this book is any indication, 
Gonzales’ political future will not be marked 
by independence or fervent moral stands, but 
by blind adherence to the brokering of the 
powers that be. - Michael Yang

A CHAT WITH JERRI She 

is an Austin legend - one of 
those citizens who make Austin 
as unique as it is. So we sat 
down with "Best of Austin’’ 
award-winning interior designer 
Jerri Kunz and fired a few 
questions at her, particularly 
about the faux topiary that grac- 
es the entrance to her studio. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: Jerri, as a 
designer skilled in so many 
areas, you are brilliant at turning 
raw materials into things of 
beauty. Why topiary? Or more 
importantly, why plastic topiary? 

Jerri Kunz: It’s funny, and 
besides, I kill living things. Also, 
it’s very practical. 

AC: What is it that set you on this charming 
road to artifice? 

JK: As kids, we were always making things. 
One spring, my mother, a coastal kind of 
Martha, had us poking dowels into 
Styrofoam balls, then setting the stems into 
pots filled with plaster of paris. After it set, 
we paveed the Styrofoam with plastic leaves 
and flowers. We were practiced in the tech- 
nique. Just the Christmas prior, she’d had us 
paveeing oranges with cloves. All this sounds 
so quotidian now, but then there were no 
magazines or Michaels to suggest these 
things. They just came out of her head. She’d 
never been anywhere or even graduated high 
school, but she was visionary. We lived in a 
tangle of vegetation, in a house little more 
than a shack. Everything, including the lot of 
us, was wild; every day unlike the day before. 

I think one of my many cousins was getting 
married, and we were decorating the hospital- 
ity room at the Falstaff beer brewery. 

Some of the topiary we made were 5 feet 
tall. We added white tulle poufs for the wed- 
ding effect. I was 9, or 10, and completely 
unimpressed by the idea of a white dress 
and veil ... but those topiary! I had never 
seen anything so fancy or so alien to the 
earthy life we lived. My father was a shrimper, 
and we tended to smell like fish. We had no 
air conditioning, and we never wore shoes, 
except to church and school, and here we 
were sprouting formal fake garden sculpture. 
AC: But you wear fabulous shoes now ... 

JK: Absolutely. I have at least a hundred pairs. 
AC: I pass by your studio on Fifth and West all 
the time - you have plastic grass and plastic 
plants, and you have an evolving series of mes- 
sages on the building. . . 

JK: I always wanted my own billboard. I have a 
lot to say. The challenge is condensing the 
message down to two or three sign boards, to 
five words or less. 

AC: I notice you’re missing one of your topiary. 
JK: Yes, the insurance company refers to 
them as an attractive nuisance. It’s true. They 
are under constant threat and siege and have 
endured every insult imaginable. Finally, I built 
fences around them to protect them, but last 
week someone jumped the fence and stole 
the cone-shaped one, again. Every morning I 
turn the corner at Fifth and West and steel 


up. I never know what kind of vandalism will 
greet me. All I want is to bring beauty and 
humor to life, to make people laugh, and for a 
moment, transport them away from their 
smelly lives. I’ve been a presence in down- 
town Austin for 30 years, a part of the pio- 
neers who civilized the lunatic fringe. It’s 
never gotten any easier, but I will never, never, 
never give up. 

AC: Do you get discouraged? 

JK: One of my favorite childhood games was 
one we called Good People/Bad People. 

Summer nights after supper, we sat on the 
concrete bunker separating our yard from the 
street and waved at strangers driving by. If

they waved back, we put a mark in the Good 
People column of our makeshift score pad; 
and if they didn’t, we marked them Bad. The 
results were always the same: There are 
more good people than bad people in the 
world. Way more. A half dozen strangers 
called or came by on the morning of the topi- 
ary theft to say that they had seen it, aban- 
doned, a few blocks away. I retrieved it, albeit 
in pieces, and plan to glue it back together 
and reinstall it one more time. For the good 
people. For the smelly and the barefoot. For 
humor and beauty. 

AC: Really, 100 pairs of shoes? 

JK: Absolutely ... and several dozen bottles 
of perfume.

WINE OFTHE WEEK 

A little bubbly for poolside? 

Summer is slowly rolling to its conclu- 
sion, and what better way to celebrate 
than with a little bubbly wine to quench 
your thirst while hanging out around the 
water? People who save champagnes 
and other sparklers for celebrations are 
missing all the fun. These wines are 
ideal for summer. The bubbles refresh 
you, tickling your nose and cleaning away 
the dust of the day. And thanks to the 
creative savants at Champagne 
Pommery, maker of the first minibottles 
of champagne, a good number of top- 
notch wines is becoming available in sin- 
gle servings. 

Seven years ago, Pommery started 
this whole concept with a cute little blue 
.187-liter bottle (that’s V i the size of a 
regular bottle). Just to make sure folks 
know this was to be a fun wine, they 
even included a straw. It’s a tasty wine, 
made mostly from chardonnay, and 
sports a real cork. Look for the word 
“POP” emblazoned across the label. 
Expect to pay around $10 a bottle, not 
bad for real champagne. 

Three other French makers offer small 
bottles locally, Moet & Chandon 
Champagne White Star, Laurent-Perrier 
Champagne Brut, and Heidsieck & Co. 
Monopole “Blue Top” Champagne Brut. 
All run in the $10-12 range, and acquir- 
ing one of each plus a POP allows you 
an inexpensive way to taste through the 
flavor-profiles of four of Champagne’s 
top houses. 

Two American entries are also worth 
trying. Sofia Coppola's sparkling wine is 
simply called Sofia ($5). It comes in a 
cute, pink can guaranteed to elicit coo- 
ing sounds: “It’s so cute!” A little more 
money brings you to my favorite of the 
single sparklers, Chandon California 
Brut Classic ($7), a toasty, bracing 
bottle of wine.

NEW AND NOTEWORTHY 

Farmer Russell's natural Piedmontese beef 

The Piedmontese cattle 
breed emerged from the 
Piedmont of Italy, a moun- 
tainous region lying in a 
secluded pocket of the 
Alps. Through centuries of 
natural selection, these 
alpine cattle developed 
unique attributes that have 
made Piedmontese beef 
the foremost Italian breed. 

USDA research has shown 
Piedmontese beef to be the 
most tender beef, as well 
as the leanest. (It generally 
has half the fat of other 
beef!) It is lower in saturat- 
ed fats and higher in the “good” polyunsaturated fats. It is also unusually flavorful, to 
my taste hands-down more delicious than the priciest Kobe or Black Angus. 

As Americans started to opt for leaner beef in the late 1980s, ranchers began 
importing Piedmontese cattle. Down south of New Braunfels, farmer Russell Alpenhof 
is running about 200 head of these prized animals, and he is selling the beef here 
in Austin. 

All of farmer Russell’s Piedmontese cattle are free-range, raised out in the open air 
and never subjected to feedlot conditions. Both grass-fed and grain-fed beef are avail- 
able, and none of it contains preservatives. (Nearly all supermarket beef is sprayed 
with external preservatives to give it an unnaturally red, “fresh” color, even when it is 
old and stale). Prices range from $5 a pound for ground meat to $8 a pound for sir- 
loin to $14 a pound for rib eye. Every cut of meat normally found in the grocery store 
is available, and you can also purchase a quarter-, half-, or whole steer for $5 a 
pound, if you have the freezer space! 

More tender beef, with half the fat and twice the flavor: Make no mistake, 
Piedmontese beef is the wave of the future. To order in advance, call farmer Russell 
at 830/420-4475. He can be found at the Austin Farmers’ Market at Fourth and 
Guadalupe, Saturdays, 9-lpm, and at Plaza Saltillo Farmers’ Market at Fifth and 
Comal, Thursdays, 4-7pm. P&K Grocery, located at West Mary and South Fifth, always 
carries a small selection of cuts as well. - Kate Thomberry

F00D-0-FILE

A few years back, when the Walgreens company 
initiated the purchase of a tract of land in the 2500 
block of South Lamar, they ran into a buzz saw of 
neighborhood-association opposition and concern over 
the fate of a definitively funky South Austin taqueria. 
The company was eventually able to negotiate the 
neighborhood issues to most everyone’s satisfaction. 
They also saw the wisdom of demonstrating what a 
good corporate neighbor they’d be by factoring a new 
home for the popular eatery into their building plans. 
Well, just as the new Taco Xpress (2529 S. Lamar, 
444-0261) is being prepared for its late-summer 
debut, we’ve heard from concerned readers about 
Walgreens and the potential relocation or demise of 
another beloved neighborhood restaurant. A heartbro- 
ken reader named Martha e-mailed this week 
bemoaning the fact that she’d heard Walgreens had 
purchased land in the 5800 block of Burnet and that 
the iconic Frisco Shop 
(5819 Burnet, 459-6279) 
would disappear. She 
wished there was some- 
thing that could be done 
to keep that from happen- 
ing. Open since 1953, the 
Frisco Shop really is a 
throwback to a bygone 
era, and it’s the last 
remaining outlet of a res- 
taurant dynasty created by 
legendary local restaura- 
teur and former mayor 
Harry Akin. The popular 
restaurant has been 
owned for years by longtime manager Lawrence 
Baker and the husband-and-wife team of Julia and R. 
Harry Akin. “The outpouring of concern from our cus- 
tomers is really touching, but the truth is, nothing is 
definite yet,” Julia Akin told me last week. “Walgreens 
has had their eye on this property for years, but it 
wasn’t available for sale until this spring. This tract of 
land is the original homestead of two sisters who now 
live in Seguin. They’ve finally decided to sell, but the 
owner of the property on the corner just north of us 
has not.” This means Walgreens currently has one 
portion of the tract under contract and is negotiating 
with multiple property owners and business tenants 
with existing leases. The sale of the property is by no 
means complete. At the moment, all Baker and the 
Akins can do is wait to see what happens, but for the 
time being, the Frisco Shop lives! Who knows, if the 
sale of the property is ultimately accomplished, per- 
haps the Walgreens folks will follow their own fine 
example and find a way to include saving the Frisco in 
their final plans... As I was writing this morning, riders 
in the Tour de France were approaching Carcassonne 
in southwestern France, and I couldn’t help but won- 
der if Chronicle contributor MM Pack watched them 
pass. Pack, who is an accomplished private chef in 
addition to being a fine food writer, is spending the 
month of July near Carcassonne, cooking for a group 
of writers and artists at a retreat called the La Muse 
Inn (www.lamuse inn.com). La Muse is owned by an 
American couple and is available for rent by the week 
or month to writers and artists, though chefs like Pack 
aren’t regularly part of the package. While she’s there, 
Pack will be preparing meals based on seasonal, local 
produce, meats, and cheeses paired with wines of the 
region. I am jealous beyond belief and expect a fasci- 
nating story when she returns... Home Slice Pizza 
(1415 S. Congress, 444-7437) owners Jen and 
Joseph Strickland recently welcomed a new member 
to their family. Tiny Highsmith Curcio Strickland 
(4.5 lbs.) bears the maiden names of two of his 
parents' beloved grandmothers and will be known 
as “Hi.”

For all of Texas’ braggin’ 
rights - our size, our economy, 
our Iron Bluebonnets, our foot- 
ball, our mythology - we still 
tend to determine our level of 
sophistication using a measur- 
ing stick created in lands to our 
east. And sometimes we can’t 
even get hold of that ruler! It 
wasn’t until 2006, for cryin’ out 
loud, that Zagat released its first 
Texas restaurant guide, despite 
the fact that Texans in Austin, 

Dallas/Fort Worth, and Flouston 
dine out more frequently than 
denizens of every other major 
U.S. city. Survey?! We don’t 
need no stinkin’ survey! We got 
Enchanted Rock, Lady Bird, the 
Longhorns, and the Driskill Grill. 

Get a load at any of these, and 
anyone will understand how we 
came by the expression “It ain’t 
braggin’ if it’s true" naturally. We 
“got a load” of the Driskill Grill 
again recently and were so plum 
pleased with our dining experi- 
ences that we’d proudly share 
the place with the most demand- 
ing Manhattanite (and have). 

As if you didn’t know, the Grill 
is housed in that grande dame 
of Austin hotels: the Driskill. 

Entering the lobby is a complete, 
barrel-chested Texas experience 
with its elaborately detailed 
pressed-tin roof, ornate Tiffany-inspired chandeliers, sumptuous 
leather sofas, and oversized Western bronze sculptures. No Zen-like, 
minimalist-chic decor here. It’s in-your-face voluptuousness that all 
but screams, “We got money, honey!” In such surroundings, the snob 
might suspect it’s all hat and no cattle. Wrong: From the genuinely 
friendly and exactingly professional service to the lavender-and-choco- 
late truffles, the meal was grand and sophisticated. 

Amid heavy linens and white roses, we were directed to our table 
by the proper hostess, who left us in the hands of our capable wait- 
person, Amanda. We came by the knowledge of her name not by an 
overly familiar introduction of “My name is Amanda, and I'll be your 
waitress this evening,” but by her name on our bill. Her name is 
worth mentioning both for the exacting service she delivered and the 
fact that she’s a she. There’s many a fine dining establishment that 
still employs the paternal practice of only hiring males on the floor. 

The Driskill Grill progressively employs legions of servers, male and 
female, and diners are rewarded with service that is at once profes- 
sional and approachable. 

No one could claim that dining at the Grill is economical, but 
it is entirely fair to say that it’s a value. The pricing is mercifully 
simple, too: $65/person for three courses. Six-course tasting menus 
are available for $95/person, sans vin; or $125 with paired wine 
included. What a relief to be freed from wondering, “Should I order 
the lamb, or will I appear overly extravagant? Does the choice of ribs 
seem miserly?" Our table opted for the three-course dinner and went 
all over the menu with abandon. 

Considering the extensive wine list provided, we decided to forgo 
cocktails and forged ahead through the choices among the pricey 
but delectable offerings. We narrowed our wine options to three and, 
at our server’s suggestion, settled on one after those of us of age 
selected our meals. Having decided on beef and lamb, we went with 
the Beaulieu Vineyard Georges de Latour Private Reserve Cabernet 
Sauvignon 2002 ($86). It was a fantastic choice that only improved as 
the meal progressed and the wine breathed. 

Before any of the first courses arrived, we were treated to three dif- 
ferent amuses-bouches that set the tone for the evening. The tomato 
fanatic in the group was coincidentally presented with a tomato sorbet- 
enhanced creation; our 13-year-old goat-cheese nut received a grape- 


and-goat-cheese treat; and the heat 
fiend received a pepper mousse with 
the tartest and tiniest “salad” of bitter 
greens beside. Each of these Lilliputian 
delights were gorgeously presented 
and just enough to whet the appetite. 

For our meals, the elder in our party 
decided on Heirloom Tomato Salad, 
Smoked Quail, and Charred Beef 
Tenderloin. Our youngest dining com- 
panion chose the Texas Chop Salad, 
Duck Confit Ravioli, and Baked Alaksan 
Halibut. We whose ages are some- 
where in the middle opted for Spinach- 
and-Fig Salad, Pistachio-Crusted Sea 
Scallop, and Rack of Lamb. 

Not only is the food moan-inducing, 
it’s precisely portioned to allow full 
partaking. The tomato salad consisted 
of perhaps six tomato wedges, the 
spinach-fig dish included one sliced fig 
and a petite brush-top of little spinach 
leaves, and the chop salad, the hearti- 
est of the three, came in a ramekin- 
sized portion of chopped bacon, avoca- 
do, bleu cheese, and plantains. At first 
glance, these portions might appear 
skimpy, but in fact the meal is perfectly 
choreographed to awake and induce 
the appetite and allow for the entire 
meal to be consumed without that feel- 
ing of overindulging to bursting. 

The second course proved as sat- 
isfying as the first. The duck ravioli 
g was rich with succulent meat, and the 
i quail superb, with gently smoked meat 
§ encased by a crispy skin and accom- 
5 panied by a cool tequila-spiked granita. 
= One spectacular scallop, encrusted 
with finely crushed pistachio, provided 
the centerpiece of a dish that also included a fluffy scallop quenelle and 
chanterelle mushrooms. Our server took care to familiarize us with our 
selections as they arrived, answering questions and repeating informa- 
tion with an enthusiasm that betrayed her appreciation of the food. 

The climax of the meal was achieved spectacularly when the fish, 
lamb, and beef arrived. Each plate is artfully but unpretentiously present- 
ed with a swipe of brown butter, a swirl of truffled potato puree, and a 
jaunty pane of Parmesan cracker tucked in porcini risotto. The tenderloin 
was a wonder of beefy flavor that often eludes this cut, encased in a 
charred crust that yielded a perfectly medium-rare interior. Equally delec- 
table were the full-flavored lamb chops, offset brilliantly with a herby 
broth and two crispy-sweet garlic chips. Sweetly fresh halibut was simply 
and perfectly baked and set atop haricots verts that were mercifully 
cooked, not just blanched, releasing their full flavor. Contrasting tastes 
played off each other brilliantly without ever obscuring one another. By 
this time in the meal, the full essence of the wine had been released, 
and its richness paired ideally with the meat. 

Though each of us cleaned our plates, we had just enough appetite 
left to sample the dessert offerings of pastry chef A. Mark Chapman. 
Among the three of us, we sampled the Vanilla Panna Cotta With Peach 
Soup ($9), Toasted Hazelnut Creme Brulee ($7), and an elegant Opera 
Cake ($9). The simplicity of the panna cotta choice was highlighted by 
the supersnazzy presentation in a winged bowl of oversized proportions. 
Crackling under its caramelized crust of sugar, the creme custard had a 
crisp accompaniment of candied hazelnuts. The Opera Cake absolutely 
defined opulence. 

Confidently at the helm of this impressive operation is executive chef 
David Bull, whose brilliance has been regularly lauded in these parts. 

His profile is about to be raised exponentially by his upcoming appear- 
ance on Iron Chef America, where he, sous chef Jason Maddy, chef de 
cuisine Josh Watkins take on Bobby Flay. Their appearance marks the 
first by Texas chefs and represents evidence of the Driskill’s sophistica- 
tion with a measuring stick recognized by millions! Bull follows up this 
appearance with the creation of Heat, an Austin-based reality food show 
that he’s producing and hoping that KLRU will pick up. While we wish 
him well in these showbiz endeavors and applaud the vindication they 
represent, please, Mr. Bull, remember to dance with who brung ya and 
keep cooking, too. - Barbara Chisholm 




LEE'S KITCHEN

After two thrilling visits to Lee’s, we have 
a good fix on the kitchen’s capabilities with 
Vietnamese cuisine. On our first, we decided 
to try the standbys you can find anywhere: Goi 
cuon, the time-honored fresh spring roll, came 
two to a plate for $2.75. The rice paper and 
vegetables inside were perfectly fresh, the way 
you get them when they roll them just when 
ordered. Even the sauce tasted fresh. It was 
clear that the kitchen was attending to details. 
For our main course, we tried the Bun Thit 
Nuong, barbecued pork with vermicelli ($6.35), 
which again tasted fresh and delicious. The 
pork was especially tender and tasty and nicely 
sauced, accompanied by a milder than usual 
Nuoc Cham. 

For our second visit, we decided to delve a 
little deeper into the menu. B1 cuon ($2.75), 
two rice-paper rolls stuffed with shredded 
pork and skin, tasted great with the accom- 
panying Nuoc Cham. The Pho Bo Tai Nam 
($4.95) was an enormous bowl of fragrant 
soup, redolent of herbs and spices, complex 
and comforting at the same time. The thinly 
sliced steak and flank meat were well-done, 
just right for the soup. 

The best thing we tried was Com Suon B1 
Hot Ga Op La ($6.95), which featured perfectly 
cooked rice along with some tasty barbecued 
pork chops and shredded pork, all topped with 
a fried egg, sunny-side up. The taste combina- 
tion was superb. 

We do have one criticism: They have decided 
to put the tubs with the dirty dishes from the 
previous diners in plain sight of everyone sitting 
on the right side of the restaurant. This issue is 
fixable with a couple of simple screened room 
dividers. Otherwise, the restaurant and its rest- 
rooms were impeccably clean. 

Lee’s Kitchen inhabits the place previously 
occupied by one of Austin’s finest Asian chefs, 
Jeff Liu, of Bistro 88 and Noodle-ism fame. 
When the folks at Lee’s Kitchen moved in, they 
had big shoes to fill, and they have done an 
outstanding job. They offer great food, gracious 
service, and fair prices, a winning combination.

And Clerks II was what was speaking to me right then. I gotta follow my 
gut. And my gut’s pretty big, so I tend to follow it. 

AC: Speaking of depth and nuance, let’s talk about what’s almost certain 
to be the hottest catch phrase of the year: “Ass-to-mouth." It takes a cer- 
tain mad genius to mine comedy gold from such a nasty crack as that ... 
KS: Every once in a while, I surf porn sites, because, A) I’m a dude; 
and, B) back when I worked at a convenience store, I had access to 
nudie mags, and then, after Clerks took off, life changed, and I haven’t 
bought or even looked at a porn mag in years. And, five or six years 
later, I looked through an issue of Hustler, and it had kind of jumped in 
what they could show.

One in The Godfather: Part II, where Fredo takes Michael to the 
donkey show in Cuba, and then the one in Bachelor Party, which is 
actually aborted because the donkey gets high on drugs. To my mind, 
the donkey show is like an urban legend, where you're like, “Man, I 
wanna see one of those because I've been hearing about 'em for 
years.” And they don't really fucking exist, or at least not in any way, 
shape, or form I could find. I went to Tijuana once when I was at the 
San Diego Comic Con, and we drove around that city for four hours and 
could not find one fucking donkey show. Now you can go online and 
see pictures of it, but still. ■

New Jersey has been the butt of so many jokes over 
the years that, in the eyes of the rest of the country, 
having as a state nickname the phrase “Garden State” 
feels like some aging Catskills yukkster’s musty punch- 
line. Ba-da-bing! But, no, seriously, folks, you should 
hear the one about the portly comic-book geek from 
Red Bank who parlayed his stint as a snarky clerk mon- 
key stuck in a nowheresville convenience store into one 
of American independent filmmaking’s finest hour-and- 
a-halves.

So it was Kevin Smith, who, with the gleefully no-bud- 
get comedy Clerks , struck pay dirt first time out and 
hasn’t looked back since, not even for film school, mak- 
ing it up as he goes along with a series of movies that 
are almost always both vulgar and endearing. Be it the 
bloodied but unbowed hearts of Chasing Amy or the 
entertaining Zen-master stoner-isms of Jay and Silent 
Bob Strike Back, Smith has, almost inadvertently, ^

The Chronicle spoke with Smith about Clerks II before the film’s 
recent regional premiere and discovered that, when it comes right down 
to it (or on it, or whatever), it’s really all about the ass. - Marc Savlov 


Austin Chronicle: In the 12 years since Clerks was first released, 
you’ve gotten married, had a child, and, for wont of a better phrase, 
grown up a bit. Which is something that would have been anathema to 
the Quick Stop crew of the original film. How difficult, or how easy, was 
it to slip back into the world of Dante and Randal and that whole 
slacky groove? 

Kevin Smith: Technically, although I hadn’t written it for Brian 
[O’Halloran] and Jeff [Anderson], they had a small part in Jay and Silent 
Bob Strike Back, after which we did a short called “The Flying Car,” 
which aired on the Leno show back in 2002. So, I'd worked with them 
since then, but all the characters I do pretty much talk the same, all of 
them speaking in different degrees of my own voice. From that angle, 
slipping back into that head space wasn't a problem at all. I've never 
left that head space. Getting the gang back together was a little harder 
than I expected it to be. I knew Jeff might be a bit difficult, because 
he’s had a love/hate relationship with his character Randal over the 
years. He's the dude who didn't necessarily want to be an actor. And 
then he did Clerks, it got attention, and ever since people will ask him 
why he hasn’t been in any other movies, you know? Well, he’s got a 
successful tile-import business, and Clerks was just something fun he 
did years ago. I imagine that can get kind of irritating. I remember one 
time he said, “You ruined baseball caps for me, man. I can’t put one 
on much less spin it around without people hounding me as if I were 
this dude Randal.” So, just when he was getting comfortable with that 
aspect of his nonacting career, I show up and go “Dude, let’s do Clerks 
//!’’ But Jeff’s argument was “Why do a sequel that’s probably not going 
to be as good as the original and could even potentially damage the 
rep of Clerk s?” 

I’m not trying to be better than Clerks; I just want to be “as good 
as,” while bringing everything we've learned over the course of making 
six movies to bear in the flick. Clerks was our first film; it was total 
amateur hour. But I've got a story to tell, and I think it's a worthy suc- 
cessor. And eventually both Brian and Jeff were on board. Jeff called 
me to tell me the script was hysterical, and then he said, “Oddly 
enough, you don’t ring any of the same bells from the first one; it's not 
a retread, but, more importantly, you show some depth to the charac- 
ters. But I want to ask you one more time: Are you sure this is what 
you want to do?” And, honestly, it was either this or The Green Hornet.

Warner Home Video, $59.98 

In the 1930s, Universal owned the hor- 
ror franchise, and RKO had Fred Astaire. 

But Warner Bros, had cock o’ the walk 
gangster James Cagney, which trumped 
them both. “Every time I see him work,” 
commented Will Rogers, “I’m reminded 
of a whole bunch of firecrackers going off 
all at once.” Gritty urban melodramas like 
The Public Enemy introduced a new breed 
of movie icon - streetwise “tough guys” 
like Cagney, dapper George Raft, pug-ugly 
Edward G. Robinson, and up-and-comer 
Humphrey Bogart (invariably fourth-billed). 
These weren’t mere actors, they were 
new American archetypes, with legions of 
impressionable young boys mimicking their 
trademark mannerisms and staccato rat-a- 
tat delivery. But by the mid-Thirties, prohibi- 
tion was repealed, and the Breen Office 
was pressuring the studio to set a better 
example for America’s youth. Nothing can 
suck the fun out of the Big House faster 
than a reformed criminal. 

A frustrated Cagney left Warner in 
search of more diverse roles, and when he 
returned, he got what he wanted - but it 
wasn’t what moviegoers craved. Audiences 
preferred Cagney on the wrong side of 
the law, not playing heroic roles in such 
schoolmarm morality tales as G Men, Each 
Dawn I Die (wherein he was paired with 
his old rival, Raft), and City for Conquest. 

A law-abiding Cagney was mostly fuse with 
very little bang. Warner tried to revive the 
ailing genre by adding romance (usually 
Ann Sheridan), gauche musical numbers, 
and comedy. They even mutated the genre 
in 1938’s A Slight Case of Murder, taking 
Robinson’s “Little Caesar” persona and 
casting him into out-and-out farce. After 
that, what was 
left but Bugs 
Bunny parodies? 

This six-disc box 
set spotlights 
the end of an 
era, an intrigu- 
ing glimpse into 
both a studio 
and society in 
transition. The 
main attractions 
may fire mostly 
blanks, but the special features pack real 
heat: Each movie comes with a “Warner 
Night at the Movies” package, re-creating a 
typical circa-1930s night out at the movies, 
complete with period newsreels, cartoons, 
shorts, and coming attractions. Add to that 
studio blooper reels, audio commentary, 
radio broadcasts, and new featurettes, and 
you have a connoisseur’s dream.

Amy Sedaris on 'Strangers With Candy'

Like a phoenix - a ratty, 47-year-old bisexual ex-con-junkie-streetwalker phoenix with 
serious malocclusion and daddy issues - rising up from the detritus of cable-TV obscurity 
and film-distribution limbo, the feature-length “prequel” to the cult Comedy Central series 
Strangers With Candy arrives. In doing so, it reinforces that anti-heroine Jerri Blank is indeed 
the high-school-comedy genre’s strangest bird, while also making clear that brilliant programs 
often founder when migrating from the small screen to the big. 

Its star, Amy Sedaris, is best known as the sister of essayist David and from her appearances on 
The Late Show With David Letterman (whose production company ultimately bankrolled and execu- 
tive-produced the picture). However, the diminutive performer is an uncommon comedic talent 
outright and has quiedy amassed her own wonderfully twisted renaissance as a playwright, author, 
actress, voice-over artist, and cupcake and cheeseball entrepreneur (and those are actual cupcakes 
and cheeseballs as opposed to adjectives). Running three seasons from 1999 through 2001, 
Strangers With Candy was crafted by Sedaris with fellow Second City alums Stephen Colbert and Paul 
Dinello (making his feature directorial debut here) as a hysterical and wildly subversive afterschool 
special that was embraced far more by the gabba-gabba-hey set than by the yadda yadda yaddas. 

In June, the Chronicle spoke to Sedaris by phone at her home in New York City, prior to the 
select release of the film.

Austin Chronicle: How was your overall high 
school experience, and what was your circle of 
friends like? 

Amy Sedaris: I got along with everybody. I 
wasn’t in a clique. I could talk to potheads just 
as much as I could talk to popular people. I 
was in a lot of clubs. I was in Girl Scouts up 
to my senior year. I wasn’t a bully, no. I ran 
sports; I was on the track team. I fit in. I wasn’t 
odd. I ran for student class council and won. 
I would always do the talent shows when they 
had them. I was in drama. I was, you know, a 
class clown. 

AC: You’ve stated that the film is really for misfits, 
outcasts, and ugly people. That what did you devel- 
op this real kinship for people on the margins? 

AS: I am a magnet for them [laughs] . I’m drawn 
to them, and they’re drawn to me. I just think 
they’re a lot more interesting than the pretty 
people with their pretty-people problems - it 
just doesn’t interest me. I don’t think there’s a 
whole lot of stuff out there for that audience, 
and then I think we just find the same things 
funny, so we click. 

AC: Your gift for facial expressiveness, your 
stature, and comedic physicality, along with the 
plucky prostitute archetype, are so evocative of 
Giulietta Masina in Fellini’s Nights of Cabiria ... 
AS: That’s funny you should mention the 
Fellini films. Paul Dinello mentioned that 
about Fellini’s wife in Nights of Cabiria, that 
she’s sort of the tragic clown, and so is Jerri. 
AC: There’s so much similarity, I was wondering 
if that film has informed your work. 

AS: I was already doing Jerri. I saw that film 
for the first time probably about two years ago, 
and I loved it, and I could see what Paul was 
talking about. I loved it because I’m not good 
with words, you know what I mean? I read 
like crazy, but I’m not very good at reading 
out loud, and I’m not very articulate. And so, 
I would rather just act things out and show it 
with an expression than having to explain it, 
and why my test for anything I do is if you can 
turn the volume and still follow it. Like, when 
I would come home from Strangers With Candy

and it was on TY I would turn it down and 
sit and watch the episode without listening to 
the words. That’s my test: that deaf people or 
people of a different country would be able to 
follow it. 

AC: What was the biggest challenge while filming? 
AS: For me personally as Amy Sedaris, it was 
challenging because it was really hot. I mean, 
like, really hot. And I had the fatty suit on and 
the wig and the turtlenecks, and I had stitches 
in my mouth. So, in the prison scene, that’s 
the first day of shooting, and I had all these 
stitches, and it was very difficult for me to 
make the face because I was stretching them. 
So the reason that’s a montage now is because 
I did such a bad job that day. I just had a 
really difficult time getting into Jerri with those 
stitches. It was hard. 

AC: I don’t mean to pry into a personal health 
matter, but was that surgery something that was 
scheduled or was it sudden? Because that just 
seems like the most horrible ... 

AS: It was sudden. Then I didn’t want to take 
the painkillers. I saved them for after the movie 
because I didn’t want to be on Vicodin. Then 
the heat; I remember when I had to do the 
classroom scene where I come in and describe 
the bomb - pitch black. My mind was com- 


pletely black. Nothing came to my mind. There 
was no air whatsoever in the building; it was 
so hot. I couldn’t concentrate; I couldn’t think 
of anything. 

AC: Why wasn’t there air conditioning? 

AS: We couldn’t afford it. And then, even if 
you could afford it, you shut it down while 
you’re filming so it’s, like, just as hot. Then 
I had the fatty suit on, and I lost at least 12 
pounds. The only scene I didn’t wear the fatty 
suit in was in the car scene where I’m waiting 
for my mom to come out of the house and I’m 
honking the horn, I just left my boxer shorts 
on. Then, in the eating scenes, I was really 
eating. I wasn’t spitting that food out because 
I was so hungry. 

AC: I thought Jerri appeared less twitchy than in 
the series. 

AS: Yeah, I didn’t go back and watch the series 
before I did the movie. I thought then that 
would be me trying to ... I just thought I am 
Jerri, and this is who Jerri is now, so I didn’t 
go back and try to remember a lot of stuff that 
I did. I just figured it’s been a long time since I 
did her last, so I’ll just see what happens. 

AC: Could you talk about being directed by some- 
one who you’ve known so well for so long? 

AS: That was hard. First of all, Stephen and I 
both insisted that Paul direct. When we were 
like, “Juan [Jose Campanell, series creator] 
can’t do it,” Stephen and I said, “Well, you 
gotta do it.” We love Juan, and, sure, it was too 
bad Juan can’t do it, but we were like, “Paul, 
you are a director; you’ve done tons of short 
films. We all kind of direct each other when 
we’re on set.” We’re like, “Do it! This is your 
chance.” So, we really had to talk Paul into 
doing it. And he was a fantastic director: hav- 
ing to handle all these celebrities and worry 
about the storyline. It was funny watching him 
direct dressed up as Jellineck. But it was hard 
for me because I didn’t get that normal pat 
on the back or that encouragement because 
he knows me so well. He wouldn’t say, “That 
sucked, do it again.” But he was like, “Uh-uh, 
it’s not right.” I wasn’t getting that positive 


reinforcement that I needed, which I didn’t 
think I ever needed, but I got. I’d rather give 
the director something than them have to ask 
me for it. So it was harder for me to give to 
Paul because the more I gave to Paul then he 
would turn around and ask me for something, 
and it just pissed me off. I like to be watched, 
not directed, so it was a little bit harder and 
probably hard for him too. But at the same 
time, he helped home me in some. Things are 
a lot bigger on film, and I’m a pretty broad 
performer, so he was really good at honing me 
back a lot. 

AC: You’ve remained incredibly productive since 
the film wrapped in 2004, but could you talk 
about what it was like to have the film go into 
distribution limbo? It showed at Sundance in ’05, 
but how was the experience of waiting? 

AS: I wasn’t because I was working on some- 
thing else, and so was Stephen, and Paul was 
helping me with the book [I Like You: Hospitality 
Under the Influence], So, we had other projects 
going on, so that wasn’t on my mind. I didn’t 
pay attention to what was going on with the 
film; I just knew it would come out when it was 
supposed to come out. I said even if it goes 
straight to video, then that’s what’s going to 
happen. Of course it’s not going to come out 
when it’s supposed to - it’s Strangers With 
Candy, it’s Jerri Blank, it’s losers, it’s, like, of 
course. C’mon. I go, “And it’s only going to help 
us, especially a film like this.” Again, you just 
don’t get that chance. It’s harder for ugly peo- 
ple. And it’s harder for this film. And it’ll just 
happen when we least expect it. I go, “It’s some 
freakish seed we’ve planted, and it’s going to 
sprout when we don’t want it to sprout, and it’s 
going to do a lot of damage.” ■

Woman

Move over, Carrie Bradshaw. 

There’s a new dame on TY and she’s 
earned every bit of my adoration, 
and not because she offers easy wish 
fulfillment in a tidy 30 minutes. No, 
this woman is a woman’s woman. 

Beautiful, smart, not so hot with 
men, a better friend to her gal pal 
than she is to herself. Talented, and 
yet not quite grasping that brass 
ring. The woman is Jackie Woodman, as 
played by Laura Kightlinger in The Minor 
Accomplishments of Jackie Woodman. 

Some may know Kightlinger from her stand- 
up act and specials on HBO and Comedy 
Central. Most likely, you’ve seen her on Will 
& Grace as the blazingly funny Sheila, the 
nurse with the nonexistent bedside manner. 
Kightlinger currently appears on the HBO 
series Lucky Louie , playing the impossibly 
bodacious wife to the schlubby Mike (Michael 
G. Hagerty). Now, Kightlinger stars front 
and center in her own series, right where she 
belongs. That’s the good news. The bad news 
is that it appears on IFC, meaning that if you 
don’t have cable, you’re out of luck. If you’re 
smart, you’ll spring to catch this limited, eight- 
episode series about a struggling screenwriter 
created by Kightlinger. 

The long-legged, dark-haired beauty could 
have taken the easy route, playing off her obvi- 
ous sex appeal. Instead, she goes for broke, 
playing a strong woman with some real, oh- 
so-familiar issues. Unlike Carrie, Jackie’s life 
is not all about shopping sprees, going to 
fabulous parties, and bedding intriguing men, 
though, hey, I have to confess, that part of the 
Sex and the City fantasy was just too delicious 
to resist. 

Sure, Jackie has a fabulous Los Angeles 
apartment that’s humorously accessible to 
just about anyone who needs to drop by, but 
that’s where the similarity with Carrie stops. 
Abruptly. When it’s revealed thatjackie doesn’t 
have a car and shows no intention of getting 
one, I knew she was my kind of woman. 

“You don’t have a car? What do you do? You 
just walk up to places?” the prissy, sycophantic 
assistant to Jackie’s editor chortles. 

Jackie doesn’t need a car because she mostly 
works from home, and Tara, her best friend 
from high school, has the wheels. Nicholle 
Tom, who played the eldest daughter on The 
Nanny , stars as Tara, all grown up and more 
than able to fling back the sass the more-jaded 
Jackie dishes out. As a low-level assistant at a 
film-production company, Tara’s the go-get- 
ter in the pair, schmoozing to meet the right 
people, not just for her own career, but because 
she believes in her friend’s work (Jackie is try- 
ing to finish a screenplay on the early days of 
the Roller Derby). While Jackie loathes every

moment of each “important” party she finds 
herself at, Tara is striking up breathless small 
talk with power brokers who will forget her 
name as soon as their cell phones ring. As gal 
pals, Jackie and Tara’s bond is built on devo- 
tion. They are Laveme and Shirley, without the 
wide-eyed pretense. They are not always nice 
to each other - in fact, they can be downright 
bitchy to each other - but they are there for 
each other when it matters. When all the crap 
jobs, the lousy men, and the dashed hopes fall 
away, they remain. And that is the most real- 
istic element of this witty, hard-edged view of 
two aging women trying to make it in the boys’ 
club of Hollywood. 

But this is not simply a buddy sitcom. 
Like other Hollywood-insider series (Action, 
Entourage), Minor Accomplishments is an 
unflinching look at the Hollywood machine 
from those living on its fringes. Jackie and 
Tara still have souls: Battered and bitter, they 
are still human. The world they hope to enter 
into seems hopelessly cruel. And, while you 
worry for them, you still root for them, hoping 
that maybe they will be the ones to see their 
dreams realized without losing what makes 
them admirable.

THE PRODUCER 


“I've always had a predisposition to figuring 
stuff out," says Erik Wofford, the soft-spo- 
ken local producer whose recent credits 
include Voxtrot, Snowden, the Black 
Angels, the Octopus Project, and Okkervil 
River. “I’ve always been curious how things 
work. I’ve always loved music and studied it 
really carefully, and always knew that I had to 
learn it on my own terms.” A big fan of 
Sixteen Deluxe while attending Austin’s 
McCallum High School, Wofford, 27, record- 
ed more than 100 bands for KVRX's weekly 
Local Live program and was present the July 
4 when Breaker Morant walked out of the 
station and decided to change their name to 
Explosions in the Sky. His first project was 
friends Experimental Aircraft; others 
include Western Keys, EITS, early work with 
My Morning Jacket, and forthcoming albums 
from Youngmond Grand, Zookeeper, La La 
Land, AM Syndicate, Til We’re Blue or 



Destroy, and Tia Carrera. “I end up being 
friends with most of the bands I work with," 
says Wofford from behind the board of 

Cacophony Recorders, the spacious, Daniel 
Lanois-inspired East Austin studio he shares 
with local musician and producer Darwin 
Smith. “It’s a much better way to work than 
to just look at these bands as a paycheck.” 
Wofford, who recently joined Steve Lillywhite, 
Niko Bolas, and the Matrix on L.A. producer- 
management firm Worlds End’s roster, has 
certainly found an unusual way to apply his 
UT geology degree. “Geology’s a mixture of 
science and creativity, and that’s kind of what 
I do,” he says. “I handle the technical part of 
making a recording, and that lets people let 
loose and do whatever they want.” 




One year from now, if all goes 
according to plan, watching a show at 
the Austin Music Hall will be a 
significantly different experience. 

Last Tuesday, owner Direct 
Events and developer 
Andrews Urban announced 
plans for a $5 million interior 
and exterior renovation of the 
12-year-old venue. “It’s a great 
opportunity to capture a lot of 
the talent that we as a company, 
and possibly Austin, have not 
had the opportunity to bring 
in,” says Direct Events owner 

Tim O’Connor. The overall square footage will increase from 22,000 to 42,000, mostly verti- 
cally, nearly doubling the capacity for seated shows - some permanent seats will be installed 
- and bringing the general-admission cap from 3,000 to “somewhere in the fours.” Additional 
plans call for a mezzanine level, a larger stage, no floor obstructions, better air conditioning, 
more bathrooms and alcohol points-of-sale, and a three-story “chimney” that will allow cur- 
tains, backdrops, and scenery.

CHARLIE FITCH 1918-2006 

Charlie Fitch, whose Sarg Records 

released the recording debuts of Doug Sahm 
and Willie Nelson, died May 7 in Luling, his 
home of more than 55 years. A native of 
Hallettsville, Fitch enlisted in the Army Air 
Corps in 1940, served as a tail gunner on B- 
17 bombers during World War II, and was a 
German prisoner of war in 1944-45. He mar- 
ried Bennie Lou Bassett of Luling in 
September 1945 and worked at San Antonio’s 
Brooks Air Force Base until his honorable 
discharge in 1950. He then moved to Luling 
and started the Luling Phonograph & 
Record Shop, and began Sarg Records in 
December 1953 with Neal Merritt’s “Korean 
Love Song.” In 1954 Dave Isbell & the 
Mission City Playboys, featuring Willie 
Nelson on lead guitar, recorded for the label, 
and a 12-year-old Doug Sahm released “A 
Real American Joe” in January 1955. Drawing 
from a talent pool that stretched from Houston 
to San Antonio to South Texas for more than 
35 years, Sarg released more than 150 sin- 
gles in Western swing, country, polka, rockabil- 
ly, rock & roll, R&B, and conjunto; its biggest 
hit was Cecil Moore's 1964 instrumental 
“Diamond Back.” Fitch was also Caldwell 
County's Veterans Services Officer for several 
years and is survived by three daughters and 
a son. In 1999, Dutch label Bear Family 
released the still-available 4-CD box set The 
Sarg Records Anthology. Charles Wesley Fitch

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La Onda 
Chicano 

Sunny Ozuna, still talking - to you, me, 
and Texicans everywhere

Despite the October demise of the city’s last Tejano radio sta- 
tion (www.austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2006-02-17/music 
feature.html), the sticky-hot spring night of Saturday, April 22, 
unquestionably constituted a banner moment for Tejano music 
in Austin. 

As the sun receded behind the UT Tower, thousands of Tejano 
fans filed into Bass Concert Hall for “Los Grandes de la Musica 
Tejana.” The gala concert brought “Little Joe” Hernandez, 
Austin’s Ruben Ramos, and Sunny Ozuna together on one bill 
to celebrate the 35th anniversary of the university’s Center for 
Mexican-American Studies. Backed by an orquesta drawn from 
Hernandez’s La Familia and Ramos’ Mexican Revolution, these 
three pioneers of “La Onda Chicana” broke ground once more 
by playing the first-ever Tejano concert at UT 

Show-opener Ozuna took to the stage dressed resplendently 
in a zoot suit and feather-topped fedora. Stomping off the tempo 
to begin each song, he wooed the excited crowd with fleshed-out 
renditions of romantic, proto-Tejano staples like “Carino Nuevo,” 
“Put Me in Jail,” and, of course, his calling card, “Talk to Me.” 

Nearly 43 years after Sunny & the Sunglows hit with that Texas 
Top 40 classic (www.austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2002- 
ll-08/music_string_all.html), Ozuna shows no outward signs of 
slowing down. The gregarious 62-year-old performer still shuttles 
effortlessly between musical genres and concert circuits, using 
years of gauging the pulse of San Antonio dance floors to tailor 
his shows to the audience at hand. 

“Tejano has turned out to be 150 percent dancers, man,” Ozuna 
tells me after the show. “We are dancers! They can’t stand to sit in 
one place. They’re going crazy in the chairs. It’s in their blood to 
want to get up and just tear up the dance floor. It’s rough for them 
out there right now.” 

□ 

One of 12 children, Ildefonso Fraga Ozuna was bom in 1943 
on the south side of San Antonio. You might assume Ozuna 
became “Sunny” on account of his winning smile. In fact, 
“Sunny” evolved from “Bunny,” his childhood nickname. 

“I was real white when I was first bom,” Ozuna laughs. “I looked 
like a little white bunny rabbit. They didn’t think I belonged!” 

Against the backdrop of rock & roll’s emergence, Ozuna 
formed his first garage combo in 1957 with future Latin Breed 
founder/sax player Rudy Guerra. The fledging act’s earliest gigs 
were at school talent shows, carnivals, and the like. When they 
finally settled on a moniker that stuck, Ozuna got 
a new nickname out of the deal. 

“I come from the ‘and the’ days,” Ozuna says. 

“Little Anthony and the Imperials, Gary Lewis 
and the Playboys, Danny and the Juniors, that 
type of thing. Our very first little job was in 
Houston. I think we got $100 for it. We were 
on our way to Houston, and we saw a sign on 
the side of the road that said, ‘Sunglow Feed 
Company.’ We thought that sounded cool, but 
when it came to ‘and the,’ ‘Bunny and the Sunglows’ wasn’t 
going to cut it.” 

San Antonio’s rich intersection of musical tangents proved to 
be a perfect breeding ground for what would become known as 
Tejano music. One place Ozuna found inspiration was in Fats 
Domino’s boogie-woogie piano triplets rolling down U.S. 90 


out of New Orleans. The Fat Man’s “Blueberry Hill” was also 
the first tune Ruben Ramos sang before an audience while still 
playing drums for his brother Alfonso’s band. 

“When we started, Ritchie Valens was big, Fats Domino was 
big, Elvis was big, and the Beatles were just getting started,” 
Ozuna recalls. “In between all that, you had the doo-wop 
groups. So San Antonio became a lover of doo-wops. 

“We had teenage shows that came on the radio in the after- 
noon after school. One was called Top Teen Tunes on KUKA. 

They mainly played Norteno music for the west 
side of town, but they played Top Teen Tunes in 
the afternoon. Most of the baby boomers that 
still support the music grew up with that teen 
show, and they all went to dances where local 
groups would cross a little conjunto with doo- 
wop and add Texas flavor to it.” 

Closer to home, Sunny & the Sunglows were 
also influenced by the big-band-flavored orques- 
ta sound. “We all looked up to the Isidro Lopez 
Orquesta out of Corpus,” Ozuna says. “His biggest competi- 
tor at that time was the Alfonso Ramos Orquesta, which was 
Ruben’s brother. They had a full orchestra of 10 or 12 musicians 
and were doing the Benny Goodman-type orchestra. 

“We were studying what they were doing, but they were 
going one step further than what we wanted to. We came up 


with something that was more like a combo. We were just kids 
out of high school, and we weren’t equipped to do that, so we 
had a tenor sax, alto sax, and a trumpet doing a 1-3-5 harmony. 
That was a far as the horn section went.” 

Ozuna and the Sunglows released their first single, “Just a 
Moment,” in 1959. Later that year, the group put out its first 
Spanish-language single, a version of Mexican composer Jose 
Alfredo Jimenez’s “Pa, Todo El Ano,” on their own Sunglow 
imprint. 1962’s “Golly Gee” was enough of a regional hit to 
warrant reissue on Columbia’s OKeh subsidiary. 

For the follow-up, Ozuna reached back to his childhood. 
Weekdays after school, the aspiring musico often hung out at 
the Palm Heights Recreation Center. While other kids played 
basketball and tennis, he was drawn to the piano, where future 
San Antonio R&B legend Randy Garibay repeatedly banged out 
a song called “Talk to Me” at Ozuna’s insistence. 

“It’s amazing to me how he never thought of recording the 
song,” Ozuna says of Garibay, who died of cancer in 2002. “He 
sounded just like Johnny Mathis. I think it’s the way the Lord 
works, man. It just wasn’t meant for him even though he had 
the song in his hands.” 

“Talk to Me” was written by Joe Seneca, a New York-based 
songwriter who later became a successful character actor, 
starring opposite Ralph Macchio in the 1986 Robert Johnson

allegory Crossroads. Although Seneca’s own 
version of “Talk to Me” didn’t chart, Little 
Willie John’s rendition was a Top 20 pop hit in 
1958. Five years later, Sunny & the Sunglows 
took it higher, reaching No. 1 1 in Billboard after 
producer Huey P Meaux released it on his Tear 
Drop label. 

“I recorded ‘Talk to Me’ in a recording studio 
that’s no longer there,” Ozuna relates. “It was 
called Texas Sound Recording Studio. There 
was a gentleman, Jeff Smith, who owned this 
little studio. He never thought he would have 
such a big hit come out of his place. He was a 
beautiful man. He really helped us a lot.” 

By 1963, personnel changes prompted 
Ozuna to change the name of the Sunglows to 
the Sunliners. Meanwhile, he was still finishing 
his senior year at Burbank High School. “When 
the song took off, I went to my principal and 
said, ‘Look, I’m just occupying space for some- 
body who really needs the education,”’ he 
remembers. “Believe it or not, he gave me 2Vi 
credits for graduation.” 

The success of “Talk to Me” also garnered 
Ozuna a trip to Philadelphia, where he became 
the first Tejano performer to appear on Dick 
Clark’s American Bandstand. Suddenly every 
kid in San Antonio knew who he was. 

“All the kids weren’t really up on what I was 
doing in high school,” Ozuna chuckles. “They 
were into rock & roll, but this was all hap- 
pening in the media and on the radio. They 
didn’t really start paying attention until I got 
to American Bandstand. That’s when everyone 
started saying, ‘Yeah, this is my buddy!’” 

□ 

Although “Talk to Me” was Ozuna’s only 
Top 40 hit, his ability to fit comfortably along- 
side both Jose Alfredo Jimenez and Wilson 
Pickett served him well throughout the Sixties. 
The Sunliners could play “Brown-Eyed Soul” 
with the best of them, even backing Houston’s 
Archie Bell & the Drells on “Dog Eat Dog,” the 
flip side of “Tighten Up.” By singing in both 
English and Spanish and embodying a variety 
of styles that made everyone want to dance, 
Sunny & the Sunliners helped build a template 
for an emerging new musical style. 

“‘Talk to Me’ brought attention for what 
would now be known as Tejano music, but we 
didn’t have a title for it,” Ozuna says. “We were 
calling it, ‘the Tex-Mex sound,’ and ‘Musica 
Chicana.’ Through the years it became Tejano 
music. It was music that expressed the feelings 
and emotions of people who lived in Texas. A 
lot of it still had accordion and a conjunto feel, 
but it was our version of what ‘Tex-Mex’ was 
going to be about. 

“We gave the music a little more class. We 
did the big arrangements with the horns, a lot 
of keyboards, and a more modernized sound 
that went under the title of Tejano.” 

A few clicks up 1-35 in Temple, Little Joe 
& the Latinaires were making a name for 
themselves with a similar sound, mixing rock, 
soul, and rancheras in small-town dance halls 
throughout the Southwest. 

“We ran across Little Joe when we started 
working more outside of San Antonio,” Ozuna 
says. “We wondered who they were and how it 
was possible that we were both doing something 
along the same lines. We played battle-of-the- 
bands shows with them and we packed them in. 


“We kind of became friends, but we were 
also rivals. If he had something good, I would 
want to do it better, and if I had something 
good, he would want to do it better.” 

This late Sixties/early Seventies musical 
growth took place against the backdrop of the 
emerging Chicano Movement, hence the moni- 
ker, “La Onda Chicana.” As the movement cel- 
ebrated a cultural identity distinct from Anglo 
and Mexican culture, musicians like Ozuna 
and Hernandez provided the soundtrack. 

“As people from Texas, we wanted to relate 
to something,” explains Ozuna. “Country does 
that for Anglos, but for Hispanics, we really 
didn’t have anything we could say is us. 


“So what Joe and I and people from our 
school tried to do was set these little rules for 
what we were all doing - knowingly or unknow- 
ingly - where we would put these different 
kinds of music together. Then we would work 
with the arrangements to reach a point where 
you’d say we were Texans playing Tejano.” 
Slowly but surely, Tejano became viable 
in an increasing number of markets outside 
Texas, a trend Ozuna attributes to migration 
coupled with word of mouth. 

“A lot of Tejanos migrated to other states 
and promoted us without even knowing it,” he 
says. “They would tell their friends about us 
and request our songs on the radio. 


“Then we got to the day when we could go 
to all these places, but we were taking [mon- 
etary] beatings with overnight promoters. If I 
wasn’t taking beatings, Little Joe was, so we 
tried to exchange information with each other 
about who to watch out for.” 

□ 

In between recordings and tours, Ozuna 
found time to appear in the 1974 Mexican film, 
La Muerte de Pancho Villa. He even did a morn- 
ing drive-time stint on Houston’s KYST-AM. “It 
was this little bitty AM station,” Ozuna recalls, 
“but we were setting the world on fire.” 

It’s not surprising to discover Ozuna has 
strong opinions regarding conglomerate-owned 
radio stations abandoning Tejano for regional 
Mexican music in a bid to increase listenership 
among recent immigrants. In addition to losing 
Tejano radio in Austin, key stations in Houston 
and Dallas/Fort Worth recently dropped the 
format as well. Having been there from the days 
when Tejano was only heard sporadically on the 
far upper reaches of the AM dial to when San 
Antonio’s KXTN-FM became the first Tejano sta- 
tion to win a major-market Arbitron ratings book 
in 1997, Ozuna takes this shift personally. 

“I don’t want to sound prejudiced, man, I 
really don’t, but I would’ve loved to see them 
come over here and become us,” he says. “That 
would’ve been great. But I think what’s going 
to happen eventually - and I hope I’m wrong 
- they’re all going to come over here, and little 
by little, we’re going to turn into them.” 

At the same time, Tejano music itself, which 
Ozuna tellingly refers to in the collective “we,” 
doesn’t escape blame for the current sad state 
of affairs. “In the mix of everything, we just 
kind of leveled out,” Ozuna says. “Everybody 
was happy, everybody was comfortable, and 
everybody was working, but I don’t feel like we 
were really growing anymore. We lost Selena, 
and nobody took her place.” 

Whatever happens to Tejano radio, Ozuna’s 
genre-hopping career makes him remarkably 
resilient. If Tejano has a lull, he still has the 
English-language oldies circuit. “I still keep 
going back,” he nods. “I go up and down the 
California coast five or six times a year with 
the rock & roll oldies shows. I was in Los 
Angeles in April doing something with Tower 
of Power.” 

Now signed to Corpus Christi-based Freddie 
Records, he won a Best Tejano Album Grammy 
in 2000 for cQue Es Musica Tejana?, by a Tejano 
“supergroup” called the Legends, featuring label 
namesake Freddie Martinez Sr., Carlos Guzman, 
and Augustin Ramirez. He’s also branched out 
by recording both country and gospel. 

Ozuna remains optimistic about the 
future of Tejano, pointing to sold-out hotel 
room blocks at last week’s Tejano National 
Convention in Las Vegas as evidence of the 
genre’s continued vitality. 

“What we worry about is Texas because 
that’s where we’re from, but things have a way 
of working out,” he observes. “Through all 
those years, I don’t remember having a slump. 
Things have a way of coming back around. 

“If the old-school is still standing, maybe 
we’ll get another round.” ■

Graveyard Shift (Bloodshot) 

The yellow/orange sticker, usually an 
announcement toward the end of the liner 
notes, is here part of the album cover art: 
"This record sounds best when turned 
up LOUD!” A de rigueur suggestion, of 
course - not to mention erroneous - but 
that’s hardly the print which matters most. 
“Produced, ’’ “all songs performed by,” “all 
songs written by,” “photos," “cover design”: 
Scott H. Biram’s fifth release is all Scott 
H. Biram, all of the time, save for a couple 
of ace assists. “The ‘SHB Gospel Choir’ is 
Scott H. Biram, suckers!!” cackles another 
credit. “Heh.” Three local Biram releases, 
2000-2003, testify no less DIY, but when 
an established indie label sponsors one 
man’s creative totality, a Graveyard Shift can 
occur. While no less raw than last year’s 
Bloodshot debut, The Dirty Old One Man 
Band, the scabrous soul of Graveyard Shift 
is forecast in its predecessor’s “Wreck My 
Car” and “Sweet Thing,” which pass for 
"ballads” in the no-fi din of Biram’s stomp 
'n holler. Graveyard Shift digs down deep 
into its crackling heart for sweeter meat 
(roadkill CD art!), Biram’s voice and its tin- 
can-mic technique totally and completely 
disarming. “Lost Case of Being Found” 

(“it’s like a handful of come-unwound”): 
Flank Williams meets Doug Sahm. Trucker’s 
lament “18 Wheeler Fever” rolls on a walk- 
ing bass line, Chili Cold Blood steel peddler 
Ethan Shaw, and Biram’s lonely optimism. 
“Santa Fe” hauls like a traditional. On 
“Long Fingernail,” Biram’s pinched vocal 
recalls God’s last hermit crab as he won- 
ders, "Where the fuck are all the good 
times?” like a dried leaf looking for firewa- 
ter. That’s the Devil poking his shell with 
his/her best Floward Hughes manicure. 
Other highs include “No Way” turning a 
potential gospel dirge into an acoustic 
country jaunt, while Weary Boy Mario 
Matteoli’s “Only Jesus” rises up Southern 
Baptist. It’s not all white-line penitence, 
either. “Plow You Under” meters out mur- 
derous justice like a long lost ZZ Top demo. 
“Reefer Load” cruises fairly straight ahead, 
but Biram’s raw delivery charges the entire 
album with a never-waning immediacy. With 
Graveyard Shift, Austin’s Scott H. Biram 
graduates from student of Southern roots 
music to sanctified inhabitant and practitio- 
ner. The wholly integrated and harmonious 
commingling of gospel, blues, country, and 
punk equals the body of Christ from strum 
one, opener “Been Down Too Long” and 
its “Can I Get an Amen?” refrain, through 
to the death and desecration of closer 
“Church Babies.” The message comes 
through loud and proud at ANY volume.

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LOS LONELY BOYS 

Sacred (Epic/Or Music/One Haven) 

If Los Lonely Boys have their way, music 
will have to make room for a new genre: 
“Texican.” That’s the cross-cultural identity 
the San Angelo-based Garza brothers clutch 
in their collective fist, thrust like a Lone Star 
rosary to their audience. For their sophomore 
effort, Sacred, the multiplatinum Grammy win- 
ners seek to define Texican away from the 
derivative influences of Stevie Ray Vaughan and 
groovemaster Doug Sahm, taking a heavier cue 
from Carlos Santana. Ethereal leads and the 
ever-wonderful harmonies are the trademark 
of the 13 choice songs within - pop-laden, 
irresistibly danceable, and very ... well, Texican. 
That sound resonates throughout “Orale,” 

“Oye Mamacita,” and “Home,” and witness 
opener “My Way,” the well-named “Texican 
Style,” and crooning "Roses.” “I ain’t got no 
diamonds, I ain’t got no gold,” sing the Garzas 
on “Diamonds,” yet Sacred is tough and lovely 
like turquoise, gleaming and malleable like 
hammered silver. LLB’s literal and figurative 
patrones both appear - accomplished Tejano 
musician Enrique Garza Sr. and Willie Nelson 
- giving blessings appropriately to "Outlaws.” If 
Sacred doesn’t walk on water like their major- 
label debut, it still transcends the earthly 
arena with sure footing. (LLB get “Sacred” at 
Stubb’s along with Shawn Sahm’s Tex Mex 
Experience, Saturday, July 22.)

Beyond summer’s glut of local 
releases, there’s a few choice 
shortcuts. I Love You but I’ve 
Chosen Darkness proffer a 
three-song EP titled According 
to Plan (Secretly Canadian). While its title track, the single off this year’s Fear Is On Our Side, is 
Chosen Darkness at their danceable synth-and-bass-gorged best, “Close to Here” is beautiful 
noise trampled under propulsive beats, and “Better Strangers” glides along as a quieter affair. 
Whereas ILYBICD dishes out Eighties electro in all-black, local trio Red Leaves do it in color. Their 
debut EP All the Zombies, jerks and twitches toward fresh, throbbing melody on opener "Dungeon 
Dance.” "House on Fire” and “Always Behind" both combine the chime of guitarist David Lujan 
and bassist/synth player Singer Mayberry with predatory basslines and head-start guitars that are 
Pixies-fed and Texas grown. It’s almost as if each song is a color in a neon sign that screams: 
Dance, you heathens. And then there’s Smog. OF Bill Callahan hasn’t made much of a squeak 
since he moved here, but his latest Drag City offering, Rock Bottom Riser, revisits last year’s mas- 
terful A River Ain't Too Much to Love, starting in the delta blues of the title track. The best song is 
“I Feel Like the Mother of the World,” redux from River as well, if only for the invective Callahan 
delivers (war: bad) through clenched teeth. “Bowery" is a quiet tale of addiction and solitude and 
“Fools Lament” pats pal Willie on the back. These three bands could make the perfect soundtrack 
to a good summer horror flick: You’ve got zombies, darkness, and smog. - Audra Schroeder

MEAT PURVEYORS 

Someday Soon Things Will 
Be Much Worse! (Bloodshot) 

It’s been nearly a 
decade since the Meat 
Purveyors arrived on the 
Austin music scene full of 
beer and tequila and with 
a decidedly different idea of what bluegrass 
could be. Someday Soon Things Will Be Much 
Worse! is their fifth album, but those who think 
they know this rambunctious local quartet are 
in for a little surprise. You see, they’ve discov- 
ered drums and electricity. Sure, TMP are still 
mostly an insurgent bluegrass band, but the 
set-opening honky-tonker, “Burr Under My 
Saddle,” leans more toward Gram Parsons than 
Ralph Stanley, though they also cover Carter 
Stanley’s “I Got Wise,” barreling down the 
tracks with the wattage turned up past 11. Bill 
Anderson remains the group’s backbone, com- 
posing realistic heartbreak like “Don’t Be Sorry” 
and the sarcastically angry “Look On Your 
Face,” and playing guitar with amazing stamina, 
rhythm, and forearms. As they have in the past, 
the band attempts Eighties rock anthems with 
acoustic arrangements, which sometimes works, 
as on the Human League’s “Don’t You Want Me,” 
and at other times doesn’t (Foreigner’s “Hotblooded”). 
No surprise, there: things couldn’t get any 
worse than Foreigner! (CD release: Friday, 

July 21, at the Continental Club.)

ERIC HISAW 

The Crosses (Saustex Media) 

When you consider the 
number of roots-rock acts 
emerging in the last decade, 
it’s a short-jump conclusion 
to assume the genre’s sheer 
playability. Very few, however - John Fogerty and 
Jay Farrar come to mind - have done it with 
anything approaching the dazzling electricity and 
personal style necessary to stand above the 
flanneled masses. Eric Hisaw’s predicament 
is that he’s one of the many, and The Crosses, 
his third album, offers nothing to distinguish 
him from the herd. His husky vocals are stuck 
in one gear, at times reaching a mumble that’s 


distracting, even bothersome, for someone who 
thinks enough of his lyrics to include them in 
the liner notes. His songs are played adequate- 
ly, the presence of such top sidemen as Ron 
Flynt on bass and keyboards and Chip Dolan 
on accordion a decided plus. Yet Hisaw rarely 
reaches for those moments of extra energy that 
would place them above cliche. Then there’s 
an attempted cover of Taj Mahal’s “Farther On 
Down the Road” that sucks the blues out of a 
standard and turns it into an rambling wreck. 

In the end, it’s ironic that Hisaw offers a great 
summation of The Crosses with one of his own 
song titles, “Wasted My Time.”

ACCORDING TO 
AUSTIN VOL. 5 

(KGSR) 

As the Bells of Joy 
exemplify on “In the 
Morning,” gospel has 
the ability to transform 
the most basic concepts into epic adventures 
of spiritual cleansing. Spirited by local acts 
of country, blues, folk, and bluegrass back- 
grounds, this fifth volume of KGSR’s The Gospel 
According to Austin stretches the word into 
the goodwill of neighborly interaction. While 
Billy Joe Shaver’s original “My Mother’s Name 
Is Victory” comes to terms with the solemn 
side of Christianity, Ruthie Foster triumphantly 
rejoices that “there’s joy on the other side.” 
Resurrecting Blind Willie Johnson’s "It’s 
Nobody’s Fault But Mine,” Papa Mali utilizes the 
Iguanas' rhythm section to elicit feelings deep 
down in the gut of introspection. A historic 
1999 pairing of Don Walser and the Kronos 
Quartet epitomizes just how far Texans are will- 
ing to go in order to reconcile their faith with 
the cowboy imagery of their home state. Even 
Native American singer Marla Nauni resonates 
the project’s unifying theme with a striking 
rendition of “On the Cross.” In addition to a 17- 
track compilation, the Rev. Dan Smith supplies 
an entire bonus disc of gospel purity that will 
run anyone’s emotions through a ringer of spiri- 
tual awakening.

Anyone who hasn’t caught a 
Shearwater show in the past 
couple of years was in for a 
big surprise Friday night, as 
the once-sleepy Austin-based 
quartet revealed its fierce side.

the Court & Spark turned 
in an impeccable perfor- 
mance on the strength 
of their latest release, 
Hearts (Absolutely Kosher). 
Dressed identically in white 
Levis and white linen jack- 
ets, the fourpiece delivered 
a set possessed of a dozy, 
Seventies-FM affability, the 
Allman Brothers shaking 
hands with the Grateful 
Dead. Points off, though, 
for the band members’ 
chatting extremely loudly 
at the merch table during 
Shearwater’s set. Ever hear 
of professional courtesy, 
fellas? Intrepid souls with 
enough stamina for nearly 
four hours of music were 
treated to intimate acoustic sets from Chris 
Flemmons of Denton’s Baptist Generals and 
Michael Kingcaid of What Made Milwaukee 
Famous, who closed his set with an a cappella 
Billie Holiday number.

Cactus Cafe, July 13 

The first of two nights celebrating Butch 
Hancock’s 61st birthday was a mash-up 
of Kerrville campfire and an all-too-brief 
appearance by the Flatlanders. Introduced 
as “the West Texas Wonder," Hancock 
is still best known for his wry, intricate 
wordplay and a deep love of the songs 
of Townes Van Zandt. Over the course of 
two sets, he put both on ample display. 

Referring to a beat-up notebook, the 
grizzled troubadour alternated between 
tunes of political intent, love songs, and 
covers from Woody Guthrie and Bruce 
Springsteen, telling jokes and making it all 
seem effortless. The atmosphere created 
was as friendly as possible, and all that 
was missing was a fireplace. An early sur- 
prise was the appearance of “Split & Slide 
#1,” a rambling hallucination of a tune, a 
cartoon tongue twister that the birthday 
boy explained by commenting, “It’s not as easy as you think it is.” Near the end of the first set, 

Joe Ely and Jimmie Dale Gilmore joined in, and the mood lightened considerably with a rendition of 
“Julia” and a couple of TVZ tunes - a tender version of “Tecumseh Valley” and revved up “White 
Freight Liner Blues.” Gilmore’s son, Colin, was even called onstage for a song of his own before 
the break and birthday cake. The second set saw familiar material like the Dylan-esque “To Each 
His Own” and a surprising and powerful rendition of Springsteen’s “Racing in the Streets,” offering 
further proof that “the West Texas Wonder” is both an extraordinary songwriter and collector of 
other’s excellence. - Jim Caligiuri

LEAD STORY 

The Texas insanity-defense law requires that 
a delusional person acting under “orders” from 
God be judged not guilty by reason of insan- 
ity, but that a delusional person acting under 
“orders” from Satan be considered sane, accord- 
ing to prominent forensic psychiatrist Park Dietz 
(in a June USA Today story). Thus, Dietz believed 
that Andrea Yates (at press time being retried in 
Houston) knew that drowning her kids upon 
command of someone “without moral author- 
ity” (such as Satan) was wrong, and thus that she 
did not qualify for insanity-law protection. Dietz 
later concluded the opposite in another Texas 
child-killing case because God had supposedly 
assured that mother that her kids would be bet- 
ter off dead. [USA Today, June 20] 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

During his 17 months’ federal incarceration 
in Atlanta, Wayne Milton snuck out nights at 
least 50 times in order to continue the high- 
stakes mortgage-fraud business that had landed 
him in jail in the first place. In May, he received 
a fresh, 20-year sentence for having bribed 
the prison guards who allowed his freedom. 
The smooth-talking Milton (who deftly quoted 
the Bible, preying on small-town preachers in 
the South) is such a relentless promoter that 
within days of his reincarceration, according 
to an Atlanta Journal-Constitution report, he 
was secretly recorded on a prison phone lining 
up another mortgage loan. [Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution, May 31] 

Inexplicable: 1) The Rhode Island Supreme 
Court in June affirmed a $400,000 judgment 
for Charles Lennon, 68, who had sued the 
now-bankrupt Dacomed company after his 
Dura-II penile implant remained constantly 
erect for 10 years. Lennon said embarrassment 
had forced him to become a recluse. [The 
Tampa Tribune, June 23] 2) In Waupun, Wis., 
in June, a 36-year-old man filed a police com- 
plaint against a female bartender at the Alcatraz 
Pub because she injured him by aggressively 
nuzzling him to her bosom during horseplay at 
the bar. [Fond du Lac Reporter, June 19] 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

Joseph Weir, 23, who confessed to New York 
City police in May to forcibly licking the feet of as 
many as 70 women, said he didn’t mean to hurt 
anyone but just wanted “to make them laugh 
and smile and open to talk to me.” “I get on my 
knees, grab their feet and bow,” he said (accord- 
ing to a New York Post story). “I compliment 
women, I bow to them.” [New York Post, May 11] 


FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) The Michigan Supreme Court ruled in 
June that a marijuana user need not actually 
be intoxicated to violate the state’s “operating 
(a vehicle) under the influence” law if the pros- 
ecutor can prove that the psychoactive ingredi- 
ent THC was still in his system. [South Bend 
Tribune, June 23] 2) A federal judge in Albany, 
N.Y., dismissed a state prisoner’s lawsuit that 
claimed that housing two inmates in a cell 
designed for one was cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment. The judge rejected the petitioner’s 
toilet-smell argument by using the Pythagorean 
Theorem to show that the odor-wafting-dis- 
tance difference was minimal. [ABC News, 
June 5] 


PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

1) Enrique Mora of Montclair, Calif., said that 
within a few days of his gold detector’s having 
sounded in his front yard, he had dug a hole 
six stories down (but had come up empty). He 
said he had only planned to dig three or four 
feet, but got “carried away,” according to a June 
Associated Press report. [KNTVTV (San Jose, 
Calif.), June 14] 2) Martinsburg, WVa., physician 
John C. Veltman, 52, was arrested in May after he 
(likely while intoxicated) commandeered a back- 
hoe and hit a building and a tree and crashed 
through two fences. Veltman allegedly told an 
arriving police officer, “I am a (expletive omitted 
by Martinsburg’s The Journal ) medical doctor, 
and you are below me.” [The Journal, May 16]

1) In June, British worker Mr. Sivanadian 
Perananthasivam was awarded three months’ 
paid leave plus medical expenses after prov- 
ing that a supervisor had used two colloquial 
terms for the man’s posterior during an angry 
office exchange. [News Ltd., June 14] 2) The 
Supreme Court of Canada affirmed in June 
that a woman divorced seven years ago is still 
so fragile from her husband’s leaving her that 
she should continue to get spousal support (in 
spite of Canada’s no-fault divorce law). [Globe 
and Mail, June 20] 3) Two New Jersey school- 
boys separately complained recently that in 
yearbook sports photos, a tiny portion of their 
genitals can be seen up the legs of their shorts.

[Reuters, June 22] 2) General 
Motors executives, trying to explain the dwin- 
dling stock market value of the company, have 
repeatedly complained of oppressive pension 
benefits owed under United Auto Workers con- 
tracts; however, according to a June Wall Street 
Journal investigation, GM’s fund for worker 
pensions is “overstuffed with cash,” while its 
fund for executive pensions is $1.4 billion in 
the red and getting worse. [Wall Street Journal,

day trips

Note to my diary from somewhere on the Rio Chama: “I'm sun 
burned the color of a cooked lobster. My muscles ache from sleeping on 
the ground and schlepping camping gear into and out of the rafts. All my 
clothes are wet from the rainstorms that come with thunder that shakes 
the ground. What a great trip!” 

All of my complaints seemed petty when compared to the grandeur of 
the canyons in central New Mexico that are accessible only from the 
river. The farther I went on my three-day expedition, the more spectacu- 
lar the scenery got. The sandstone cliffs were a gallery of shapes and 
colors that only nature could create. Around every bend in the river a 
new masterpiece towered overhead. 

The Rio Chama is not New Mexico's most popular river; that would 
probably be the Rio Grande. However, it is one of the most scenic, and it 
has rough enough water to be exciting but not too much to be out of 
reach for families. Declared a National Wild and Scenic River in 1988, 
the river is bordered by public land managed by the Bureau of Land 
Management and the U.S. Forest Service for much of the 31-mile stretch 
between the El Vado Lake dam and Lake Abiquiu northwest of Santa Fe. 

The river stays open even during droughts because the dam releases 
drinking water and irrigation for Albuquerque after it joins the Rio Grande 
outside of Espanola. The recreation season for Rio Chama stretches 
from May to August, while the nearby Rio Grande has a peak season of 
only two months, beginning when the snow melts in May. 

Weekend access to the upper portions of the Rio Chama is regulated 
by the BLM’s Taos office with a lottery system that must be entered 
before January 1 (www.nm.blm.gov, 505/758-8851). Weekday access is 
by permit, but the water is released from the dam on weekends, and the 
river can dry to a trickle rather quickly. The lower portion of this stretch 
of the river is also open by permit and contains some of the most sce- 
nic cliffs and more rapids. 

Those who make it down the river are treated to scenery that could 
have been painted by Georgia O’Keeffe, who lived in the nearby village 
of Abiquiu. The cliffs bordering the river are wrapped in bands of colors 
ranging from blood red at the bottom to shades of yellow near the top. 

All this is framed by the green of towering ponderosa pines and gnarly 
mountain junipers that grow out of impossibly steep terrain. Combined 
with the clouds that roll across the sky, the magnificent rock formations 
seem much larger than the 1,500 feet from river to ridgetop.

The fifth largest state, New Mexico has no natural lakes and a set of 
water problems that illustrates the dilemma of the Western states. 
Federal, state, and city authorities jockey to meet the needs of an 
increasing population, agriculture users who were there first, conserva- 
tionists who want to protect the wildlife, and recreational users. Water is 
the new gold of the American West. 

And millions of visitors come to New Mexico every year to enjoy the 
winter snow and the summer snowmelt and run down the rivers. The 
state has turned outdoor recreation up a notch or two. 

Few river experiences are as unique as rafting down the Rio Chama. 
With dam releases, the chocolate-milk-colored water can churn over rapids 
or be as smooth as water in a bathtub for long stretches. The Rio Chama 
has class two and three rapids, compared to class three and four rapids 
on the Rio Grande. Anything over a three is considered life-threatening. 

The best way to see the Rio Chama Canyon is with a reputable outfit- 
ter that will supply rafts, inflatable kayaks, food, and gear. Far Flung 
Adventures was started in the Big Bend and has been taking visitors on 
New Mexico adventures since 1976 (www.farflung.com, 800/359-2627). 
Known World Guide Service also offers mountain biking and fishing trips 
(www.knownworldguides.com, 800/983-7756). New Wave Rafting Co. spe- 
cializes in floating the Rio Grande but does Rio Chama trips four times a 
year (www.newwaverafting.com, 800/984-1444). For more information, 
contact the state tourism department at www.newmexico.org.

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Vaudeville Vanya 

Arts on Real, through July 22 
Running time: 2 hr, 50 min 

St. Idiot Collective’s premiere production, Vaudeville Vanya, 
makes an excellent proposal: Take a great old play and 
explode it with a great old medium. Anton Chekhov’s Uncle 
Vanya was written in 1899 at the height of vaudeville’s popu- 
larity. Chekhov himself tried to convince the 
world that his plays were funny, so why not 
make them even funnier? 

Out of the gate, Vaudeville Vanya looks like 
the very best horse. The first five minutes 
of this piece are exquisite. The audience 
is enraptured, the performers are on fire, 
and there is the titillating sense that any- 
thing could happen. From a strange brew of 
noises offstage, the Vanya characters sud- 
denly appear, creeping single file along a slanted wall. Some 
are holding suitcases over their heads, some flowerpots. 

They look strange. They are looking strangely at us. A break 
and suddenly they are dancing, singing. Another break and 
they are creeping downstage again, mechanically this time. 
Clockwork Orange Vanya ? Where are we? Wow!!!! 

This no doubt will be the staying power of St. Idiot 
Collective - or SIC. It is a group of dynamic young performers 
who work well together. They present a seamless front. It was 
opening night, the energy was high, and props were break- 
ing. Roll with it they did. Brent Werzner caught a falling wine 
glass without missing a beat. Gabriel Mclver and Jeffery Mills 
turned a broken teacup into a lazzo on second tries. And 
Mclver, in the middle of his climactic diatribe, took the time 
to chide a rustling audience member. Beautiful. Brilliant. This 
is what makes live theatre live. 

The trouble is that after those first five minutes, they shift into 
a production of Uncle Vanya, and just like that we are in the mid- 
dle of Chekhov’s frequently staged Scenes From a Country Life. 


Where are the creeping characters? Where’s the vaudeville? 

The vaudeville will return. It appears in breaks from the 
action of the play: Lee Eddy and Jeffery Mills box and thumb 
wrestle; Elizabeth Wakehouse becomes a dog-show damsel; 
Jason Newman rants; and Adriene Mishler performs a dream 
ballet. These moments are hilarious breaks from an otherwise 
straightforward rendering of Uncle Vanya. 

Though the problem with Vaudeville Vanya is that it is either 
vaudeville or Vanya, some of the actors manage a vaudevil- 
lian twist on their Chekhovian character. Newman’s Professor 
perfectly achieves over-the-top anguish. Jenny Larson’s Marina 
is an aged maid and a sultry harlot; her character’s distinctive 
rhythm can cut through anything. Eddy’s Madame V is brilliant 
and underused. Adam Sultan (who also provides show-steal- 
ing original music) may not employ much vaudeville, but his 
humility and his discomfort are fun to watch. As for Vanya, the 
central figure around whose wasted life Chekhov builds this 
story, Jeffery Mills works really hard, but his performance is 
noncohesive and unintelligible - half of his words are whis- 
pered, the other half spit. His efforts come across as antics. 
His Vanya never lands. 

There is some profound brilliance here. In the best moment 
of the whole piece, Chekhov himself comes into play. Gabriel 
Mclver, the actor playing the playwright, has been lurking 
around the stage, silently observing. Suddenly he gets fed 
up, begins waving a gun, and shouts, “Blather, Devices, 
Metaphors, Blather!” After making his characters dance, put- 
ting teacups on their heads, and telling dirty jokes, Chekhov 
dies of tuberculosis. Great ending but a false one. SIC goes 
on to stage the entire fourth act after this. 

And that’s in the third hour of the production. 

Vaudeville died in 1932 when NYC’s Palace Theatre 
switched over to a full bill of movies. The ending of Vaudeville 
Vanya is a nod to this death, with the last half of Act IV pre- 
sented as a silent film. Alas, like much of the rest of this 
piece, the film is too long and barely does justice to the style 
it's evoking. A sheen of vaudeville brushed over a hellbent 
staging of Vanya. 


It is fine to propose two worlds colliding, but here the 
results are vague - a lack of choice, a lack of direction. A 
great proposal that, in the end, illuminates neither element. 
The saving grace is the vitality of these performers. St. Idiot 
Collective's first production is ambitious. Though it fails often, 
artists who are willing to fail are the ones who are worth 
watching. - Hannah Kenah

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In On It 

The Off Center, through July 29 
Running Time: 1 hr, 15 min 

The elements here are simple: two actors, two chairs, and 
a single gray suede jacket on an otherwise empty stage. 

The story itself is no more complex, really, than any expert 
interweaving of a half-dozen disparate lives, although the 

playwright - the often brilliant Daniel Maclvor 
- has doubled a layer by incorporating com- 
ments on the process of staging the show 
while its happening. 

What’s happening is a re-creation of the rela- 
tionship between This One and That One: two 
men who’ve fallen in love, or something akin 
to love, together. What’s also happening is 
a depiction of the way their lives intersect, 
thematically and literally, with the lives of the 
play’s other characters - all of whom, male or female, are 
played by the two actors (and, metafictively, by This One and 
That One). 

The actors are Robert Faires (better known in these pages 
as the Chronicle’s arts editor) and Scotty Roberts. They’re 
working under the direction of Lowell Bartholomee, who helms 
this production for the Dirigo Group, and they’re working 
so well in this show that, sometimes, it doesn’t seem that 
they're working at all. To see each of them take on the same 
role, consecutively - a teenager, the teenager’s stepfather, 
the stepfather’s mistress, the mistress’ possibly terminally ill 
husband, the husband’s senile father, and others - is to expe- 
rience the satisfaction of seeing two professionals plying their 
trade to fine effect. Unfortunately, especially when they’re 
being This One and That One, this also succeeds beyond an 
exercise in acting. 




Unfortunately, I say, 
because the show is 
a heartbreaker. Oh, 
sure, it's often clever 
and funny and has a 
few moments of light- 
hearted movement, 
as when our roman- 
tic duo performs a 
hammy dance routine 
to Lesley Gore’s 
“Sunshine Lollipops.” 

But Maclvor, never 
one to shy away from 
the dark reaches of 
humanity and what 
removes it, has cho- 
sen to remind us just 
why that imposing 
figure with the scythe 
is called grim. And if 
Faires and Roberts 
transcend, at times, 
mere good work and 
seem to become the 
two men that the 
play is about - and 
they do - and if the 
couple’s relationship 
is written as realistically as your own life or the lives of your 
friends - and it is - well, that only serves to rend us into 
smaller pieces when the inevitable, which has been fucking 
rhythmically foreshadowed, comes to pass. 

Also: There’s a thing that reviewers say about how “the 
color scheme (or the landscape or whatever) was like a char- 
acter on its own.” In In On It, that’s what the sound design, 


also provided by Bartholomee, is like. Not the samples of 
Lesley Gore or Maria Callas, necessarily, but the amplified 
sounds of ambient life: These trickle in like grains of salt to 
enhance the way the story wounds you. 

If more wounds felt this good to receive, I think our the- 
atregoing hearts would be little but scar tissue.

“Making It Alone” 

Creative Research Laboratory, through July 29 

How much information is too much? How can we tell when informa- 
tion is being withheld? Entering the Creative Research Laboratory, art- 
ist Aron Johnston has two works welcoming you to the gallery. On the 
wall hangs a painting with three distinct sections. The top diagrams 
knot-tying instructions, the midsection highlights the name of the 
piece, Strain, and the bottom third depicts a man’s feet awkwardly 
pointed with pants around the ankles. The status of your digestive 
system is too much information. Hanging in front of the entrance is 
Hello, a multimedia work. The colorful text painted on the front of the 
silvery-gray crate greets you, as do the salutatory hand gestures on 
the video playing on one side of the construction. On the backside, 
there are four dogs. One looks on at the menage a trois of introduc- 
tory sniffings. The fourth side remains blank. Is there something 
missing, or was that intentional? 

Also included in the exhibit are photographs of a foggy morning 
in suburbia, a hand-built deer feeder intermittently shooting corn 
kernels, a cabaret performance, cartoony sheep paintings, childlike 
illustrations, and a spray-painted stereogram. In the other room are 
paintings of awkward architecture inserted into landscapes, ceramic 
seeds, and a video of a toilet being cleaned. Eleven artists total are 
represented. The works are not hung salon-style, but there are a 
good-sized number of works. Too much information? Each artist calls 
out for individual attention with little interaction or substantial rela- 
tionships with the other works. Is there something I’m missing? 

Art history students Andy Campbell, Erika Cole, Rachel Mohl, and 
Ashley Schmiedekamp continued the CRL tradition of organizing two- 
part summer exhibitions featuring MFA candidates from UT’s College 
of Fine Arts. According to their curatorial statement, “Making It 


Alone” highlights 
artists working in 
the studio environ- 
ment. What they 
fail to inform the 
public about is the 
premise of these 
summer shows. 

Limited to the 
works of participat- 
ing graduate art 
students, the par- 
ticipating graduate 
and doctoral art 
history candidates 
must compose two 
coherent curatorial 
efforts. Working 
with an open invi- 
tation and little 
powers of exclu- 
sion, the organiz- 
ers molded this 
first group into an 
erratic and under- 
whelming show. 

Leadership must be taken if this program is to grow into something 
more than just show and tell. On August 12, we’ll find out if this was 
just a lame-duck exhibition or an important contrasting investigation 
in understanding group projects. That’s when the companion exhibi- 
tion, “Making It Together," will open, featuring artists working in col- 
laborations. - Salvador Castillo

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professional spouse in a leading role in your movie. (Smith’s daughter 
also makes a brief appearance in Clerks II.) Jay (Mewes) and Silent 
Bob (Smith) also return as the pot-dealing duo that’s permanently 
parked outside the store, and Mewes, following a stint in rehab, has 
never been sharper or funnier. Cameos from Askewniverse regulars 
Jason Lee, Ben Affleck, and Ethan Suplee, as well as a comic inter- 
lude with Wanda Sykes and Earthquake, provide welcome moments. 
Smith’s filmmaking technique has matured a bit, along with his char- 
acters; however, the liveliness of the film’s dance sequence set to the 
Jackson 5’s “ABC” may reveal one of Smith’s hidden talents. Randal 
and Dante, despite approaching middle age, remain as profane and 
scatalogical as ever - if not more so. (The fact that Clerks II, which 
contains vivid scenes of “interspecies erotica” among other affronts, 
earned Smith his only uncontested R rating from the MPAA says more 
about the mysteriously shifting standards of that agency than it does 
about Smith.) Extended riffs on impolite subjects abound, and even 
Randal finds a cause to believe in when he decides to reclaim the 
validity of a certain racial slur. Shrewd music selections also buoy the 
movie and help compensate for some of its more gratuitous moments 
(I’m talking about the go-kart sequence here). All in all, Clerks II finds 
Smith and his heroes at the precipice of maturity and moving ahead 
with cautious baby steps. (See interview with Kevin Smith on p.51 of 
this week’s Screens section.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

Clerks II will find Kevin Smith’s detractors 
saying that the filmmaker simply regurgitates 
the past, while his loyal fan base will applaud 
his return to the tried and 
true. Either way, Smith recov- 
ers his solid footing with this 
sequel, after stumbling in epic 
fashion with his last couple 
of films, Jay and Silent Bob 
Strike Back and Jersey Girl. 

Twelve years have passed 
since we left counter clerks 
Dante Hicks (O’Halioran) and 
Randal Graves (Anderson) 
at the Quick Stop and next-door video store. 

Their thoughts and conversations are still 
as raunchy and witty as they were when they 
were in their 20s, and their aspirations are 
just as absent as they were a decade ago, yet 
now their contentment is a little bit sadder 
to observe. They’ve moved on from working 
at the Quick Stop to Mooby’s, the themed fast-food joint whose lurk- 
ing presence has been referenced in previous Askewniverse films (so 
named after Smith’s production company View Askew). Not even the 
shift in working environment comes of their own volition - as the film’s 
opening gag so brilliantly demonstrates. However, fate has landed the 
compliant Dante with a bossy fiancee, who’s convinced him to move 
from Jersey to Florida, get married, and run one of her father’s car 
washes. Not one to look a gift horse in the mouth, Dante is about 
to head south because it’s so unbelievable that this beautiful babe 
actually wants him and also because it just seems like the appropri- 
ate thing to do. Then, Dante’s final day at Mooby's turns out to be 
event-packed and life-changing - not least because of the presence of 
temporary Mooby’s manager Becky (Dawson). Dawson is a knock-out 
in this movie as she challenges Dante, as well as the entire audi- 
ence, to fall completely in love with her. Her performance is so breezy 
and seemingly effortless that she almost single-handedly elevates 
the quality of Smith's movie, which is predominantly performed by his 
usual ragged repertory corps. Another newcomer, Fehrman as Mooby’s 
new virginal employee, is also a standout as he argues with Randal 
the virtues of The Lord of the Rings versus the Star Wars cycle and 
soils his naivete with the company he keeps at Mooby’s. Although the 
added charms of Dawson and Fehrman burnish the rudimentary act- 
ing skills of O’Halioran and Anderson, there is little that can be done 
about Schwalbach Smith as Dante’s financee Emma other than to 
point out to the filmmaker that it’s rarely a good idea to cast your non-

LADY IN THE WATER 

D: M. Night Shyamalan; with Paul Giamatti, Bryce 
Dallas Howard, Jeffrey Wright, Bob Balaban,

It’s a banner time for cinematic depic- 
tions of film critics, those unsung heroes of 
the war on fun. First Rob Zombie pointedly 
mocks Gene Shalit - and honestly, what’s 
not to mock? - in last year’s perversely glo- 
rious hellbilly flashback The Devil’s Rejects, 
and now M. Night Shyamalan turns a simi- 
larly pompous and apparently freeze-dried 
filmgoer (played to the emotionless anti-hilt 
by the always excellent actor-writer-director 


Balaban) into monster chow. Both directors 
have legitimate bones to pick with their 
critics, but where the campily gonzo sadism 
of Zombie’s trashy masterpiece was spite- 
ful good fun, Balaban’s cinephobic scrib- 
bler seems less a fan of the art form than 
some misguided CPA who got a dose of 
bad career advice from his high school 
guidance counselor and has been paying 
for it, alone in the dark, ever since. You get 
the feeling this square wouldn’t know the 
value of one of Russ Meyer’s ultravixens 
if she straddled his twig-thin torso and 
launched fireballs from her nether regions. 
And that’s why it’s such a gas watching him 
attempt to fend off his impending rending 
with naught but blustery denial. It’s one 
of several outlandishly fine performances 
in a film top-loaded with honest-to-good- 
ness acting, a prize in genre filmmaking 


that’s roughly as rare as peace in our time. 
Shyamalan is already taking something of 
a critical beating on this, his most personal 
and ambitious film to date, and while Lady 
in the Water manages to be both perplex- 
ing and glaringly obvious, it’s also a com- 
mendable effort to create a modern fairy 
tale from the seabed up. However you feel 
about Shyamalan’s end result, you can 
fault neither his ambition nor his peculiar 
vision, which commingles elements of 
fantasy, horror, and the real world (itself 
increasingly fantastical and horrific) to craft 
a surreal, slightly off-kilter twilight tone that 
Rod Serling would recognize in a heartbeat. 
Lady in the Water, however, is murky where 
it most requires clarity, and the spindliness 
of its mythic pilings leaves the whole of the 
film tilting wildly toward the silly. Giamatti 
plays Cleveland Heep, the doleful mainte- 


nance man at a gray Philadelphia apart- 
ment complex christened The Cove. And 
it is a cove, harboring both secrets of a 
nearly divine nature and offering up shelter 
to various storm-tossed lives. When Heep 
discovers a skinny-dipping nymph named 
Story (Howard) in his pool one evening, he 
inadvertently sets in motion an increas- 
ingly improbable series of events that bring 
to bear his own tragic past and rekindle 
the spark of hope in a whole slew of both 
metaphysically and metaphorically sleep- 
walking tenants. Story really is a denizen of 
the deep - a “narf” in the kiddie parlance 
of the film - and she’s come on a mission 
of mercy to awaken humanity’s savior with 
the unwitting aid of a dozen or so locals 
who possess magical powers of which 
they are completely unaware. Moreover, 
she’s being stalked by “scrunts,” toothy, 
lupine predators with a taste for two-legged 
sashimi. Oh, and there’s a giant eagle, 
too. Giamatti’s powerful performance very 
nearly snatches Lady in the Water from the 
jaws of hokum - performances are bang-on 
and characters fascinating right across the 
board, even Shyamalan’s own - but ulti- 
mately Lady in the Water capsizes 
under the weight of its own goofy story. 
There are moments of great beauty 
throughout (the film was lensed by Wong 
Kar-Wai cinematographer Christopher 
Doyle), and Shyamalan’s heart is nowhere 
if not on his sleeve, but even these 
moments cannot steer Lady in the Water 
clear of its director’s zealously over-earnest 
pretensions. - Marc Savlov

LITTLE MAN

In my role as your servant, I’ve seen a 
lot of people get hit in the crotch. Please 
don’t ask me why filmmakers find crotch 
injuries funny; all I can do is warn you that 
they’re there. It is especially unfunny when 
parents get hit in the crotch by children, 
but that gag is No. 1 on the hit parade of 
this Wayans farce about a diminutive ex- 
con (Marlon Wayans, whose face has been 
digitally superimposed upon the body of 
a little person) who poses as a foundling 
baby in order to retrieve a stolen diamond. 
He lands on the doorstep of a Buppie cou- 
ple (Shawn Wayans and Washington) who 
take him in despite the protestations of 
cranky Pops (Witherspoon). They take him 
to the park with their friends, they have a 
birthday party with Rob Schneider (play- 
ing a schlub in a Barney-esque suit), and 
various dads get hit in the crotch again 
and again. They dress him in outrageous 
jammies with ears. They take his tempera- 
ture rectally. It’s almost as painful and 
humiliating to watch as I imagine it would 
be to actually experience these events as 
a little person infantilized and held captive 
by idiots. Occasionally the movie actually 
tries to be about the emotional states 
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of parenthood and family, but its heart 
isn't in it because it has no heart. As the 
career woman reluctant to step into moth- 
erhood, Washington is barely around, prob- 
ably because her character is unsuited 
to being hit in the crotch, beaten with a 
bat, or peed on by a dog. I would tell you 
that the digital effects are horrible, but if 
you can accept the very idea of Marlon 
Wayans’ face on the body of an infantilized 
baby-man in diapers - a body that actually 
belongs to a physically challenged indi- 
vidual - who's to care about the effects? 
Sometimes I laughed in spite of myself 
at the jokes but felt deep and crippling 
shame thereafter. To be entirely fair, there 
are some legitimately funny moments. I 
liked Alex Borstein and Fred Stoller as 
doughy attachment-parenting types who 
rise against the group’s alpha mom and 
dad (Munro and Brittany Daniel), and I 
liked Wayans regular Kelly Coffield, who 
does a Margaret Dumont-type thing for the 
brothers. That’s all fine, and I understand 
the satirical import of the race gags. But 
97% of the movie will make you need a 
shower. Possibly two. - Marrit Ingman

Strangers With Candy is the kind of TV show and movie that 
begs for a cult following. Surreal and hilarious, the comedy may 
not be for everyone, but when you get it, you can’t stop laughing. 
With a format that lampoons afterschool specials, the writing is a 
brilliant collaboration of the obviously absurd (the principal is an 
African-American named Onyx Blackman) and the wryly satirical. 
(Lessons include “Never encourage the handicapped, it’ll only get 
them hurt” and “Reading and writing are deadly.") Die-hard fans 
of the Comedy Central show (which ran for three seasons from 
1999-2000) will be acutely aware that while the film version pre- 
miered at Sundance in 2005, licensing problems and a change in 
distributors held up the release until now. And we can all rejoice. 
At once subtle and completely over the top, the comedy of co- 
creators Dinello, Colbert, and Sedaris rivals The Simpsons and 
Team America: World Police in its audacity and absurdity. The jokes 
are nonstop and the attention to detail, inspired. The premise 
of the film, expanded as a kind of “prequel” from the TV show, 
begins with Jerri Blank (Sedaris), the 46-year-old ex-junkie, ex-con 
returning to high school. Disturbingly genius, Sedaris (sister of 
David) takes on her role with a kind of Sellars-esque transforma- 
tion. Because her father (Hedaya) has been in a grief-induced 
coma since her departure 32 years prior, Jerri decides to return 
to high school in an attempt to restart her life and resurrect her 
dad. While obsessive fans will miss some of the original cast 
members, their replacements suffice. And in the end, it’s really 
about the chemistry and talent of Sedaris, Dinello, and Colbert (of 
The Colbert Report and The Daily Show). Pushing his straight-man 
face to new heights of comic melodrama, Colbert collaborates in 
hilarious harmony with Dinello’s effeminate art teacher. Celebrities 
abound, and though some appearances are brief, they're all solid. 
Janney and Hoffman give excellent restrained performances as 
school-board officials, Holm is perfectly cast as the dotty physi- 
cian, Parker shows her well-honed comedy chops as a boozy grief 
counselor, Broderick is a treat to watch as a vainly competitive 
science teacher, and the memory of Kristen Johnson attempting 
to correctly park her electric wheelchair will bring a smile to my 
face for quite some time. From Jerri’s studded leather earrings 
and fringed stone-washed jeans to the schoolbooks she carries on 
her first day (a phone book, a cookbook, and an encyclopedia on 
mushrooms and toadstools), the details are unexpected and very 
funny. Fans of the show will rejoice, and a few newbies will become 
converts. In this heightened reality, there are no rules except to 
get the laugh. And they do, incessantly. (See interview with Amy 
Sedaris on p.52 of this week’s Screens section.)

The plot 
grows dense as the overall paranoia mounts, and 
there’s no clarity as to who’s spying on whom or 
what’s real and what's drug-induced.

Director Curtis- 
Hall uses a cinema verite style that relies heavily 
on close-ups in an apparent attempt to convey the 
sense of urgency in 02’s situation, which is further 
complicated by his status as a former criminal 
with two strikes against him. Curtis-Hall should 
have concentrated, however, less on such stylistic 
choices and more on the movie’s core, which is 
all about the lengths a father will go to ensure 
the safety of his own flesh and blood. Gibson's 
performance as 02 is well-meaning but falls way 
short of drawing you into his character's pain. This 
B-movie attempt at meaningful commentary about 
the vicious circle in which African-American men 
often find themselves seems like an afterthought.

Danny Barnes 

CACTUS CAFE, SATURDAY 22 

It's been nine years since Danny Barnes left 
Austin for the Pacific Northwest, but the man 
never stands still. “It doesn’t seem that long, 
does it?” the banjoist agrees by phone from the 
Seattle airport. “I guess it really is true about 
time going faster the older you get.” 

Like most weekends, he’s on the road, this 
time to a festival on the East Coast where he'll 
play in beloved bluegrasser Tim O’Brien’s band. 

Barnes recently scored a 1926 silent film called 
Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, and last year’s Get Myself 
Together was more dexterous plucking. He’s cur- 
rently working on two new LPs; one showcases 
the old-timey bluegrass side that powered his 
time in Austin's Bad Livers, while the other is 
influenced by the art and literature of the Twenties 
and Thirties. 

“That was an amazing time,” Barnes exhalts. "I just find that 
everything from that time seems more interesting and new than 
anything around today.” 

Barnes returns to Austin about three times a year, and he's truly 
excited about his upcoming Texas run of shows with singer-songwrit- 
er Robyn Ludwick. He produced her debut, For So Long (Late Show), 
and is childhood friends with her husband, bass player John Ludwick. 


“His dad was the one that got me interested in bluegrass 
music," recalls Barnes. “He was in a band that I went to see 
when I was probably around 10, and it made me want to learn 
more about the banjo and guitar.” Barnes and Ludwick share the 
stage for a good part of these performances, with some solo 
time sprinkled in as well. 

“I don’t know of anyone else who writes poetry like she does, 
and if you haven't seen her perform before, well, she really is 
something special.”

Q. I just talked to my doctor about some recent 
blood tests for anemia, but I’m still not sure what 
the results really mean. Everything was within the 
normal range except for a couple of things called 
“RDW” and “MCV,” which were slightly high. 
There were a lot of other tests with capital-letter 
abbreviations that my doctor didn’t discuss because 
these were normal. What do all these letters stand 
for anyway? 

A. Laboratory testing is one of the most 
important aspects of modem medicine, estimated 
to contribute 60-70% of the information your 
physician needs for a clinical diagnosis. For many 
diseases, abnormal blood- test results appear long 
before any warning signs or symptoms become 
apparent. Doctors rely on laboratory tests to 
help in diagnosing a wide range of conditions, to 
rule out the possibility that certain diseases are 
present that explain your symptoms, and to help 
monitor your response to treatment. 

Evidently your doctor ordered what is known 
as a “complete blood chemistry panel,” or CBC 
(here we go with more of those capital letters). 
There is a lot of information in a CBC, every- 
thing from how many red cells are in your blood 
to what your immune system is working on 
today. Entire books are written on the interpreta- 
tion of the 15 or so numbers that come out of 
a routine CBC, and when something unusual is 
found there are several additional follow-up tests 
that will give your physician even more good 
information. From the pattern that emerges out 
of all those numbers, an astute physician can 
spot the typical problems, including a deficiency 
in certain nutrients if deficiencies exist. 

In the past, a CBC was done by an experienced 
technician looking at blood through a microscope 
and laboriously counting and describing what he 
or she saw. This was a cosdy and time-consum- 
ing task. Today it is done by a machine called a 
Coulter counter, an ingenious device invented 
in 1953 by Wallace Coulter that can count and 
calculate the size of cells in solution. The Coulter 
counter lowered the price of a CBC to less than 
$20, making it affordable for common use. 

The two tests you mention, RDW and MCY 
relate to the size of your red blood cells. RDW 
stands for “red cell distribution width” and MCV 
for “mean corpuscular volume.” Ideally, your red 
blood cells are neither too small nor too large 
(about 95 cubic microns as indicated by MCV) 
and all about the same size (according to RDW). 
Size is important because the ability of a red 
blood cell to transport oxygen from your lungs 
to your body tissues is affected by its size. 

RDW really cannot go below 10 or so but it 
can go rather high, 25 or higher, indicating wide 
variation in the size and shape of red cells. An 
elevated RDW may be the earliest indication of 
anemia. To properly diagnose the cause of the 
anemia your physician then uses other num- 
bers, such as MCV For instance, newly made 
red cells, called reticulocytes, are slightly larger 
than mature red cells. If you are in the process 
of recovering from anemia, MCV is likely to be 
high temporarily because you are making a lot 
of reticulocytes that have not yet matured. An 
elevated RDW with low MCV would have an 
entirely different interpretation. 

Laboratory tests may be an almost invisible 
side of medical care to patients, but they help 
your doctor make decisions on what is happen- 
ing inside you with greater confidence.

PROTECTIVE ORDERS - 
HOW CAN THEY HELP? 

What is a protective order? What are the basic 
steps to getting a protective order? 

In the family-law context, a protective order is 
a court order that protects a person from someone 
who has been violent or threatened to be violent. For 
example, the PO can order the other violent person 
to do things like: not hurt you or threaten to hurt 
you; not to contact you or go near you, your children, 
other family relatives, your home, workplace, or your 
children’s schools; and suspend the violent person’s 
right to carry a gun. Someone who violates a PO can 
be fined civilly or arrested and sentenced to jail time. 

Someone can generally apply for a protective 
order through the district or county attorney, a 
private attorney, or through a legal-aid service 
program. This first step is to file an application for 
protective order, which can be done at the county 
courthouse. A judge will review the petition after 
the application is filed, and the clerk of the court 
will deliver notice of the application to the violent 
person. A hearing will be set (usually within two 
weeks), and the judge will decide if you should 
have protection and for how long. In many cases, 
the judge will issue a temporary ex parte protective 
order, which protects the person during the time 
between filing the application and the hearing. 
More information on obtaining a PO (including 
forms) can be found at www.texaslawhelp.org. 

Always remember, however, that in the end, a 
PO is nothing more than a piece of paper. As the 
Travis County Web site states, a PO “is not bullet 
proof. It cannot stop knives or fire. It does not offer 
24-hour police protection. It can not keep you safe 
from someone who has no impulse control, and 
isn’t worried about being arrested.” 

Even if you obtain a PO, it is still important that 
a victim (or potential victim) speak to a domestic- 
violence counselor. Contact the Women’s Advocacy 
Project (476-5770) or SafePlace (267-SAFE) imme- 
diately for more information.

A BREAKDOWN OF 
MAINTENANCE COSTS 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I listen to your radio show almost every week 
and have learned a lot. But right now my life is 
going through a great change, since my husband 
wants a divorce. I need to know how to plan for car 
maintenance and its costs. I have a 2004 RAV4 
(in his name), and I love it. It has 31,000 miles on 
it, and I have kept up with the oil changes. But I 
haven’t a clue as to how to budget for its mainte- 
nance. Can you help me? - Marilee 

TOM: Well, the first thing you can do to save 
money, Marilee, is to make sure you hold on to 
the RAV4 in the divorce. Tell him he can have 
the Jaguar. He’ll be confused, but trust us. 

RAY: You’re lucky, because you have a car 
that’s relatively new, and it’s a car that’s known 
for its reliability and infrequent need for repairs. 
So, you’re off to a good start. 

TOM: I would say that you should plan 
to have the car serviced once or twice a year, 
at the mileage intervals called for by Toyota 
(7,500, 15,000, 22,500, etc.). Some of those 
will be “minor services,” and some will be 
“major services.” 

RAY: What’s the difference between a minor 
service and a major service? About 300 bucks. 

TOM: All services include oil and filter 
changes. In addition to that, minor services 
usually involve checking a bunch of stuff. Major 
services involve actually replacing stuff. 

RAY: And if I had to take a wild guess, I’d 
say that if you have it serviced at an indepen- 
dent garage rather than at the dealer, you’ll 
probably spend about $500-$ 600 a year on 
these services. All you need to do is bring your 
owner’s manual to a reliable independent 
shop, and they can do all the services Toyota 
lists as “required.” 

TOM: If you don’t already have a mechanic 
you trust, check out the “Mechanics Files” at 
our Web site, www.cartalk.com. It’s a database 
of good mechanics, personally recommended 
by other readers and our radio-show listeners. 

RAY: In addition to the money you earmark 
for regular maintenance, you also should put 
aside some money for repairs and replace- 
ments. At some point you’ll need brakes, tires, 
shocks, and probably some sort of mechanical 
repair work. If you put aside another $400 a 
year and carry it over from year to year and 
bank it if you don’t use it, I think that should 
cover most of your needs. 

TOM: So $1,000 a year for maintenance and 
repairs should cover you, Marilee. But just to be 
sure, have your lawyer demand another $500 a 
year for a fuzzy-dice allowance.

Doing a live production of Seven Brides for Seven Brothers 
in July in Austin is like doing Beach Blanket Bingo in Siberia 
in December: You gotta have some world-class thespians to 
sell that kind of incongruity. Flannel is hot enough in the 
winter, but flannel on the Zilker Hillside Stage in the dead 
of summer is suicidal masochism, the kind of inexplicable 
turd in the punch bowl that completely tears down the 
fourth wall. Fortunately, the hillside is far enough away from 
the stage (which, to add another stifling hot layer of irony, 
is painted black, sort of like a huge, Dutch oven) that you 
probably won’t get drenched during the bam dance scene 
when the brides and bros start twirling around like human 
schvitz sprinklers. You’re more likely to see drier wardrobe 
at a wet T-shirt contest, but certainly not a more spectacular 
one. Word has it that the costumes in this production are 
so resplendent that they alone are worth a couple of hours 
of swelter. As for the performers, who could question the 
commitment of any actor or actress willing to give so much
